fund and for the appointment of Trustees and for the creation of a Board 
of Pensions for all purposes in connection herewith. To provide penalties 
for the violation of the provisions of this act; and provide an effective 
date for this act; and to provide that the invalidity or unconstitutionality 
of any acts, provisions or other portion of this act shall not affect the 
validity of any other section, provision or other portion hereof.

State Board of Education, the Board of Trustees of Alabama College, 
the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, the Board 
of Trustees of the University of Alabama, the Board of Trustees of the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the Board of Trustees of the Ala- 
bama Boys Industrial School, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama In- 
dustrial School for Negroes, the Board of Trustees of the State Training 
School for Girls, the Alabama Educational Television Commission, and 
for the Teacher’s Retirement System. 


H. 833 (with substitute). To propose an amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama authorizing and providing for the issuance of not more 
than four million five hundred thousand dollars ($4,500,000) in principal 
amount of general obligation bonds for the State of Alabama for build- 
ing, construction and improvement purposes at the Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute at Auburn. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the

To provide assistance to any person, who is not now receiving 
a monthly benefit from the Teachers’ Retirement System, who served a 
minimum of 15 years as a teacher in the public schools of Alabama and 
whose service as a teacher was terminated because of disability before 
attaining age 60. 


H. 761. To repeal Act No. 600 approved August 6, 1907 relating to 
the celebration of the Battle of Horseshoe Bend in 1814; and to provide 
for the disposition of any property conveyed to such commission during 
its existence. 


H. 15. To amend Section 122, as amended, Title 51, Code of Alabama, 
1940: 


H. 838. To designate the new Tombigbee River Bridge at Coffeeville 
as “The Jim Folsom Bridge,” and to direct the State Highway Department 
to erect appropriate markers thereon. 


H. 821. To provide for the payment of pensions and other benefits 
to employees of the State, or of any political subdivision of the State, 
whose compensation is paid from funds derived from more than one unit 
of government. 


H. 738. To amend Section 1 of an act approved September 3, 1953, 
providing for supernumerary circuit solicitors of the State of Alabama 
(Act No. 474, S. 219, 1953 Acts 589). 


H. 656. To make an appropriation to the Agricultural Center Board 
for each of the two fiscal years ending September 30, 1958 and Septem- 
ber 30, 1959, for the purpose of aiding counties and municipalities in con- 
structing and equipping facilities suitable for housing livestock shows, 
agricultural and industrial displays and other agricultural uses and pur- 
poses consistent with the betterment and advancement of agriculture. 
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H. 720. To appropriate out of any funds in the State Treasury to the 
credit of the general fund, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of $150,- 
000 to the Department of Conservation to be used only for the purchase 
of lands to be made a part of the Horseshoe Bend National Military Park; 
and to provide for the lease, sale, swap, exchange, transfer, or otherwise 
dispose of such lands, including the right to convey same without con-

To regulate the qualifications, applica- 
tions, examinations and licensing of all persons who shall be hereafter 
licensed to act as agent for or to solicit business for any life or health 
and accident insurance carriers in Alabama who shall engage in the 
business of selling, soliciting, issuing, delivering, effecting or collecting 
premiums on policies ur contracts of life insurance or contracts of health 
and accident insurance or both; to define terms; to provide penaities for 
violations of the provisions hereof; to prohibit’ the representing of un- 
authorized insurers; to provide for liability of insurance agents when rep- 
resenting unauthorized insurers; to prohibit the doing of business 
by unlicensed agents; to prohibit the doing of business with unauthorized

“Section 1. Inferior court created. There is hereby established in 
Butler County a court with county-wide jurisdiction of criminal cases 
and civil actions, as hereinafter provided.

It shall be in lieu of 
the county court and the juvenile court, both of which are hereby abol- 
ished. 


“Section 4. Sessions. (a) Sessions of the court shall be held at the 
county courthouse, and the court shall be open at all times for the trans- 
action of business. A reguiar session shall be held at least once each 
month, at a time to be fixed by the Judge, for the trial of criminal cases, 
and another regular session shall be held at least once each month, at a 
time to be fixed by the Judge, for the iriai of civil cases. Special ses- 
sions may be held at such times as the Judge shall designate in orders 
spread upon the minutes. Sessions may continue so long as may be nec- 
essary for the court to complete its business. (b) The Sheriff shall attend 
the sessions of the court in person or by deputy and shall receive the same 
compensation therefor which he is now allowed for attending sessions 
of the County Court and of the Circuit Court. He shall execute all writs 
and processes of the court, and perform such other duties as he may be 
required to perform in the circuit court.

Section 2. All books, records, papers, or other documents required 
to be maintained or kept by the municipal clerk, municipal recorder, mu- 
nicipal police department, and any other agency or instrumentality of 
any municipality in any county to which this Act applies, may be micro- 
filmed, photostated or reproduced by some other similar photographic 
process.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Regulating the procedure of the state purchasing agent and others in 
the purchase of personal property and contractual services for the use of 
any state department, institution, agency, or political subdivision making 
such purchases through the devision of purchases and stores; creating a 
committee on standard specifications; and prescribing penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. Unless the language or context clearly indi- 
cates that a different meaning is intended, the following words, phrases, 
and terms shall, for the purposes of this Act, be given the meanings sub- 
joined to them. 


1. “Using Agency” means every office or instrumentality of the 
state government, or any branch thereof, except state educational and 
eleemosynary institutions governed by a board of trustees or other simi- 
lar governing body and exempted from the requirements of central pur- 
chasing by the director of finance under the authority of Section 73, Title 
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55, Code of Alabama (1940); and includes any county, municipal corpora- 
tion, political subdivision, or other local public body (including any 
board of education) which has requested the division of purchases and 
stores to make purchases, contracts, or leases for it. 


2. “Personal property” includes any and all articles and things ex- 
clusive of real estate. The provisions of this Act shall not apply, how- 
ever, to purchases of alcoholic beverages by the alcoholic beverage con- 
trol board, or to purchases of textbooks, or to purchases of products made 
or manufactured by the blind or visually handicapped under the direc- 
tion or supervision of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind in ac- 
cordance with Act No. 542 approved September 9, 1955. 


3. “Contractual services” includes towel and cleaning service; and 
rental, repair, or maintenance of equipment, machinery, and other state- 
owned property. But this Act shall not apply to contracts for the secur- 
ing of services of attorneys, physicians, architects, teachers, superintend- 
ents of construction, artists, or other individuals possessing a high degree 
of professional skill where the personality of the individual plays a de- 
cisive part; contracts of employment in the regular civil service of the 
state; or contracts for public improvements covered by Act No. 492, H. 
778, approved September 30, 1947 (General Acts of Alabama, 1947, p. 
338), as now or hereafter amended, nor to public printing and binding 
done under contracts regulated by Section 69 of the Constitution of 1901 
and Title 55, Code of Alabama 1940 and Act No. 27 and Act No. 28 of the 
Regular Session of the Legislature of 1949, nor to tourist advertising by 
the State Bureau of Publicity and Information authorjzed under Section 
4 of Act No. 712 approved September 5, 1951. 


Section 2. Henceforth, except as otherwise provided in this Act, all 
purchases of, and contracts for, personal property or contractual services 
needed by any using agency shall be made or let by the state purchasing 
agent, and shall be based on competitive bids. Competitive bids shall 
not be required for utility services where no competition exists or where 
rates are fixed by law or ordinance, and shall not be required in any pro- 
posed purchase for which there is only one vender or supplier. Contracts 
entered into in violation of this Act shall be void. The provisions of this 
Act shall apply to and govern the Director of Finance in the event he per- 
forms the duties of the State purchasing agent, and shall likewise apply 
to and govern any other officer or employee of the Department of Finance 
or any other person to whom the purchasing function may be assigned by 
the Director of Finance. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the using agencies to furnish to the 
purchasing agent when requested, and on blanks to be approved by him 
tabulated estimates of all personal property and contractual services 
needed and required by such using agencies for such periods in advance 
as may be directed by the purchasing agent. The purchasing agent shali 
request such estimates for appropriate periods of not less than three nor 
more than twelve months, depending upon the nature of the various 
classes of commodities and services required by the using agencies. 


Section 4. The purchasing agent shall classify, compile, and consoli- 
date all such estimates of personal property and contractual services 
needed and required by all of the using agencies to determine the total 
requirements for any given commodity. If the total requirements of any 
given commodity will involve an amount estimated to exceed five hun- 
dred dollars ($500), the purchasing agent shall advertise for sealed bids 
on such purchases by posting notice thereof on a bulletin board main- 
tained outside his office door, by publication of notice thereof one time in 
a newspaper published in Montgomery County, and in any other manner 
and for such lengths of time as he may determine; provided, however, 
that the purchasing agent shall also solicit sealed bids by sending notices 
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by mail to all persons, firms, or corporations who have filed with him a 
request in writing that they be listed for solicitation on bids for such 
particular items as are set forth in such request. If any person, firm, or 
corporation whose name is listed fails to respond to any solicitation "for 
bids, after the receipt of three such solicitations, such listings may be can- 
celled by the purchasing agent, at his discretion. All bids shall be sealed 
when received, shall be onened in public at the hour stated in the notice, 
and all original bids together with all documents pertaining to the award 
of the contract shall be retained and made a part of a permanent file or 
record, and shall be open to public inspection. If the purchase or contract 
will involve an amount of five hundred dollars ($500) or less, the pur- 
chasing agent may make such purchases or contracts either upon the 
basis of sealed bids or in the open market, in his discretion; but, so far 
as practicable, such purchases or contracts shall be based on at least three 
competitive bids, which shall be permanently recorded. No purchase or 
contract involving an amount in excess of five hundred dollars ($500) 
shall be divided into parts involving amounts of five hundred dollars 
($500) or less for the purpose of avoiding the requirements of this sec- 
tion. All such partia! contracis involving five hundred dollars ($600) or 
less shall be void. 


Section 5. When purchases are required to be made through com- 
petitive bidding, the state purchasing agent shall award the contract tu 
the lowest responsible bidder, taking into consideration the qualities of 
the commodities proposed to be supplied, their conformity with specifi- 
cations, the purposes for which required, the terms of delivery, transpor- 
tation charges, an@ the dates of delivery. Contracts and purchases shall 
in all cases be based on the standard specifications adopted by the com- 
mittee on standard specifications hereinafter provided for. Any or all 
bids may be rejected if the public interest will be served thereby. If all 
bids received on a pending purchase or contract are for the same unit 
price or total amount, the purchasing agent may reject all bids and pur- 
chase the required commodities or contractual services in the open mar- 
ket, if the price paid in the open market does not exceed the bid prices. 
Each bid, with the name of the bidder, shall be entered on a record. 
Each record, with the successful bid indicated thereon, and with the rea- 
sons for the award if not awarded to the lowest bidder shall, after the 
award of the order or contract, be open to public inspection. 


Section 6. When any bid has been accepted, the purchasing agent 
may, in his discretion, require of the successful bidder a bond payable 
to the State, with good and sufficient surety, and conditioned that such 
bidder will fully, faithfully, and accurately execute the terms of the con- 
tract into which he has entered. 


Section 7. Contracts for the purchase of personal property or con- 
tractual services shall be let for the pericds not greater than one year. 
Such contracts shall be signed by the purchasing agent in the name of the 
state. Contracts shall be approved as to form by the attorney general, 
and a copy of each period contract shall be filed with the director of the 
department of finance. 


Section 8. After sources of supply have been established by contract, 
the purchasing agent shall certify to the using agencies the sources otf 
supply and the contract price of the various commodities and services 
so contracted for. Except as otherwise provided in this Act, it shall be 
unlawful for purchases to be made from sources other than those certi- 
fied by the purchasing agent. 


Section 9. The purchasing agent, in the purchase of or contract for 
personal property or contractual service, shall give preference, provided 
there is no sacrifice or loss in price or quality, to commodities produced 
in Alabama or sold by Alabama persons, firms, or corporations. 
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Section 10. Unless otherwise ordered by the purchasing agent, it is 
not mandatory that the using agencies purchase or contract for personal 
property or contractual services through the division of purchases and 
stores in the following cases: 


1. Telephone and telegraph service, and electric light and power 
service; and other utility service: 


2. Manuscripts, maps, books, pamphlets, and periodicals purchased 
for the use of any state library or any other library in the state supported 
in whole or in part by state funds: 


3. Any purchase by any using agency of personal property, or con- 
tract for service, not in excess of ten dollars ($10), provided that such 
purchase is not part of a larger purchase which has been divided for the 
purpose of coming within the provisions of this exception. 


All purchases of or contracts for the above commodities or services 
shall be based wherever possible on at least three competitive bids. 
Whenever an order or contract for such articles is awarded by any using 
agency a copy of such order or contract, together with a record of the 
competitive bids upon which it was based, if any, shall be forwarded to 
the purchasing agent. 


Section 11. Duly authorized employees of any using agency may 
issue field purchase orders for the purchase of commodities or services 
not involving the expenditure of over fifty dollars ($50), provided that 
such purchase is not part of a larger purchase which has been divided 
for the purpose of coming within the provisions of this section. Such field 
purchases shall be made in conformity with regulations prescribed by the 
purchasing agent. 


Section 12. The purchasing agent may authorize, either orally or in 
writing, any using agency to purchase in the open market, without filing 
requisition or estimate, any specific commodities or services for which 
there is extreme and immediate necessity to meet actual emergencies 
arising from any unforseen causes, including delay by contractors, delay 
in transportation, breakdown in machinery, and unanticipated volume of 
work. A full written account of the circumstances necessitating any such 
emergency purchase, together with a requisition and a record of the com- 
petitive bids, if any, upon which the emergency delivery was secured, 
shall be submitted at once to the purchasing agent by the head of the 
using agency concerned. Competitive bids shall not be required in emer- 
gencies involving actual danger to life or property. The records of such 
emergency transactions shall be open to public inspection. 


Section 13. Except in emergency, no order for delivery on a contract 
or open market purchase shall be issued until the state comptroller shall 
have certified that the unencumbered balance in the appropriation, or ap- 
propriations, concerned, in excess of all unpaid obligations, is sufficient 
to defray the amount of such order. Provided however the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to any order for the delivery on a contract 
or open market purchases entered into by the Board of Corrections and 
the Highway Department. 


Section 14. There is hereby created a committee on standard speci- 
fications which shall be composed of seven members, including the pur- 
chasing agent as chairman, the attorney general, the chief examiner of 
public accounts, the chief of the bureau of materials and tests of the 
state highway department, the head of the chemical laboratory of the 
department of agriculture and industries, and two other members who 
shall be designated by the governor from among the officers and em- 
ployees of the state who are best informed with regard to the requirements 
of the several using agencies. Four members of the committee shall con-

stitute a quorum for the transaction of its business. The committee shall 
meet at such times as it shall by rule or regulation prescribe, but it may 
meet at other times at the call of the chairman.

Each specification for commodities or contraciuai services 
shall satisfy, so far as possible, the requirements of a majority of the 
agencies using such commodities or services in common. After adoption, 
standard specifications, until revised or rescinded, shall apply alike in 
terms and effect to every future purchase or contract for the commodi- 
ties or contractual services described in the specifications. In the prepa- 
ration of standard specifications, the committee may make use of any 
laboratory in the state supported entirely or in part by state funds, or 
any other recognized testing agencies, for chemical and physical tests in 
the determination of quality. 


Section 15. The purchasing agent, with the approval of the com- 
mittee on standard specifications, shall adopt, promulgate, amend when 
necessary, and enforce rules and regulations, in conformity with the re- 
quirements of the preceding sections, to implement the provisions of this 
Act; but all contracts shall be let in conformity with the provisions of this 
Act irrespective of the adoption and publication of such rules and regula- 


tions. 


Section 16. Whenever the state purchasing agent, any head or em- 
ployee of any department, institution, or agency to which the provisions 
of this Act apply, or any other person who awards a contract for the pur- 
chase of any personal property or contractual services, shall purchase or 
contract for any personal property or contractual services contrary to the 
provisions of this Act, or to the rules and regulations made thereunder, 
such order or contract shall be void and of no effect. The state purchas- 
ing agent, the head of such department, institution, or agency, or such 
other person, shall be liable personally for the costs of such order or con- 
tract, and, if already paid for out of state funds, the amount thereof may 
pe eee in the name of the state in an appropriate action instituted 
therefor. 


Section 17. Any agreement or collusion among bidders or prospec- 
tive bidders in restraint of freedom of competition, by agreement to bid 
at a fixed price or to refrain from bidding, or otherwise, shall render the 
bids of such bidders void. Each bidder shall accompany his bid with a 
sworn statement that he has not been a party to any such agreement. 


; Section 18. Any discloure in advance of the terms of a bid submitted 
in response to an advertisement for bids shall render the proceedings 
void and require advertisement and award anew. 


Section 19. Any taxpayer of the area within the jurisdiction of the 
awarding authority, and any bona fide unsuccessful bidder on a particu- 
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lar contract shall be empowered to bring a suit in equity in the appropri- 
ate court to enjoin execution of any contract entered into in violation of 
the provisions of this Act.

To provide further for the execution of certain public contracts, 
providing for competitive bidding on certain public contracts for labor, 
services, or work, or for the purchase of materials, equipment, supplies, 
or other personal property, made by or on behalf of any state depart- 
ment, board, bureau, commission, committee, institution, corporation, 
authority, or office, and prescribing penalties. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. All contracts of whatever nature for labor, services, or 
work, or for the purchase or lease of materials, equipment, supplies, or 
other personal property, involving eight hundred dollars ($800.00) or 
more, made by or on behalf of any state department, board, bureau, com- 
mission, committee, institution, corporation, authority, or office, shall, 
except as hereinafter otherwise provided, be let by free and open com- 
petitive bidding, on sealed bids, to the lowest responsible bidder. No 
undertaking involving sums in excess of eight hundred dollars ($800.00) 
shall be split into parts involving sums below eight hundred dollars 
($800.00) for the purpose of avoiding the requirements of this section. 
All such partial contracts involving less than eight hundred dollars 
($800.00) shall be void. All contracts involving less than eight hundred 
dollars ($800.00) shall be let in a manner calculated to insure the best 
interest of the public. 
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Section 2. Competitive bids shall not be required for utility serv- 
ices where no competition exists or where rates are fixed by law or ordi- 
nance; to the purchase of insurance by the state; to contracts for the se- 
curing of services of attorneys, physicians, architects, teachers, superin- 
tendents of construction, artists, appraisers, engineers, or other indivi- 
duals possessing a high degree of professional skill where the personality 
of the individual plays a decisive part; contracts of employment in the 
regular civil service of the state; to tourist advertising by the State Bu- 
reau of Publicity and Information authorized under Section 4 of Act No. 
712 approved September 5, 1951; to purchases of alcoholic beverages by 
the alcoholic beverage control board; to purchases of textbooks; to pur- 
chases by the State Highway Department of local materials from any 
property owners in the vicinity of project on which such local materials

Neither the purchasing agent, nor any assistant or em- 
ployee of his shall be financially interested, or have any personal bene- 
ficial interest, either directly or indirectly, in the purchase of or contract 
for any personal property or contractual service, nor in any firm, part- 
nership, association, or corporation furnishing any such, personal property 
or contractual services to the state government or to any of its depart- 
ments, agencies, or institutions. Neither the purchasing agent, nor any 
assistant or employee of his shall accept or receive, directly or indirectly, 
from any person, firm, association, or corporation to whom any contract 
may be awarded, by rebate, gifts, or otherwise, any money or thing of 
value whatsoever, or any promise, obligation, or contract for future re- 
ward or compensation. Nor shall any person wilfully make any purchase 
or award any contract in violation of the provisions of this Act. Any 
violation of this section shal] be deemed a misdemeanor, and any person 
who violates this section shall, upon conviction, be imprisoned for not 
more than twelve (12) months or fined not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) or both. Upon conviction thereof, any such purchasing 
agent, assistant or employee of his, or any person who wilfully makes 
any purchase or awards any contract in violation of the provisions of 
this Act, shall be removed from office. 


Section 4. Any agreement or collusion among bidders or prospective 
bidders in restraint of freedom of competition, by agreement to bid at a 
fixed price or to refrain from bidding, or otherwise, shall render the bids 
of such bidders void. Each bidder shall accompany his bid with a sworn 
statement that he has not been a party to such an argeement. 


Section 5. Any disclosure in advance of the terms of a bid submitted 
in response to an advertisement for bids shall render the proceedings 
void and require advertisement and award anew. 
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Section 6. Such competitive bids may be advertised for by publica- 
tion of notice thereof one time in a newspaper publshed in Montgomery 
County, or in any other manner and for such lengths of time as the 
awarding authority may determine; provided, however, that there shall 
also be solicited sealed bids by sending notices by mail to all persons, 
firms, or corporations who have filed a request in writing that they be 
listed for solicitation on bids for such particular items as are set forth in 
such request. If any person, firm, or corporation whose name is listed 
fails to respond to any solicitation for bids, after the receipt of three such 
solicitations, such listing may be cancelled. All bids shall be sealed when 
received, shall be opened in public at the hour stated in the notice, and all 
original bids together with all documents pertaining to the award of the 
contract shall be retained and made a part of a permanent file or record, 
and shall be opened to public inspection. 


Section 7. In case of emergency affecting public health, safety, or 
convenience, so declared in writing by the head of the state agency in- 
volved, setting ‘forth the nature of the danger to public health, safety, or 
convenience involved in dclay, contracts mav be iet to ine extent neces- 
sary to meet the emergency without public ‘advertisement. Such action 
and the reasons therefor shall immediately be made public by the Direc- 


tor of Finance. 


Section 8. Bond in a responsible sum for faithful performance of the 
contract, with adequate surety, shall be required in an amount specified 
in the advertisement for bids. 


Section 9. When purchases are required to be made through com- 
petitive bidding, award shall be made to the lowest responsible bidder, 
taking into consideration the qualities of the commodities proposed to be 
supplied, their conformity with specifications, the purposes for which re- 
quired, the terms of delivery, transportation charges, and the dates of 
delivery. It is provided, however, that the awarding authority may at 
any time within five days after the bids are opened, negotiate and award 
the contract to any one provided he secures a price at least 5% under the 
low acceptable bid. The award of such a negotiated contract shall be 
subject to approval by the Finance Director and the Governor. The 
awarding authority or requisitioning agency shall have the right to reject 
any bid if the price is deemed excessive or quality of product inferior. 
Each bid, with the name of the bidder, shall be entered on a record. 
Each record, with the successful bid indicated thereon, and with the rea- 
sons for the award if not awarded to the lowest bidder shall, after award 
of the order or contract, be open to public inspection. Contracts for the 
purchase of personal property or contractual services shall be let for 
periods not greater than one year. 


Section 10. Any taxpayer of the area within the jurisdiction of the 
awarding authority, and any bona fide unsuccessful bidder on a particu- 
lar contract shall be empowered to bring a suit in equity in the appropri- 
ate court to enjoin execution of any contract entered into in violation of 
the provisions of this Act. 


Section 11. No contract awarded to the lowest responsible bidder 
shall be assignable by the successful bidder without written consent of 
the awarding authority and requisitioning agency. And in no event shall 
a contract be assigned to an unsuccessful bidder whose bid was rejected 
because he was not a responsible bidder. 


Section 12. This Act shall be cumulative in its nature; however, all 
conflicting provisions of law are hereby expressly repealed. This Act 
shall in no manner repeal any of the provisions of Title 50, Chapter 1, or 
Title 52, Chapter 19, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, or Title 55, Ar- 
ticle 4, Code of Alabama 1940.

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Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To abolish the office of county treasurer of Walker County and to 
establish in lieu thereof the office of county comptroller of Walker 
County; to provide for the election of the county comptroller, and to 
prescribe his powers, duties, terms, and compensation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The office of county treasurer of Walker County is 
abolished, and there is created in lieu thereof the office of county comp- 
troller of Walker County. However, the incumbent county treasurer 
shall serve as county ccmptroller until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1961, and until his successor is elected and quali- 
fied as provided in this Act. 


Section 2. At the general election to be held in November, 1960, 
and every four years thereafter, there shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of Walker County, a county comptroller who shall hold office 
for a term of four years from the first Monday after the second Tues- 
day in January next after his election and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 


Section 3. The county comptroller of Walker County shall receive 
an annual salary of five thousand four hundred dollars ($5,400.00), pay- 
able out of the general funds of the county in equal monthly install- 
ments. 


Section 4. Except as otherwise provided in this Act, the county 
comptroller of Walker County shall have all the powers and duties 
vested by general laws of the State in county treasurers, and he shall, 
in addition thereto, serve as custodian of the funds of the People’s Hos- 
pital. He shall deposit all public funds in some bank or banks in Walker 
County, which are accepted and recognized by the court cf county com- 
missioners, board of revenue or like governing body of the county as a 
legal depository. He shall arrange with the bank for the best obtain- 
able interest on all deposits and the interest paid upon the deposits 
shall belong to Walker County and the treasurer shall account for and 
be responsible for such interest. The county comptroller shall assist the 
court of county commissioners, board of revenue or like governing body 
of the county in preparing its annual budget. Between the first and the 
tenth days of each month, the county cometroller shall make a dubpli- 
cate monthly report showing all funds received by him during the 
previous month, and from what sources received, and showing all dis- 
bursements made by him and for what general purpose, and he shall 
file one copy of the report with the court of county commissicners, 
board of revenue or like governing body of the county, and he shall 
keep one copy of the report on file in his cffice, and such reports shall 
be public documents or records. The county comptroller shall make a 
duplicate annual report showing in detail all monies received by him, 
and from what sources, and showing all disbursements by him, and for 
what paid; and in such annual report he shall list and show all indebted- 
ness cf the county shown by his records whether bonds, warrants, or 
other indebtedness, and shall designate for what purpose the board issues 
were made and for what purpose the warrant issues were made, and 
shall show the amount of interest each of such securities bears. One 
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copy of such report shall be filed with the court of County commis- 
sioners, board of revenue or like governing body of the county, and one 
copy be kept on file by him, and each shall be a public document or 
record. Whenever any officer of Walker County is placed on a salary, 
by legislation enacted under the. provisions of Amendment L of the 
Constitution, or in any viher lawful manner, the county comptroller of 
Walker County shall audit the fee and commission reports made each 
month by such officer, and shall keep a record of all the fees and com- 
missions paid into the county treasury, to the credit of the respective 
office making such payments into the treasury; approve for payments 
all salary warrants authorized by law to be paid to the officer and his 
office personnel; and to keep a record of such payments and charge the 
payments against the costs of running or operating such office. 

Section 5. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue or 
like governing body of Walker County shall provide the county comp- 
troller with a clerk-hire fund of ($900) per annum, which sum shall be 
naid as needed out of the general funds of the county. 

Section 6. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the county 
comptroller of Walker County shall give bond as provided by law with 
good and sufficient securities, which bond shall be in sum not less than 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00). Such bond, after its approval, shaii 
be filed and recorded in the office of the judge’ of probate of the county. 
The court of county commissioners, board of revenue or like governing 
body of the county may, in its discretion, require an additional bond 
when any special fund is to be received by the comptroller, and pay 
the premium thereon. 


Section 7. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act are repealed. Act No. 382, H. 963, approved September 26, 
1923 (Local Acts of Alabama, 1923, p. 249), which provided for the 
election of a county treasurer of Walker County, and all acts amenda- 
tory, thereof, are expressly repealed. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

The taxes herein authorized, when levied in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act, shall be collected by the Department of 
Revenue of the State of Alabama, at the same time and along with the 
ccllection by that department of taxes levied and collected for the State 
of Alabama under the provisions of Section 752 through Section 811, 
and Articles 10 and 11, of Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), 
and all acts amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto, and all 
reports now required to be made to the Commissioner of Revenue shall, 
on the request of the Department of Revenue, be available for inspec- 
tion by the chairman of the court cf county commissioners, board of 
revenue or like governing body of Lawrence County, or his designated 
agent, at reasonable times during business hours. The State Department 
of Revenue shall prepare and distribute such reports, forms, and other 
informaticn as may be necessary for the collection of the county taxes 
authorized to be levied by this Act, and shall have all the authority 
and duties in connection with such taxes as are now given by law to 
the Department of Revenue or the Commissioner of Revenue in con- 
nection with the collection of the state sales and use taxes provided for 
by Secticn 752 through Section 811, and Articles 10 and 11, of Chapter 
20, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), and all acts amendatory thereof 
or supplementary thereto. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of

Section 1. There is hereby created and shall be established on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1961, the board of 
county commissioners of Mobile County, which shall be in lieu of the 
board of revenue and read commissioners of Mobile County and shall 
be composed of a president and four associate members.

The president of the board of county commissioners 
shall devote his entire time to the performance of his official duties. 
The president of the board shall receive an annual salary of ten thou- 
sand dollars ($10,000), and, upen a proper accounting therefor, reimburse- 
ment for the necessary expenses incurred in the performance of his 
official duties, in an amount not to exceed one thousand two hundred 
dollars ($1,200) a year. The associate members of the board shall devote 
as much time as may be necessary to the efficient performance of their 
duties. Each associate member of the board shall receive an annual 
salary of four thousand eight hundred dollars ($4,800), and, upon a 
proper accounting therefor, reimbursement for the necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of his official duties, in an amount not to 
exceed six hundred dollars ($600) a year. The board shall choose a 
president pro tempore from among the associate members of the board, 
who shall preside over the meetings of the board in the absence of the 
president, and shall receive an additional salary of six hundred dol- 
lars ($600) per year for the performance of this additional duty. The 
salaries and expenses of the members of the board, as provided herein, 
shall be paid in monthly installments from any funds in the county 
treasury available for that purpose, as provided by law, and shail be 
their entire compensation for the services required of them by this Act. 


Section 8. The board of county commissioners shall hold regular 
meetings on Monday of each week and may hold special meetings upon 
the call of either the president or two associate members of the board. 
A majority of the members of the board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. The board shall keep complete and accurate 
written minutes of all meetings, business transacted, and resolutions 
adopted; and there shall be recorded therein the vote of each member. 
At each meeting the minutes of the previous meeting shall be read, and 
all minutes shall be open to public inspection at all reasonable times. 


Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 11. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
banshee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Each subagent shall be deemd to be an agent as 
defined in Paragraph A of this Section, and wherever in succeeding 
Sections of this Act the term “agent” is used, it shall include subagents, 
whether or not they are specifically mentioned. Each such person shall 
individually file an application for license and submit to a written 
examination as hereafter provided for applicants for an agent’s license. 
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C. The term “insurance contract”, for purposes of this Act, shall 
mean any contract or policy affecting life, health or accident insurance 
or any annuity contract on behalf of any company or insurer engaged in 
the business of writing life, health or accident insurance or annuity 
contracts. 


D. The term “rejected risk” shall mean a life, health cr accident 
insurance risk or annuity contract for which application has been made 
to an agent and which insurance or annuity contract is declined by the 
insurer for which such agent is licensed. 


E. The term “Superintendent” shall mean the Superintendent of 
Insurance of the State of Alabama. 


F. The term “company” and “insurer” shall mean a corporation, 
association, order, or society, writing life, health and accident insurance, 
cr annuity contracts, but shall not include non-profit corporations for 
establishment of hospitalization plan under Title 28, Chapter 10, Article 
3 of the Alabama Code, 1940, as amended. And provided however, that 
any Insurance Department of a Brotherhood or Labor Union, the mem- 
bers of which are subject to the act of Congress known as the Railway 
Labor Act, shall be excluded from this Act. 


Section 2. Representing Unauthorized Insurers Prohibited; Personal 
Liability of Agents. No person, partnership or corporation shall, within 
this State, solicit, procure, receive or forward applications for life, health 
or accident insurance or annuities, cr issue or deliver policies for, or in 
any manner secure, help or aid in the placing of any contract of life, 
health or accident insurance or annuity for any person other than him- 
self, directly or indirectly, with any insurer not authorized to do 
business in this State. Any person, partnership or corporation shall be 
liable for the full amount of any loss sustained on any contract of life, 
health or accident insurance or annuity made by or through him or it, 
directly or indirectly, with any insurer not authorized to do business in 
this State, and in addition, for any premium taxes which may become 
due under any law of this State by reason of such contract. 


Section 3. Necessity for License; Doing Business with Unlicensed 
Agent Prohibited. A. No person shall act as an agent within this State 
until he shall have first procured a license as required by the laws of 
this State. 


B. No insurer or agent doing business in this State shall pay, 
directly or indirectly, any commission or any other valuable consider- 
ation to any person for services as an agent within this State unless 
such person shall hold a currently valid license to act as an agent as 
required by the laws of this State. Any insurer or agent paying any 
commission or other valuable consideration to such person shall be 
liable for a fine in an amount of three times the amount of the com- 
mission paid. Such fine shall be levied and collected by the Superinten- 
dent; upon failure to pay such fine the Superintendent may, in his 
discretion, revoke the license of the agent or insurer; provided, how- 
ever, that the provisions of this section shall not prevent the payment 
or receipt of renewal or other deferred commissions to or by any person 
solely because such person has ceased to hold a license to act as an 
agent; or payment to the personal representative of a deceased agent; 
and provided, further, that the provisions cf this section shall not 
prevent the payment or receipt of any commission or any other valuable 
consideration to or by a person who has been appointed as its fulltime 
agent or subagent and has applied for a temporary license pursuant to 
Section 13, pending issuance of a permanent license. 
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Section 4. Application for License; Certificate of Insurer; Examina- 
tion Fee. A. Each applicant for a license to act as an agent within this 
State shall file with the Superintendent his written application on 
forms furnished by the Superintendent. The application shall be signed 
and verified by oath of the applicant. The prescribed form shall require 
the applicant to state his full name, residence, age, occupation, and place 
of business for five (5) years preceding the date of the application; 
whether applicant has ever held a license to sviicit insurance contracts 
in any state; whether he has been refused, or has had suspended or 
revoked, a license to solicit insurance contracts in any state; what insur- 
ance experience, if any, he has had; what instruction in insurance and 
in the insurance laws of this State he has had, or expects to have; 
whether any insurer or general agent claims that the applicant is in- 
debted under any agency contract or otherwise; and if so, the name of 
the claimant, the nature of the claim, and the applicant’s defense thereto; 
whether applicant has had any agency contract cancelled, if so when, by 
what company or general agent, and the reasons therefor; whether 
applicant will devote all or part of his efforts to acting as an insurance 
agent, and if part only, how much time he expects to devote to such 
work, and in what other business or businesses he is engaged or em- 
ployed; whether, if applicant is a married person, the husband or wife 
has ever applied for or held a Hecense te solicit insurance in any state, 
and whether such license has been refused, suspended or revoked; and 
such other information as the Superintendent, in his discretion, may 
require. 


B. The application shall be accompanied by a certificate on forms 
furnished by the Superintendent and signed by an officer or properly 
authorized representative of the insurer stating that the insurer has 
investigated the character and background of the applicant and is satis- 
fied that he is trustworthy and qualified to act as its agent and to hold 
himself out in good faith to the general public as an agent, and that 
the insurer desires that the applicant be licensed as an agent to repre- 
sent it in this State. 


C. The application when filed shall be accompanied by the exami- 
nation fee if an examination is required hereunder; the examination fee 
shall be $5.00 except in those cases where a re-examination is required, 
in which event the fee shall be $3.00 for each such re-examination. 
The examination fees shall not be refunded and shall be in addition to 
all other fees and taxes provided by law. 


Section 5. Examinations of Applicants for License. Each applicant 
for a license to act as an agent within the State shall submit to a 
personal written examination to determine his competence to act as an 
agent with respect to life insurance and annuity contracts, health and 
accident insurance, or both, and his familiarity with the pertinent pro- 
visions of the insurance laws of this State, and shall pass the same to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent; except that no such written 
examination shall be required of: 


A. An applicant for a renewal license, unless the Superintendent 
determines that such examination is necessary to establish the compe- 
tency of the applicant, or unless a license had not been issued to such 
applicant within two (2) years preceding the date of filing the appli- 
cation; 


B. An applicant who is a ticket-selling agent of a railroad or steam- 
ship company, carrier by air or public bus carrier, who shall act only 
as an agent or solicitor in the sale of accident insurance tickets to 
individuals; 
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C. An applicant whose license is limited to acting only as an agent 
with respect to life, health and accident insurance on borrowers or 
debtors, commonly known as credit life, health and accident insurance, 
provided such applicant is a full-time employee of the institution 
granting the credit. 


D. In the discretion of the Superintendent, an applicant whose 
license to do business or act as an agent in this State was suspended less 
than one (1) year prior to the date of application. 


Section 6. Rules and Regulations of Superintendent as to Classifi- 
cation of Applicants; Type and Conduct of Examinaticn. <A. The 
Superintendent shall establish rules and regulations with respect to 
(1) the classification of applicants according to the type of insurance 
to be effected by them if licensed as agents; and (2) the scope, type 
and conduct of written examinations to be given pursuant to this Sec- 
tion, and the times and places within this State for the hclding of such 
examinations; provided, however, that an applicant shall be permitted 
to take an examination once in each two weeks in the principal office 
of the Superintendent; and provided further, that an examination shall 
be held at least as often as once in each three months in each congres- 
sional district. 


B. Such rules and regulations when established shall classify appli- 
ecants for purpcses of this Section as follows: (1) those desiring to 
write life insurance, (2) those desiring to write accident and health 
insurance, (3) those desiring to write weekly premium accident and 
health insurance, (4) those desiring to write weekly premium life insur- 
ance, (5) those desiring to write any combination of two or more of the 
above classifications, and (6) such other classifications as, in the opinion 
of the Superintendent, are necessary or appropriate. 


C. Examinations shall be prepared and given in those subjects 
only which pertain to the classification or classifications which the 
applicant desires to write, and no applicant shall be required to take an 
examination on a subject or subjects pertaining to any other classifi- 
cation. 


D. The rules and regulations of the Superintendent where estab- 
lished, shall designate textbooks, manuals and other materials to be 
studied by applicants in preparation for examinations in each classifi- 
cation designated by the Superintendent pursuant to this Section. Such 
textbooks, manuals or other materials may consist of matter available 
to applicants by purchase from the publisher or may consist of matter 
prepared at the direction of the Superintendent and distributed to 
applicants upon request therefor and payment of the reasonable cost 
thereof. If textbooks, manuals or other materials shall have been desig- 
nated or prepared by the Superintendent pursuant to this Section, all 
examination questions shall be prepared from the contents cf such text- 
books, manuals or other materials, exactly as such questions appear in 
the booklet herein provided for. 


E. The Superintendent shall, immediately after the effective date 
of this Act, and from time to time thereafter, as an aid to the efficient 
administration of this Act, consult with individuals experienced in the 
life, health and accident insurance business to include officers, employees, 
general agents, managers and licensed agents of companies engaged in 
such business, to the end that an orderly and effective program be 
developed as to scope, type and conduct of written examinations and the 
times and places in the State where they shall be held. 


_F. No person who shall have taken and failed to pass two (2) exami- 
nations given pursuant to this Section shall be entitled to take any 
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further examination until after the expiration of six (6) months from 
the date of the last examination in which he failed to pass. If such 
person shall thereafter fail to pass two (2) more such examinations, he 
shall not be eligible to take any further examination until after the ex- 
piration of one (1) year from the date of his last unsuccessful exami- 
nation. An examination fee shall be paid for each and every examination; 
provided, however, that an applicant shall be permitted to take a single 
examination covering all classes of insurance contracts as defined above. 


Section 7. Notice as to Results of Examination; Issuance of License. 
A. If the Superintendent is satisfied that the applicant is trustworthy 
and competent and the applicant has satisfactorily accomplished a 
written examination, the Superintendent shall forthwith issue to the 
applicant a license as provided by the insurance laws of this State. If 
the applicant did not pass the written examination, the Superintendent 
shail notify the applicant and the insurer in writing that a license will 
not be issued to him. 


DB. In any ease where a license is applied for to represent an 
insurer authorized in this State to transact an accident and health, as 
well as a life insurance business, the Superintendent may, on request, 
issue a singlé license authorizing the applicant to represent the insurer 
with respect to both types of business. 


Section 8. Licenses to Non-Residents; Reciprocal Agreements; Re- 
quirements. A. A person not resident in this State may be licensed as 
an agent upon compliance with the provisions of this Act; provided that 
the state in which such person resides accords the same privilege to 
a resident of this State. 


B. The Superintendent shall have the authority to enter into re- 
ciprocal agreements with the appropriate official of any other state 
waiving the written examination of any applicant resident in such 
other state, provided: 


(1) That a written examination is required of applicants for an 
agent’s license in such other state; 


(2) That the appropriate official of such other state certifies that 
the applicant holds a currently valid license as an agent in such other 
state and either passed such written examination or was the holder of 
an agent’s license prior to the time such written examination was re- 
quired; 


(3) That the applicant has no place of business within this state 
for the transaction of business as an agent; 


(4) That in such other state, a resident of this State is privileged 
to procure an agent’s license upon the foregoing conditions and without 
ae as to fees or otherwise in favor of the residents of such 
other state. 


Section 9. Existing Licenses Continued. Agents holding licenses 
authorizing them to transact business in the State of Alabama on the 
date of passage and approval of this act shall continue to be so authorized 
to the same extent as if such agents had been examined pursuant to 
this act and duly licensed, provided such agent satisfied the require- 
ments of subsections (A) and (B) of Section Four (4) of this act. 


Section 10. Additional Licenses; Placement of Excess of Rejected 
Risks. A. Additional licenses shall be issued to any agent when re- 
quested by an official or duly authorized representative of an insurer; 
provided such additional license shall be limited to the class or classes

for which the agent holds a license. Any insurer may file a written 
request with the Superintendent for notification that an agent authorized 
to represent it has been licensed to represent another insurer and the 
Superintendent shall notify such insurer of the licensing of such agent 
to act for such other insurers. 


B. Any agent licensed in this State may place excess or rejected 
risks with any insurer lawfully doing business in this State, other than 
in an insurer that such agent is licensed to represent, and an agent so 
placing such risks shall not be required to hold a license to represent 
the insurer accepting such risks, but must be currently licensed to 
write that classification of insurance. 


Section 11. Duration of Licenses. A. Each license issued to an 
agent shall expire on December 31, following the date of issue unless 
prior thereto it is revoked or suspended by the Superintendent, or the 
authority of the agent to act for the insurer is terminated. 


B. In the absence of a contrary ruling by the Superintendent; 
renewal licenses may be issued from year to year upon request of the 
insurer without further action on the part of the agent. 


C. Each request for renewal of license shall be upon such form as 
the Superintendent may prescribe and shall show whether the agent 
devotes all or part of his efforts to acting as agent, and if part only, how 
much time he devotes to such work and in what other business or busi- 
nesses he is engaged or employed. 


D. Upon the filing cof a request and tender of fee for renewal of 
license, the current license shall continue in force until the renewal 
license is issued by the Superintendent or until the Superintendent has 
refused for cause to issue such renewal license and has given notice 
of such refusal in writing to the insurer and the agent. 


Section 12. Temporary Licenses. Any other provisions of this Act 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the Superintendent, if satisfied with 
the trustworthiness of the applicant, shall issue a temporary license to 
an applicant for license, pending completion of the examination herein 
provided, except that a temporary license issued under this section 
shall not be effective for more than six months. The Superintendent, 
in his discretion, may renew a temporary license issued under this 
paragraph one time upon proper application and for good cause. Such 
temporary license may be terminated for cause pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


Such temporary license shall be issued immediately, upon receipt 
by the Superintendent of an application executed by such person in the 
form required by Section 4 of this Act, together with a certificate signed 
by an officer or properly authorized representative of such insurer 
stating: (1) that such insurer has investigated the character and back- 
ground of such person and is satisfied that he is trustworthy; (2) that 
such person has been appointed or is being considered for appointment 
by such insurer as a fulltime agent; and (3) that such insurer desires 
that such person be issued a temporary license. Should such temporary 
license not be received from the Superintendent within seven days from 
the date on which the application and certificate were delivered to or 
placed in the United States Mail properly addressed to the attention of 
the Superintendent, the insurer may assume that such temporary license 
will be issued in due course and may continue such person in its em- 
ployment. 


Section 13. License Revoked Upon Termination of Appointment of 
Agent; Relative Information as Privileged Communication. A. Every 
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insurer shall, upon termination of the appointment of any agent, imme- 
diately file with the Superintendent, upon completion of the company’s 
final investigation, a statement of the facts relative to the termination 
of the appointment and the date and cause thereof. The Superintendent 
shall thereupon terminate the license of such agent to represent such 
insurer in this State. 


B. Any Informaiion, document, record or statement disclosed or 
made to the Superintendent pursuant to this Section shall be deemed a 
privileged communication and shall not be used as evidence in any court 
action or proceeding. 


Section 14. Refusal, Suspension, or Revocation of License; Notice, 
Hearing, Revocation as Bar to Issuance of New License. A. A license 
may be refused, or a license duly issued may be suspended or revoked 
or the renewal thereof refused by the Superintendent if, after notice and 
hearing as hereafter provided, he finds that the applicant for or holder 
of such license has: 


(i) Wilfully viclated any provision of the insurance laws uf this 
State; or 
(2) Intentionally made 2 material misstatement in the application 


for such license; or 


(3) Obtained or attempted to obtain such license by fraud or mis- 
representation; or 


(4) Misappropriated or converted to his own use or illegally with- 
held money belonging to an insurer or an insured or beneficiary; or 


(5) Otherwise demonstrated lack of trustworthiness or competence 
to act as an agent; or 


(6) Been guilty of fraudulent or dishonest practices; or 


(7) Materially misrepresented the terms or conditions of insurance 
policies or contracts; or 


(8) Made or issued, or caused to be made or issued, any statement 
misrepresenting or making incomplete comparisons regarding the terms 
or conditions of any insurance or annuity contract legally issued by any 
insurer, for the purpose of inducing or attempting to induce the owner 
of such contract to forfeit, cancel or surrender such contract or allow 
it to lapse for the purpose of replacing such contract with another; or 


(9) Obtained, or attempted to obtain, such license, not for the pur- 
pose of hoiding himself out to the general public as an agent, but pri- 
marily for the purpose of soliciting, negotiating or procuring insurance 
or annuity contracts covering himself or members of his family, or the 
officers, directors, stockholders, partners or employees of a partnership, 
associaticn or corporation of which he or a member of his family is an 
officer, director, substantial stockholder, partner or employee. 


B. Before any license shall be suspended or revoked or the renewal 
thereof refused hereunder, the Superintendnt shall give notice of his 
intention so to do by registered mail to the applicant for or holder of 
such license and the insurer whom he represents or who desires that he 
be licensed, and shall set a date not less than twenty (20) days from the 
date of mailing such notice when the applicant or licensee and a duly 
authorized representative of the insurer may appear to be heard and 
produce evidence. In the conduct of such hearing, the Superintendent, 
or any deputy specially designated by him for such purpose, shall have 
power to administer oaths, to require the production of books, records, 
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documents, or papers relevant to the inquiry upon his own initiative or 
upon the request of the applicant or licensee. Upon termination of such 
hearing, findings shall be reduced to writing, and upon approval by the 
Superintendent, shall be filed in his office and notice of the findings sent 
by registered mail to the applicant or licensee and the insurer concerned. 


C. No licensee whose license has been revoked hereunder shall be 
entitled to file another application for a license as an agent within cne 
(1) year from the effective date of such revocation, or if judicial review 
of such revocation is sought, within one year from date of final court 
order or decree affirming such revocation. Such application, when filed, 
may be refused by the Superintendent unless the applicant shows good 
cause why the revocation of his license shall not be deemed a bar to 
the issuance of a new license. 


Section 15. Appeal from Action of Superintendent. Any applicant 
for a license as an insurance agent, solicitor, broker, managing general 
agent cr service representative whose application has been denied, or 
any insurance agent, solicitor, broker, managing general agent or service 
representative whose license shall have been suspended or revoked or 
renewal thereof denied, or any insurer which shall have had its license 
revoked or which shall be an interested party and feel itself aggrieved, 
shall have the right to have the order denying, suspending or revoking 
such license reviewed by the Circuit Court sitting in equity of the 
county of which the licensee is a resident or has its principal place of 
business, on a writ of certiorari, upon filing a petition therefor with the 
Register of said Court within 60 days from the date of mailing of the 
notice as herein provided in this Act together with a bond with good 
and sufficient sureties to be approved by the Register thereof, condi- 
tioned to pay all costs which may accrue against the petitioner in such 
proceedings. Upon the filing of a petition for review the Superintendent 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, an official record which shall 
contain a copy of all proceedings and the findings and the decision or 
order of the Superintendent and which shall also contain a transcript 
of all testimony and exhibits. 


The filing of the petition in the Circuit Court in Equity shall stay 
the enforcement of the Superintendent’s decision or order, unless the 
Court shall order otherwise. The Superintendent shall transmit the 
record in the case to the Court within 30 days after the service of 
the petition. 


The review by the Court shall be confined to the record. The Court 
to which the petition is addressed, or the Supreme Court of Alabama on 
appeal to it, may affirm the decision or order or remand the case for 
further proceedings, or it may reverse, modify or vacate the decision 
or order in whole or in part if it was affected by any error of law or 
was unsupported by substantial evidence, or was arbitrary or capricious. 


From the judgment of such Circuit Court, sitting in Equity either 
the State or the interested party taking the appeal may appeal directly 
to the Supreme Court of Alabama within 30 days from the date of the 
rendition of the judgment cr decree; the interested party so appealing 
to the Supreme Court shall give security for the costs of such appeal 
to be approved by the Register of said Circuit Court. 


Section 16. Notice of Change of Address by Licensee. Every li- 
censed agent shall inform the Superintendent promptly in writing of 
a change of his principal business address. 


Section 17. Rules and Regulations Established by Superintendent. 
The Superintendent is hereby authorized to establish such reasonable 
rules and regulations as shall be necessary for the administration of this 
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act, and may secure the assistance of the State Personnel Department in 
the preparation and analysis of the written portions of the examinations. 
All employees provided for in this act shall be classified employees 
within the meaning of the Merit System Act and shall be appointed 
and bonded by the Superintendent of Insurance as are other regularly 
classified employees of the Department of Insurance. 


Section 18. Investigations by Superintendent; Evidence Adduced 
is Privileged. For the purpose of making such investigations as he may 
deem necessary for the proper administration of this Act, the Superin- 
tendent and his deputies specially designated by him for the purpose 
of conducting a hearing or investigation shall have inquisitorial powers 
and shall be empowered to subpoena witnesses and documents and to 
examine them under oath; provided that all testimony, documents and 
other evidence required to be submitted to the Superintendent pursuant 
to this act shall be privileged and shall not be admissible as evidence 
in any other proceeding. 


Section 1. Vislations of Act; Penalty; Suspending cr Revoking 
License. Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined not less than Ten Dollars ($10.00) nor more than Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00), and the Superintendent may in his discretion suspend 
or revoke the license of any such person who shall be an insurance 
agent. 


Section 20. Severability. If any provision of this Act or the appli- 
cation thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the in- 
validity shall not affect other portions or applications of the Act which 
can be given effect without the invalid provision or application, and to 
this end the provisions of this Act are severable. 


Section 21. Repeal Provision. All laws and parts of laws in con- 
flict herewith are hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 22. Time of Taking Effect. This Act shall become effective 
upon the date of its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming the law.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“The State of Alabama is authorized to become indebted for build- 
ing, construction and improvement purposes at The Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute at Auburn, and in evidence of the indebtedness so incurred 
to sell and issue, in addition to all other bonds of the State, interest 
bearing general obligation bonds of the State nct exceeding four million 
five hundred thousand dollars ($4,500,000) in principal amount. The 
bonds shall be general obligations of the State of Alabama and the full 
faith and credit and taxing power of the State are hereby pledged to 
the prompt and faithful payment of the principal of the bonds and the 
interest thereon. The proceeds from the sale of any such bonds shall, 
after payment of the expenses of their issuance, be set apart in a special 
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fund in the state treasury to be designated the ‘Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute Building Bond Fund’; and such proceeds shall be used ex- 
clusively for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, and improve- 
ment of college building facilities, including the acquisition of sites and 
equipment for such facilities, for use by the School of Agriculture, the 
Agricultural Experiment Station, and the School of Veterinary Medicine 
of The Alabama Polytechnic Institute at Auburn; provided, that the 
plans and specifications for any building constructed with money from 
said special fund shall be approved by the Alabama Building Commis- 
sion or any agency designated by the Legislature as its successor. 


“The Board cf Trustees of The Alabama Polytechnic Institute is 
hereby vested with full authority, except as limited herein, to provide 
the terms of the bonds and to provide for the sale and issuance thereof. 
The bonds may be sold, executed and delivered at any time and from 
time to time, may be in such forms, denominations, series and numbers, 
may be of such tenor and maturities, may bear such date or dates, may 
be in registered or bearer form either as to principal or interest or both 
with rights of conversion into another form, may be payable in such 
installments and at such place or places, may bear interest at such rate 
or rates payable and evidenced in such manner, and may contain 
provisions for redemption at the option of the state to be exercised by 
said board at such date or dates prior to their maturity and upon pay- 
ment of such redemption price or prices, all as shall be provided by the 
said board in the resolution or resolutions whereunder the bonds are 
issued. The principal of each series of bonds shall mature in annual 
installments in such amounts as shall be specified in the resolution or 
resolutions of the said board under which they are issued, the first 
of which installments shall mature not later than one year after the 
date of the bonds of such series and the last of which installments shall 
mature not later than twenty years after the date of the bonds of the 
same series. When each series of bonds is issued, the maturities cf the 
bonds of that series shall, to such extent as may be practicable, be so 
arranged that during each then succeeding fiscal year of the state the 
aggregate installments of principal and interest that will mature on all 
bonds that will be outstanding hereunder, immediately following the 
issuance of the bonds of that series, will be substantially equal; provided, 
that the determination by the said board that the requirements of this 
sentence have been complied with shall be conclusive of such compli- 
ance and the purchasers of the bonds with respect to which such deter- 
mination is made and all subsequent holders thereof shall be fully pro- 
tected by such determination. None of the bonds shall be sold for less 
than face value plus accrued interest thereon to the date of delivery, and 
all of the bonds shall be sold only at public sale or sales, either on sealed 
bids or at public auction, after such advertisement as may be prescribed 
by the said board, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest 
cost to the state computed to the respective maturities of the bonds sold; 
provided, that if no bid deemed acceptable by the said board is received 
all bids may be rejected. 


“The bends shall ‘be signed in the name of the State by the Governor 
and countersigned by the president pro tempore of the board of trustees 
of The Alabama Polytechnic Institute and the great seal of the State of 
Alabama or a facsimile thereof shall be impressed, printed or otherwise 
reproduced thereon and shail be attested by the signature of the Secretary 
of State; provided, that facsimile signatures cf any one or any two (but 
not all) of said officers may be reproduced on any of such bonds in lieu 
of being manually signed thereon. Coupons attached to the bonds and 
representing installments of interest thereon shall be signed with the 
facsimile signature of the State Treasurer, which facsimile signature 
shall constitute due and sufficient authenticaticn of said coupons. 
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“All bonds issued under the provisions of this amendment, together 
with the interest income thereon, shall forever be exempt from taxation 
in this State. 


“The provisions of this amendment shall be self-executing and 
authorization from or other action of the Legislature shall not be a 
prerequisite to the issuance of bonds hereunder.” 


Section 2, An election upon the proposed amendment is hereby 
ordered to be held on the first Tuesday following expiration of three 
months after the final adjournment of the current session of the Legis- 
lature. At the said election the qualified electors shall vote on said 
proposed amendment, and on the official ballot provided for such 
election there shall be printed the following: ‘Shall the following be 
adopted as an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama?’’, after which 
there shall be set forth verbatim the amendment proposed in Section 1 
of this act, and after which there shall be printed the word “Yes” and 
immediately under that word there shall be printed the word “No”, 
Space shall be provided on each ballot for the elector to indicate his 
choice by a mark opposite the word expressing his choice.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Mobile County; providing further for the government of 
the county; abolishing the board of revenue and road commissioners, and 
creating a county commission in lieu thereof; providing for the selection 
of the members of the commission, and prescribing their qualifications, 
terms, and compensation; providing for the organization and jurisdic- 
poe of the commission, and the powers and duties of its individual mem- 

ers. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created, and shall be established on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1961, the county com- 
mission of Mobile County, which shall be in lieu of the board of revenue 
and road commissioners of Mobile County and shall be composed of a 
president and two associate commissioners. The board of revenue and 
road commissioners is continued as the governing body of Mobile County 
until the county commission is established as provided in this Act. It is 
provided, however, that should any vacancy occur in the membership of 
the board of revenue and road commissioners after the effective date of 
this act but prior to the second Tuesday in January, 1961, the vacancy 
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shall be filled by the Governor and the appointee shall hold his office un- 
til the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 1961, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified, the provisions of any other law to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Upon the establishment of the county 
commission as herein provided, the board of revenue and road commis- 
sioners shall be abolished. 


Section 2. (a) Members of the commission shall be elected at the 
general election to be held in November, 1960 and every four years there- 
after, by the qualified electors of the entire county. In all primary and 
general elections held to choose members of the commission, the ballots 
shall separately designate and specify the places on such commission by 
number, and each candidate shall designate in the announcement of his 
candidacy the number of the place for which he is a candidate. Members 
of the commission must be qualified electors of Mobile County, but com- 
missioner number one must be a resident of the City of Mobile and com- 
missioner number two must be a resident of the territory lying outside 
the corporate limits of the City of Mobile. Commissioner number three 
may reside any place within the county. The members so elected shall 
hold office for terms of four years from the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January next following their election, and until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. 


(b) Every four years, the members of the commission shall elect 
one of their number as president of the commission at the first regular 
meeting held after their taking office. The person so elected shall serve 
as president during his term as a member of the commission, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. Vacancies on the commission shall 
be filled by appointment by the Governor, but the office of president of 
the commission shall be filled by the members thereof. Any person ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy shall serve the unexpired term, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 


Section 3. Except as otherwise provided in this Act, the county com- 
mission of Mobile County shall have all the jurisdiction and powers which 
are or may hereafter be by law vested in the courts of county commis- 
sioners, boards of revenue, or other county governing bodies of this State; 
and the members thereof shall perform all the duties and services and 
exercise all the nowers which are or may be provided by law for the 
members of courts of county commissioners, boards of revenue, or other 
county governing bodies of this State. 

Section 4. The president of the commission shall be its presiding of- 
ficier and shall have the same powers and authority as other members in 
passing upon all questions, and shall sign the minutes of the proceedings 
of the commission, and shall sign all warrants drawn on the county treas- 
ury, unless in the event of his disability some other member of the com- 
mission shall be designated by an appropriate resolution of the board so 
to do; and it shall be his duty to receive and prepare business and obtain 
information for the sessions of the commission, to see to the execution of 
all orders thereof, and to report to the commission all infractions of the 
revenue law in the county of which he can obtain authentic information. 
He shall exercise all the powers and perform all the duties required of 
the judge of nrohate as to matters coming before the court of county 
commissioners. 


Section 5. The members of the county commission of Mobile Coun- 
ty shall devote their full time to the discharge of their official duties. 
The president of the commission shall receive an annual salary of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) and each associate commissioner shall receive 
an annual salary of nine thousand dollars ($9,000). The salaries of the 
president and associate commissioners shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments from any funds in the county treasury available for that 
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purpose, as provided by law, and shall be their entire compensation for 
the services required of them by this Act. 


Section 6. The county commission of Mobile County shall hold reg- 
ular meetings on the second Monday of every month, and shall remain 
in session until all business before them is disposed of; and the commis- 
sioners may hold such special meetings, upon the call of its president or 
the two associate commissioners, as may be necessary for the proper dis- 
charge of their duties. A majority of the commission shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. The commission shall keep com- 
plete and accurate written minutes of all meetings, business transacted, 
and resoltuions adopted; and there shall be recorded therein the vote 
of each member. At each meeting the minutes of the previous meeting 
shall be read, and all minutes shall be open to public inspection at reas- 
onable times. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. The provisions of Act No. 195, S. 364, approved July 10, 1951, 
which are in conflict with the provisions of this Act are superseded by 
this Act. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passer and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

maintaining, repairing and operating buildings, structures and facilities 
suitable for use as manufacturing plants, industrial plants, retail shop- 
ping areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or for the conduct of 
any lawful business, at, upon, or adjacent to any airport, heliport or air- 
craft landing area owned or operated by such authority and leasing or 
letting such buildings, structures or facilities; to provide for the election 
of the directors and the officers of such authority; to specify its powers; 
to endow such authority with the power of eminent domain; to provide 
that any City for which an authority has been organized under this act 
may aid and cooperate in the planning, undertaking construction and 
operation of airports, heliports and air navigation facilities and may lend, 
give, donate, sell, convey, or transfer money, real property, personal 
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property, mixed property or any right capable of transfer to such author- 
ity; to provide that no action or suit shall be brought or maintained

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions: When used in this act, unless the context 
plainly indicates otherwise, the present tense shall include the future 
tense, the singlar shall include the plural, the plural shall include the 
singular and the following words and phrases shall have the meanings 
respeciively ascribed to thom by this section: 

“Aircraft” any contrivance now known or hereafter invented, used, 
or designed for navigation of or flight in the air, except a parachute or 
other contrivance designed for use primarily as safety equipment. 


“The Authority” means a corporation or authority organized pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act. 


“Board” means the Board of Directors of the Authority. 


“The Municipality” or “The City” means that incorporated city in 
the state which authorized the organization of the authority. 


“The County” means the county in which the city is located. 


“Governing Body” means the council, Board of Commissioners or 
other like body in which the legislative functions of the municipaltiy 
are vested by law. 


“The State” means the state of Alabama. 


“Bond” means any bond authorized to be issued pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this act. 
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“Coupon” means any interest coupon evidencing an installment of 
interest payable with respect to a bond. 


“Indenture” means a mortgage, an indenture of mortgage, deed of 
trust, trust agreement or trust indenture executed by the authority as se- 
curity for any bonds. 


“Airport” shall mean any area of land or water which is used or in- 
tended for use, for the landing, taking-off, storage, parking or dispersal 
of aircraft, and any appurtenant areas which are used, or intended for 
use, for airport buildings, facilities or right-of-ways, together with all air- 
port buildings, structures and facilities located thereon. 


“Air Navigation Facility” shall mean any facility used in, available 
for use in, or designed for use in aid of air navigation, including any struc- 
tures, mechanisms, lights, beacons, markers, communicating systems, or 
other instrumentalities, or devices used or useful as an aid, or constituting 
an advantage or convenience to the safe taking-off, navigation, and land- 
ing of aircraft, or the safe and efficient operation or maintenance of an 
airport, and any combination of any or all of such facilities. 


“Airport Facility” shall mean any building, structure, land, right-of- 
way, equipment or instrumentality used or to be used in connection with 
the construction, enlargement, development, maintenance or operation 
of an airport or heliport or in connection with the exercise of any power 
of the authority. 


“Airport Building” shall mean any building used or to be used in 
connection with the construction, enlargement, development, maintenance 
or operation of an airport or heliport or in connection with the exercise of 
any power of the authority. 


“Heliport” an airport designed primarily for use by helicopters. 


“Person” means any individual, firm, partnership, corporation, com- 
pany, association, joint stock association, or body politic, and includes 
any trustee, receiver, assignee, or other similar representative thereof. 


Section 2. Authority and Procedure to Incorporate. Whenever any 
three natural persons shall file with the governing body of any city in 
this state having a population of three hundred thousand or more, accord- 
ing to the last or any succeeding federal census, an application in writing 
for authority to incorporate a public corporation under the provisions of 
this act, and if it be made to appear to the governing body of such city 
that each of said persons is a duly qualified elector of and owner of 
property in the county in which such city is located, and if the governing 
body of such city shall adopt a resolution, which shall be duly entered 
upon the minutes of such governing body, wherein it shall be declared 
that it wil be wise, expedient and necessary that such a corporation be 
formed and that the persons filing such application shall be authorized to 
proceed to form such corporation, then said persons shall become the in- 
corporators of and shall proceed to incorporate the authority as a public 
corporations in the manner hereinafter provided. No authority shall be 
formed hereunder unless the application herein provided for shall be 
made and unless the resolution herein provided for shall be adopted. 


Section 3. Contents of Certificate of Incorporation. The certificate 
of incorporation of the authority shall state: (a) The names of the per- 
sons forming the authority, together with the residence of each thereof, 
and a statement that each of them is a duly qualified elector of and owner 
of property in the county in which the city is located; (b) The name of 
the authority (which shall be “The (name of city and state) Airport Au- 
thority” or some other name of similar import); (c) The period for the 
duration of the authority which shall be perpetual; (d) The location of 
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its principal office which shall be in the city; (e) The number of directors 
which shall be three; (f) That such authority shall have all the rights, 
powers, privileges, duties and immunities provided by the Airport Au- 
thority Act of 1957; (g) That the authority is a governmental organization 
performing governmental and public functions and shall not in any re- 
spect be deemed to be a private business corporation or a public utility; 
and (h) any other matters relating to the authority that the incorporators 
may choose to insert and that is not inconsistent with this act or with 
the laws of the state. The form and contents of the certificate of incorpo- 
ration of the authority must be submitted to the governing body of the 
city for its approval which shall be evidenced by a resolution duly en- 
tered upon the minutes of such governing body . 


Section 4. Execution and Recording of Certificate of Incorporation. 
The certificate of incorporation of the authority shall be signed and ac- 
knowledged by the incorporations before an officer authorized by the 
laws of the state to take acknowledgments of deeds and shall have at- 
tached thereto a certified copy of the resolution provided for in the pre- 
ceding Section 3 of this act and a certificate by the Secretary of the State 
that the name proposed for the authority is not identical with that of 
any other corporation organized under the laws of the state, or so nearly 
similar thereto as to lead to confusion and uncertainty. The certificate 
of incorporation of the authority, together with the documents required 
by the preceding sentence to be attached thereto, shall be filed for record 
in the office of the Judge of Probate of the county, who shall forthwith 
receive and record the same. When such certificate of incorporation and 
attached documents have been so filed, the authority referred to therein 
shall come into existence and shall constitute a body corporate and poli- 
tic and a political subdivision of the state and agency of the city under 
the name set forth in such certificate of incorporation, whereupon the au- 
thority shall be vested with the rights and powers herein granted. 


Section 5. Board of Directors of the Authority. The authority shall 
have a board of directors composed of three directors as provided in the 
certificate of incorporation. All powers of the authority shall be exer- 
cised by the board or pursuant to its authorization. The directors shall 
be residents of the county | in which the city is located and shall be elected 
by the governing body of the city for staggered terms of office as follows: 
The first term of one director shall be two years; of another director four 
years; and of the remaining director six years; and thereafter the term of 
office af each director shail be six years. If any director resigns, dics, 
becomes incapable of acting as a director or ceases to reside in the county 
in which the city is located, the governing body shall elect a successor to 
serve the unexpired period of his term. Directors shall be eligible for re- 
election by the governing body of the city to succeed themselves in office. 
No director shall be an officer of the state or the city. No director or em- 
ployee shall be interested directly or indirectly in any contract for work, 
material, or the profits thereof, or services to be performed for the au- 
thority; provided, however, that it shall be immaterial that an officer or 
employee of the authority may be an officer, director or stockholder of 
a bank or trust company which may purchase the bonds or notes of the 
authority or make loans to it or act as paying agent for the principal 
and interest of any bonds or other obiigatioms ui the authority, or serve 
as trustee under an indenture securing the payment of bonds of the au- 
thority. A majority of the members of the board shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business but any meeting of such board may 
be adjourned from time to time by a majority of the directors present 
or may be so adjourned by a single director if such director is the only 
director present at such meeting. Any matter which the Board of Di- 
rectors is authorized to act upon may be acted upon at any regular or 
called meeting. All meetings of the board shall be open to the public and 
the minutes thereof and all contracts of the authority shall constitute pub- 
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lic records. No vacancy in the membership of the board shall impair the 
right of a quorum to exercise all the powers and duties of the authority. 
The members of the board shall serve without compensation, except that 
they may be reimbursed for actual expenses incurred in and about the 
performance of their duties when authorized by the board and also ex- 
cept that each member of the board shall be paid by the authority the 
sum of $25.00 for each Board of Directors’ meeting attended by him not 
in excess of two meetings in any one calendar month. All proceedings of 
the board shall be reduced to writing by the secretary of the authority 
and recorded in a well bound book. Copies of such proceedings, when 

certified by the secretary of the authority under its seal, shall be received 
in all courts as evidence of the matters and things therein certified. Any 
director of the authority may be impeached and removed from office in 
the same manner and for any of the causes that a mayor or other officer 
of an incorporated city or town may be impeached and removed from 
office. 


Section 6. Officers of the Authority. The officers of the authority 
shall consist of a chairman, vice-chairman, a secretary, a treasurer, an 
executive director and such other officers as the board shall deem neces- 
sary to accomplish the purposes for which the authority was organized. 
The offices of secretary and treasurer may but need not be held by the 
same person. The chairman and vice-chairman of the authority shall be 
elected by the board from its membership; the treasurer, secretary and 
executive director and other officers of the authority need not be mem- 
bers of the board but shall be elected by the board. The chairman, vice- 
chairman, secretary, treasurer or secretary-treasurer and other officers 
authorized by this section except the executive director shall serve as 
such officers at the pleasure of the board. The executive director shall be 
elected by the board of directors for a term of five years. The executive 
director shall be subject to dismissal and removal from his office or re- 
duction in salary at any time during the term for which he was elected by 
the board but only for one or more of the following reasons: (a) the com- 
mitment of any criminal act during his term of office; (b) conviction of 
a criminal offense or of a misdemeanor involving moral turpitude; (c) 
immoral conduct; (d) ineapacity to efficiently perform his duties due to 
mental or physical disability; (e) incompetency or inefficiency; (f) neg- 
lect of duty; (g) willful failure to conform to, obey or carry out any valid 
requirement of the board. Death of any officer of the authority, includ- 
ing the executive director, elected by the board, shall vacate any office 
held by such officer and in such case the board shall elect a successor to 
serve for the unexpired term. The duties of the chairman, vice-chairman, 
secretary and treasurer shall be such as are customarily performed by 
such officers and as are set by the board. The duties of the executive di- 
rector shall be such as are from time to time prescribed by the board. 


Section 7. Powers of the Authority—in General. The authority 
shall have the following powers, together with all powers incidental there- 
to or necessary to the discharge thereof in corporate form; (1) to have 
succession by its corporate name for the duration of time (which shall be 
in perpetuity) specified in its certificate of incorporation; (2) to sue and 
be sued in its own name in civil suits and actions, excepting actions in tort 
against the authority; (3) to adopt and make use of a corporate seal and 
to alter the same at pleasure; (4) to adopt and alter by-laws for the reg- 
ulation and conduct of its affairs and business; (5) to acquire, receive, 
take and hold, whether by purchase, gift, lease, devise, or otherwise, 
property of every description, whether real, personal or mixed, and to 
manage the same; (6) to execute such contracts and other instruments 
and take such other action as may be necessary or convenient to carry 
out the purposes of this act or the exercise of any authority or power 
granted hereunder; (7) to plan, establish, develop, construct, enlarge, im- 
prove, maintain, equip, operate, regulate, and protect airports and air 
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navigation facilities, within the county in which the city is located, in- 
cluding the acquisition, construction, installation, equipment, mainte- 
nance, and operations at such airports of buildings and other facilities for 
the servicing of aircraft or for the comfort and accommodation of air trav- 
elers, and the purchase and sale of supplies, goods, and commodities as are 
incident to the operation of its airport properties; (8) to construct, ac- 
quire, establish, Improve, extend, enlarge, reconstruct, equip, maintain, 
repair and operate heliports, aerial aircraft (by whatever name such may 
be known) landing, loading or storage areas and transportation terminals; 
(9) to construct, acquire, establish, improve, extend, enlarge, reconstruct, 
equip, maintain, repair and operate buildings, structures and facilities, 
suitable for use as manufacturing plants, industrial plants, retail shopping 
areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or for the conduct of any 
lawful business, at, upon or adjacent to any airport, heliport or aircraft 
landing area owned or operated by such authority, and to lease or let 
such buildings, structures and facilities or any one or more of them to 
such tenant or tenants, for such terms or terms, at such compensation or 
rental and subject to such provisions, limitations and conditions as the 
authority may require or approve; (10) to furnish or supply upon any 
airport, heliport or aircraft landing area, owned, operated by or under 
the jurisdiction of the authority, to persons and aircraft thereon, for re- 
ward or compensation, goods, commodities, area, facilities and services 
convenient or useful to the owners, operators and users of aircraft, and 
to persons upon said airport, heliport or aircraft landing area, including, 
without limitation the generality of the foregoing, food, lodging, shelter, 
lawful drinks, confections, reading matter, oil, gasoline, motors and air- 
craft, motor and aircraft parts and equipment, space in buildings, space 
for buildings, space for buildings and structures, and the services of me- 
chanics, instructors and hostlers; (11) to confer upon individuals, firms, 
corporations or companies for reward or compensation the privilege or 
concession of supplying upon any airport, heliport or aircraft landing 
area owned, operated by or under the jurisdiction of the authority, all 
or any part of the goods, commodities, things, services and facilities in 
sub-paragraph (10) of this section authorized to be supplied; (12) to 
acquire, establish, construct, expand, own, control, equip, improve, main- 
tain, operate and regulate satellite airports or landing fields for the use 
of aircraft in the state of Aabama without the geographical limits of the 
city and the county in which the city is located as well as within such city 
or county; provided, however, that the authority shall not exercise the 
power of eminent domain outside of the county in which the city is lo- 
cated; (12) to acquire, by purchase, wilt, devise, lease, eminent domain 
proceedings or otherwise, existing airports and air navigation facilities, 
provided, however, that the authority shall not acquire or take over any 
airport or air navigation facility owned or controlled by a municipality 
or public agency of this state without the consent of such municipality 
or public agency; (14) to borrow money for any corporate purpose and 
to issue in evidence of such borrowing interest bearing revenue bonds 
payable from, the limited sources hereinafter referred to; (15) to pledge 
for payment of such bonds any revenue and funds from which such bonds 
are made payable; (16) to make and enter into contracts, leases and 
agreements incidental to or necessary for the accomplishment of any 
purpose or purposes for which the authority was organized, (17) to ex- 
ercise the power of eminent domain in the manner provided by Title 19 
of the Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, with respect to any property, 
real, personal or mixed, including property already devoted to public 
use, or any interest in property, including property already devoted to 
public use, that the authority may determine to be reasonably necessary 
for the construction, extension, maintenance, operation, protection, en- 
largement, improvement or preservation of an airport or airport facili- 
ty; (18) to appoint, employ, contract with and provide for compensation 
of such officers, employees and agents, including engineers, attorneys, 
consultants, fiscal advisers and such other employees as the business of 
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the authority may require, including the power to fix working conditions 
by general rule and other conditions of employment and at its option to 
provide a system of disability pay, retirement compensation and pen- 
sions, or any of them and to hire and fire servants, agents, employees and. 
officers at will; (19) to fix, establish, collect and alter landing fees, tolls, 
rents and other charges for the use of any airport, heliport, landing area, 
building, structure, facility or other property owned or controlled by the 
authority; (20) to make and enforce rules and regulations governing the 
use of any airport, heliport, landing area or airport facility owned or 
controlled by the authority; (21) to provide for such insurance as the 
board may deem advisable; (22) to invest any funds of the authority that 
the board may determine are not presently needed for its corporate pur- 
poses in any obligations which are direct general obligations of the Unit- 
ed States of America or which are unconditionally guaranteed as to both 
principal and interest by the United States of America or in bonds of the 
State of Alabama or any municipality thereof; (23) to cooperate with the 
state of Alabama, any department or agency of the State of Alabama, any 
county of the state, any municipality of the state and any other political 
subdivision of the state, and to make such contracts with such agencies 
as the board may deem advisable; (24) to sell and convey any of its real, 
personal or mixed property or properties that may have become obsolete 
or worn out or that may no longer be needed or useful in connection with, 
or in the operation of, the airport or facility with respect to which they 
were acquired; provided, however, that the authority shall not have the 
power to sell or convey any airport substantially as a whole; (25) to re- 
ceive and accept grants for or in aid of the construction, extension, im- 
provement, maintenance or operation of any airport, heliport or airport 
facility from the United States of America or any agency thereof, and 
from the State of Alabama, any department or agency thereof, any county 
of the state, any municipality of the state or other political subdivision 
thereof, and to receive and accept money, property, labor or other things 
of value from any source whatever; (26) to purchase equipment and sup- 
plies necessary or convenient for the exercise of any power of the author- 
ity; (27) to borrow money on such terms as are acceptable to the author- 
ity for any corporate purpose and execute and deliver its promissory note 
or notes, and such other agreements within the provisions of this act as 
may be ‘reasonably necessary or required to consummate the loan and 
secure the payment of the indebtedness; (28) to enter into a management 
agreement or agreements with any political subdivision of the state for 
the management by the authority of any airport or other facilities useful 
to the authority upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon 
between the authority and such political subdivision. 


Section 8. Powers of the Authority — Miscellaneous. The authority 
and its authorized agents and employees may enter upon any lands, water 
or premises for the purpose of making such surveys, soundings, drillings 
and examinations as it may deem necessary or convenient to the efficient 
accomplishment of the purposes for which it was organized. Such an 
entry shall not be deemed a trespass or any entry under any condemna- 
tion proceedings that may then be pending. The authority shall make 
reimbursement for any actual damages resulting to such lands, water and 
premises as a result of such activities, which damages shall be deemed 
a part of the cost of the airport or airport facility with respect to the de- 
velopment of which they were sustained. 


Section 9. Federal and State Aid. The authority is authorized to 
accept, receive, receipt for, disburse, and expend federal and state moneys 
and other moneys, public or private, made available by grant or loan or 
both, to accomplish, in whole or in part, any of the purposes of this act. 
All federal moneys accepted under this section shall be accepted and ex- 
pended by the authority upon such terms and conditions as are prescribed 
by the United States and as are not inconsistent with the laws of this 
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state and all state moneys accepted under this section shall be accepted 
and expended by the authority upon such terms and conditions as are 
prescribed by law. 


Section 10. Municipal Corporations. For the purpose of aiding and 
cooperating in the planning, undertaking, construction, or operation of 
airports, heliports and air navigation facilities pursuant to the provisions 
of this act, any city for which an authority has been created may, upon 
such terms, with or without consideration, as it may determine: 


(a) Lend or donate money to the authority; 


(b) Provide that all or a portion of the taxes or funds available or to 
become available to, or required by law to be used by, the municipality 
for airport purposes, be transferred or paid directly to the authority as 
such funds become available to the municipality; 


(c) Cause water, sewer, or drainage facilities, or any other facilities 
which it is empowered to provide, to be furnished adjacent to or in con- 
nection with such airports or air navigation facilities; 


(d) Donate, sell, convey, transfer, or lease any land, property, or 
grant easement, license, or lease, which it may own to the authority; 


(e) Donate, sell convey or lease any airport, airport property, heliport 
or heliport property or any interest therein owned by it to the authority; 


(f) Donate, sell or convey to the authority any right, title or inter- 
est which such city may have in any lease, contract, agreement, license or 
grant, involving any property owned by such city; 


(g) Furnish, dedicate, close, pave, repair, install, grade, regrade, 
plan or replan streets, roads, roadways, and walks from established streets 
or roads to such airport or air navigation facilities; or abutting or adjacent 
to such airports or air navigation facilities; 


(h) Do any and all things, whether or not specifically authorized in 
this section and not otherwise prohibited by law, that are necessary or 
convenient to aid and cooperate with the authority in the planning, un- 
dertaking, construction, or operation of airports, heliports and air naviga- 
tion facilities; and 


( i) Enter into agreements with the authority respecting action to be 


taken by the municipality pursuant to the provisions. of this act or any 
section thereof. 


Section 11. Suits against the Authority or any Director. No action or 
suit shall be brought or maintained against the authority or any director 
thereof, for or on account of the negligience of such authority or director, 
or its or his agents, servants or employees, in or about the construction, 
maintenance, operation, superintendence or management of any airport, 
heliport or other facility, owned or controlled by the authority. 


Section 12. Bonds of the Authority. (a) The authority shall have 
the power and is hereby authorized at any time and from time to time 
to issue and seii iis inieresi bearing revenuc bonds for any of its corporate 
purposes. The principal of and the interest on any such bonds shall be 
payable solely from, and may be secured by a pledge of the revenues de- 
rived by the authority from the operation of any or all of its airports, 
heliports, facilities and other property, remaining after payment of the 
costs of operating and maintaining the same. None of the bonds of the 
authority shall ever constitute an obligation or debt of the state, the coun- 
ty or the city, or a charge against the credit or taxing powers of he state, 
the county or the city. Bonds of the authority may be issued at any time 
and from time to time, may be in such form and denominations, may be 
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of such tenor, may be payable in such installments and at such time or 
times not exceeding forty years from their date, may be payable at such 
place or places whether within or without the state, and may bear inter- 
est at such rate or rates payable and evidenced in such manner, all as 
shall not be inconsistent with the provisions of this act and as may be 
provided in the proceedings of the board wherein the bonds shall be au- 
thorized to be issued. Any bond having specified a maturity more than 
ten years after its date shall be made subject to redemption at the option 
of the authority at the expiration of ten years from its date and on any 
interest payment date thereafter at such price or prices and after such 
notice or notices and on such terms and in such manner as may be pro- 
vided in the proceedings of the board wherein it is authorized to be issued. 
Bonds of the authority shall be sold at public sale in such manner and 
from time to time as may be determined by the board; provided, however, 
that the authority may sell any bonds to a governmental agency at private 
sale. The authority may pay all reasonable expenses, premiums, fees 
and commissions that the board may deem necessary or advantageous in 
connection with the authorization, sale and issuance of its bonds. All 
bonds shall contain a recital that they are issued pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this act, which recital shall be conclusive that they have been 
duly authorized pursuant to the provisions of this act. All bonds issued 
under the provisions of this act shall be and hereby are declared to be 
negotiable instruments under the laws of the state despite the fact that 
they are payable from a limited source. 


Section 13. Execution of Bonds. All bonds shall be signed by the 
chairman or vice-chairman and the treasurer of the authority and the seal 
of the authority shall be affixed thereto, but a facsimile of the signature 
of such chairman or vice-chairman may be impressed on any such bonds 
in lieu of his manually signing the same, in which case only the manual 
signature of the treasurer shall be required. Coupons shall be signed by 
the chairman or vice-chairman and the treasurer of the authority, but a 
facsimile of the signature of such chairman or vice-chairman and the 
treasurer may be impressed on any such interest coupons in lieu of their 
manually signing the same. Delivery of bonds so executed shall be valid 
notwithstanding any changes in officers or in the seal of the authority 
after the signing and sealing of the bonds. 


Section 14. Security for Bonds. In the discretion of the issuing au- 
thority any bonds may be issued under and secured by an indenture 
between the authority and a corporate trustee, which may be any trust 
company or bank having trust powers, whether such bank or trust com- 
pany is located within or without the state. In any such indenture or 
resolution providing for the issuance of bonds the authority may pledge, 
for payment of the principal of and the interest on such bonds, any of 
its revenues to which its right then exists or may thereafter come into 
existence and the proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds and may 
assign, as security for such payment, any of its leases, franchises, permits 
and contracts; provided, however, that such indenture or resolution shall 
not convey or mortgage (except to the extent provided hereinafter in 
this section) any airport, heliport, building or facility or part thereof. 
In any indenture or resolution authorizing the issuance of bonds and 
pledging for the benefit thereof revenues from any one or more of its 
airports, heliports, buildings or facilities, the authority shall have the 
power to agree to provisions customarily contained in instruments se- 
curing evidence of indebtedness, including without limiting the foregoing 
provisions respecting the collection, segregation and application of any 
rental or other revenue due to or to become due to the authority, the 
terms to be incorporated in any lease agreement respecting any property 
of the authority, the maintenance and insurance of any building or struc- 
ture owned by the authority, the creation and maintenance of special 
funds from any revenue of the authority and the rights and remedies 
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available in the event of default to the holder of the bonds or the trustee 
under the indenture, all as the board shall deem advisable and as shall 
not be in conflict with the provisions of this act. If there be any default 
by the authority in payment of the principal of or the interest on the 
bonds or in any of the agreements on the part of the authority that may 
properly be included in any indenture securing the bonds, any holder of 
any of the bonds or any of the coupons, or the trustee under any inden- 
ture if so authorized in such indenture, may either at law or in equity, 
by suit, action, mandamus or other proceeding, enforce payment of such 
principal or interest and compel performance of all duties of the board 
and officers of the authority, and shall be entitled as a matter of right 
and regardless of the sufficiency of any such security to the appointment 
of a receiver in equity with all the powers of such receiver for the opera- 
tion and maintenance of the property of the authority covered by such 
indenture and the collection, segregation and application of revenues 
therefrom; provided that any such indenture shall not be subject to fore- 
closure and shall not be construed so as to authorize the sale of any prop- 
erty covered thereby or any part thereof in satisfaction of the bonds se- 
cured thereby. The indenture may contain provisions regarding the 
rights and remedies of any trustee thereunder and the holders of the 
bonds and the coupons, and may contain provisions restricting the indi- 
vidual rights of action of the holders of the bonds and coupons. 


Section 15. Use of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. The proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of any bonds (other than refunding bonds) may be 
used only to pay the cost of acquiring, constructing, improving, enlarging 
and equipping the airport and facilities with respect to which they were 
issued, as may be specified in the proceedings in which the bonds are 
authorized to be issued. Such cost shall be deemed to include the fol- 
lowing: the cost of any land forming a part of such airport and facilities; 
the cost of the labor, material and supplies used in any such construction, 
improvement or enlargement, including architect’s, engineer’s and fiscal 
consultant’s fees and the cost of preparing contract documents and ad- 
vertising for bids; the purchase price of and the cost of installing equip- 
ment for the airport and facilities; the cost of landscaping the lands form- 
ing a part of such airport and facilities and of constructing and installing 
roads, sidewalks, curbs, gutters, utilities, and parking places in connection 
wiih the airport and facilitics; legal, fiseal and recarding fees and ex- 
penses incurred in connection with the “authorization, sale and issuance 
of the bonds issued in connection with such airport and facilities; and 
interest on said bunds for a reasonable poried prior to and during the 
time required for such construction and equipment and the repayment ot 
any money borrowed by the authority (except upon its revenue bonds) 
for any such purpose or purposes. If any of the proceeds derived from 
the sale of said bonds remains undisbursed after completion of such work 
and payment of all of the said costs and expenses, such balance shall be 
used for retirement of the principal of the bonds of the same issue, either 
through purchase of bonds in open market or through the redemption 
privilege of the authority. 


Section 16. Refunding Bonds. The authority may at any time and 
from time to time issue refunding bonds Hos the purpose of refunding the 
principal of and interest on any bends ¢ of the cornoration theretofore is- 
interest shall have matured at the time of such refunding, and for the 
payment of any expenses incurred in connection with such refunding and 
any premium necessary to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds 
to be refunded. The proceeds derived from the sale of any refunding 
bonds shall be used only for the purposes for which the refunding bonds 
were authorized to be issued. Any such refunding may be effected either 
by sale of the refunding bonds and the application of the proceeds there- 
of, or by exchange of the refunding bonds for the bonds or interest cou- 
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pons to be refunded thereby; provided that the holders of any bonds or 
coupons so to be refunded shall not be compelled without their consent 
to surrender their bonds or coupons for payment or exchange prior to the 
date on which they may be paid or redeemed by call of the authority 
under their respective provisions. All provisions of this act pertaining 
to bonds of the authority that are not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this section shall, to the extent applicable, also apply to refunding bonds 
issued by the authority. 


Section 17. Exemption from Taxation. The bonds issued by the 
authority and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in 
the state. All property of the authority shall be exempt from state, county 
and city taxation; and the authority shall be exempt from license or privi- 
lege taxes levied by the state, county or city upon any business or activi- 
ties conducted or engaged in by said authority; provided, however, this 
exemption shall not be construed to exempt concessionnaires, licensees, 
tenants, operators, or lessees of the authority from the payment of any 
taxes, including licenses or privilege taxes levied by the state, county 
or city. 


Section 18. Remedies on Default. If there be any default in the 
payment of the principal of or interest on any bonds issued hereunder, 
then the holder of any of the bonds and of any of the interest coupons 
applicable thereto and the trustee under any indenture, or any one or 
more of them (a) may either at law or in equity, by suit, action, mandam- 
us, or other proceeding, compel performance of all duties of the officers 
and directors of the authority with respect to the use of funds for the 
payment of the bonds and for the performance of the agreements of the 
authority contained in the proceedings under which they were issued, and 
(b) regardless of the sufficiency of the security for the bonds in default 
and as a matter of right, shall be entitled to the appointment of a receiver 
to administer and operate the airport and other properties of the authority 
out of the revenues from which the bonds issued with respect thereto are 
payable, with power to make leases and fix and collect rents, tolls and 
fees sufficient to provide for the payment of the principal and interest 
on the bonds and any other obligations outstanding against the airport 
and facilities or the revenues therefrom and for the payment of the ex- 
penses of operating and maintaining the airport and faciilties, and with 
power to apply the income therefrom in accordance with the provisions of 
the proceedings under which the bonds were authorized to be issued. 
The remedies herein specified shall be cumulative to all other remedies 
which may otherwise be available for the benefit of the holders of the 
bonds and the coupons applicable thereto. 


Section 19. Investment of Municipal Funds in Bonds of the Author- 
ity. The governing body of the municipality is authorized in its discre- 
tion to invest in bonds of the authority any idle or surplus money held in 
caro euaes of the municipality which is not otherwise ear-marked or 
pledged. 


Section 20. Eligibility of Bonds as Investment for Trust Funds. 
Bonds issued under the provisions of this act are hereby made legal in- 
vestments for executors, administrators, trustees and other fiduciaries and 
oe savings banks and insurance companies organized under the laws of 

e state. 


Section 21. Notice of Bond Resolution. Upon the adoption by the 
board of any resolution providing for the issuance of bonds, the authority 
may in its discretion, cause to be published once a week for two consecu- 
tive weeks, in a newspaper published in the municipality, or if there is no 
newspaper published in the municipality, then in a newspaper published 
in the county in which the municipality is located, a notice in substan- 
tially the following form ( the blanks being properly filled in) at the end 
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of which there shall be printed the name and title of either the chair- 


man or secretary of the authority: “nnn , a public 
corporation and a political aubdvvision of the state of Alabama, on the 
Pea day of_._._._........, authorized the issuance of $__..--.-.-.-22-.------------ 


principal amount of revenue bonds of the said corporation for purposes 
authorized in the act of the Legislature of Alabama under which the said 
corporation was organized. Any action or proceeding questioning the 
validity of the said bonds, or the pledge and the indenture to secure the 
same, or the proceedings authorizing the same, must be commenced 
within twenty days after the first publication of this notice.” Any action 
or proceeding in any court to set aside or question the proceeding for 
the issuance of the bonds referred to in said notice or to contest the va- 
lidity of any such bonds, or the validity of the pledge and indenture made 
therefor, must be commenced within twenty days after the first publi- 
cation of such notice. After the expiration of the said period no right of 
action or defense questioning or attacking the validity of the said pro- 
ceedings or of the said bonds, or the said pledge or indenture shall be as- 
serted, nor shall the validity of the said proceedings, bonds, pledge or in- 
denture be open to question in any court on any ground whatsoever ex- 
cept in an action commenced within such period. 


Section 22. Audits. At least once every twelve months subsequent 
to the formation of the authority, the authority shall appoint and employ 
a certified public accountant who shall make an examination in detail of 
all books and accounts of the authority since the preceding examination 
and make a full report thereof in writing to be submitted to the authority 
and spread upon its minute book at the first meeting of the board after 
the receipt of said report. A copy of each such report shall be delivered 
by the authority to city by mailing a copy thereof, postage prepaid, to 
the City Clerk of City within thirty days after its receipt by the authority. 


Section 23. Treasurer’s Bond. The Treasurer of the authority shall 
give bond in such sum as the authority may prescribe for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties and the safe custody of the funds of the authority, 
which bond shall be executed by a surety company authorized to engage 
in the surety business in the state of Alabama and satisfactory to the board 
and the premium on such bond shall be paid out of the funds of the au- 
thority. The treasurer shall keep books showing accurately the financial 
condition of the authority. 


Section 24. Employees of Municipal Airports Taken Over. Any- 
thing in this act to the contrary notwithstanding, should the authority by 
purchase or otherwise operate or take over any airport owned by any 
municipality of this state and any employee of such municipality is em- 
ployed in or about said airport and such employee is under a civil service 
or merit system established under any law of this state, then the authority 
shall continue the employment of each such employee subject to the ap- 
plicable civil service or merit system except that this section shall not 
apply to any employee who waives the provisions thereof by filing with 
the Personnel Director in charge of such civil service or merit system or 
other executive head thereof a statement in writing that such employee 
desires to and does waive the provisions of this section. 


Section 25. Employees of Municipal Airports Taken Over Under Pen- 
sion Systems. Should the authority by purchase or otherwise operate or 
take over any airport owned by any municipality of this state and any 
employee of such municipality is employed in or about said airport and 
such employee is a member of a pension system of such municipality, then 
such employee shall be considered for pension purposes only as if he were 
an employee of the municipality, and the employee and the authority 
insofar as the salary to which such employee is entitled is concerned shall 
each contribute to such pension system as if the employee were an em- 
ployee of the municipality and the authority were the municipality and 
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such employee shall be subject to the burdens and entitled to the bene- 
fits of such pension system as if such employee were an employee of the 
municipality. Provided, however, that nothing in this section shall be 
construed as obligating or requiring the municipality to pay to any em- 
ployee of the authority or to any pension fund for or because of such 
employee any amount of money whatsoever. Provided, further, that this 
section shall not apply to any employee of the authority who shall file 
with the City Clerk of any such municipality a statement in writing 
signed by such employee that such employee does not desire to continue 
as a member of such municipal pension system. Any such employee filing 
such statement shall be considered insofar as his rights under said pension 
system are concerned as if the filing of said statement constituted his res- 
ignation from his employment with the municipality. 


Section 26. (a) Before entering into any contract for the construc- 
tion of any facility or other improvement upon any airport whereby the 
authority is to pay an amount of money in excess of ten thousand dollars, 
the authority shall advertise for sealed bids once each week for two con- 
secutive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the county in 
which the city is located; the authority may also advertise in such other 
publication as it may deem advisable. Such notice shall state that plans 
and specifications for the improvement are on file in the office of the 
authority, and the time in which the bids therefor will be received and 
opened: All bids shall be opened publicly at the advertised time and 
place. 


(b) Proposal, plans and specifications may be obtained only upon 
payment of a deposit, the amount of said deposit to be determined by the 
authority. This deposit shall be returned to all bona fide bidders who 
return said plans and specifications to the awarding authority within ten 
days following the bidding date. The actual cost of printing the proposal, 
plans and specifications may be charged to all persons taking out those 
documents but not presenting a bona fide bid. 


(c) Each bidder shall be required to file with his bid a certified 
check, bid bond or other proposal guaranty as the authority may require 
bi be held and applied or returned in accordance with the advertisement 

or bids. 


(d) The authority shall accept the lowest and best bid submitted by 
a responsible bidder complying with conditions of the invitation for bids 
unless the authority finds that such bid is unreasonable or that it is not 
in the interest of the authority to accept it, in which case the authority 
shall reject all bids. 


Section 27. Provisions Cumulative. This act shall not be construed 
as a restriction or limitation upon any power, right or remedy which any 
municipality or any corporation or authority now in existence or here- 
after formed may have in the absence thereof, and shall be construed as 
cumulative and independent thereof.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize each county in this state having a population of 400,000 
or more, according to the last or any succeeding federal census, to sell 
and issue from time to time not exceeding $1,500,000 in principal amount 
of interest-bearing warrants for the purpose of acquiring, providing and 
constructing improvements, additions and modernizations to any one or 
more of the courthouses and other county public buildings therein; to 
provide that such warrants shall evidence general obligation indebted- 
ness of the county by which they are issued; to require public sale of any 
such warrants; to require the pledge and use for payment of the principal 
of and the interest on such warrants of so much as may be necessary for 
such purpose of the proceeds of the special cigarette and smoking tobacco 
license taxes levied in each such county by Act No. 414, adopted at the 
1947 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, as amended, that 
are required by said act to be paid into the general treasury of such 
county; to specify the effect and priority of each such pledge; to require 
the use of certain surplus cigarette and smoking tobacco license tax pro- 
ceeds for the redemption or purchase for retirement of such warrants; to 
authorize the refunding of any such warrants; to provide that such war- 
rants shall be legal investments for executors, administrators, trustees 
and other fiduciaries; to provide that the provisions of this act shall con- 
trol the provisions of any inconsistent law; and to provide that the issu- 
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ance of any warrants and the interest coupons applicable thereto pursuant 
to the provisions of this act shall constitute the audit and allowance of 
claims against the county by which they are issued and against the pro- 
ceeds of such tax proceeds pledged for such warrants and coupons. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Legislative Findings and Intent. The legislature hereby 
recognizes and finds that due to the increasing urbanization of the state 
the volume of public business transacted in the county offices and courts 
of the more populous counties in the state is rapidly increasing; and that 
in order to meet the needs of the public and to provide for the more ef- 
ficient conduct of the public business in the more populous counties in 
the state the courthouses and other county public buildings therein need 
to be improved and modernized and additions thereto need to be provided. 
The legislature hereby declares that in order to provide for the more effi- 
cient conduct of the public business in the more populous counties in the 
state, it is desirable and in the public interest that such counties be au- 
thorized to sell and issue general obligation interest-bearing warrants for 
the purpose of financing the acquisition, provision and construction of 
improvements, additions and modernizations to any one or more of the 
courthouses and other county public buildings therein. This act shall be 
liberally construed to give effect to its purpose. 


Section 2. Authorization of Issuance of Warrants. Each county in 
the state having a population of 400,000 or more, according to the last 
or any succeeding federal census, shall, to the extent of its constitutional 
debt limit, have the power from time to time to sell and issue not exceed- 
ing $1,500,000 in principal amount of interest-bearing warrants of such 
county for the purpose of paying the costs of acquiring, providing and 
constructing improvements, additions and modernizations to any one or 
more of the courthouses and other county public buildings in such county. 
Such warrants may be in such denomination or denominations, may have 
such maturity or maturities not exceeding ten years from their date, may 
bear interest from their date at such rate or rates not exceeding four and 
one-half per centum per annum, payable semiannually, may be payable 
at such place or places within or without this state, may be sold at such 
time or times, may be executed in such manner and may contain such 
terms not in conflict with the provisions of this act, aii as the governing 
body of such county may provide in the proceedings wherein such war- 
rants are authorized to be issued. Any warrant issued hereunder having 
a stated maturity date more than five years aftcr its date shal! be made 
subject to redemption at the option of the county by which it j is issued at 
the end of the third year after its date and on any interest payment date 
thereafter, after such notice or notices and on such terms and conditions 
as may be set forth in the proceedings whereunder such warrant is au- 
thorized to be issued: provided, that the redemption price specified in 
such proceedings shall not exceed the face value of each warrant re- 
deemed plus accrued interest thereon to the date fixed for redemption 
and plus a premium equal to (a) one percentum of the face value of such 
warrant for each six month period or fraction thereof between the date 
fixed for redemption of such warrant and the stated maturity date there- 
of, or (h) twelve months’ interest on such warrant computed at the rate 
which such warrant would bear on the date fixed for its redemption if 
the option to redeem had not been exercised, whichever of the foregoing 
is the smaller. All warrants issued under the provisions of this act shall 
evidence general obligation indebtedness of the county by which they are 
issued, and the full faith and credit of such county shall be irrevocably 
pledged for payment of the principal thereof and the interest thereon. 
All such warrants shall be sold at public sale in the manner required by 
the provisions of Section 259 of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
as amended, for the sale of county bonds; provided, that none of such 
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warrants may be sold for less than their face value plus accrued interest 
thereon to the date of their delivery. The proceeds derived from the sale 
of any such warrants shall be used solely for the purpose for which they 
are authorized to be issued, including the payment of any expense incur- 
red in connection with the issuance thereof; provided however, that none 
of such proceeds may be used for payment of any fiscal or other fee or 
commission for effecting a sale of any such warrants or for advice (other 
than legal advice) respecting the manner and terms of the sale of any 
such warrants. 


Section 3. Pledge of Special Tax. The governing body of the coun- 
ty issuing any such warrants shall pledge and use, or cause to be used, 
for payment of the principal of and the interest on such warrants so much 
as may be necessary for such purpose of the proceeds of the cigarette 
and smoking tobacco license taxes levied in such county by Act No. 414, 
adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, as 
amended, that are required by said act to be paid into the general treas- 
ury of such county (exclusive of those portions of such tax proceeds re- 
quired by said act to be paid to the probate judge and license inspector 
of such county for collection and distribution of such tax and for the en- 
forcement of such act, respectively, and in turn required by such act to be 
paid by them into the general treasury of such county). If more than one 
pledge shall be made of said tax proceeds then such pledges shall take 
precedence in the order in which they are made unless the proceedings 
making such pledge shall expressly provide that such pledge shall be on 
a parity with or subordinate to a subsequent pledge of the said tax. All 
warrants for which the pledge authorized in this section shall be made 
shall constitute prefered claims against that portion of the said tax pro- 
ceeds so pledged and shall have preference over claims against said tax 
proceeds incurred by the county by which such warrants are issued for 
any other purpose whatsoever. The governing body of any county issuing 
any warrants pursuant to the provisions of this act shall, so long as any 
such warrants remain outstanding and unpaid, use and apply that portion 
of said tax proceeds not needed for payment of the principal of and the 
interest on such warrants for the following purposes and for the following 
purposes only: (a) for the redemption, prior to their respective maturi- 
ties, of warrants issued by such county under the provisions of this act 
that by their terms are subject to redemption prior to their respective 
maturities at the option of such county; and (b) for the purchase for re- 
tirement of warrants issued by such county under the provisions of this 
act at and for a purchase price, with respect to each such warrant so pur- 
chased, not exceeding the sum of the following: (i) the face value of such 
warrant, (ii) accrued interest thereon to the date of such purchase, and 
(iii) a premium equal to (A) one percentum of the face value of such 
warrant for each six month period or fraction thereof between the date 
of such purchase and the stated maturity date of such warrant, or (B) 
twelve months’ interest on such warrant computed at the rate it bears on 
the date of such purchase, whichever of the foregoing is the smaller. 


Section 4. Authorization of Refunding Warrants. Each county that 
issues any warrants pursuant to the provisions of this act may in like 
manner from time to time issue refunding warrants, either by sale or by 
exchange, for the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured war- 
rants then outstanding which were issued under the provisions of this 
act; provided, that the aggregate principal amount of any issue of such 
refunding warrants may not exceed the principal amount of the warrants 
to be refunded thereby, any premium that it may be necessary to pay in 
order to redeem or retire said warrants to be refunded and the expenses 
of issuing such issue of refunding warrants. Except as otherwise specifi- 
cally provided in this act, the provisions of this act applicable to the war- 
rants so refunded shall likewise be applicable to such refunding war- 
rants. 
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Section 5. Warrants to be Legal Investments for Trust Funds. War- 
rants issued pursuant to the provisions of this act shall be legal invest- 
ments for executors, administrators, trustees and other fiduciaries. 


Section 6. Provisions of Inconsistent Laws Inapplicable. So far as 
the provisions of this act may be inconsistent with the provisions of any 
other law, the provisions of this act shall control, it being specifically de- 
clared that the provisions of Section 78 of Title 12 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940 shall not be applicable to warrants issued under the pro- 
visions of this act. 


Section 7. Issuance of Warrants Deemed to Constitute Audit and Al- 
lowance of Claim. The issuance of warrants and any interest coupons 
applicable thereto pursuant to the provisions of this act, in accordance 
with the authorization of the governing body of the county issuing such 
warrants, shall be deemed to constitute an audit and allowance by such 
governing body of a claim against such county and against any portion 
of said tax proceeds pledged for such warrants, in the aggregate principal 
amount of such warrants and the interest coupons applicable thereto. No 
proof or registration or other audit or allowance of such claim shall be 
required and such warrants and interest coupons shall be held to be al- 
lowed claims against the county by which they were issued and against 
any portion of the said tax proceeds pledged therefor from and after the 
date of the lawful issue of such warrants and coupons. 


Section 8. Severability. If any clause, provision or section of this 
act shall be held invalid and unenforceable by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such holding shall not invalidate or render unenforceable 
any other clause, provision or section hereof. 


Section 9. Effective Date. This act shall become effective upon its 
passede and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
aw.

To amend further Section 207 of Title 22, Code of Alabama (1940), 
which relates to the organization of the Alabama State Milk Control 
Board, and the appointment, qualifications, terms, and compensation of 
its members. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 207 of Title 22, Code of Alabama (1940), as amend- 
ed, is amended further to read as follows: 


“(a) Until after the first Monday after the second Tuesday in Janu- 
ary, 1959, the Alabama state milk control board shall consist of five mem- 
bers to be appointed by the governor, and the commissioner of agriculture 
and industries as an ex officio member. Of the appointive members of 
the board, the governor shall appoint one person who is a ‘wholesale pro- 
ducer’ one person who is a ‘producer-distributor’, one person who is a 
‘distributor’, one person who is a ‘consumer’, and who is not otherwise 
engaged in the milk business, and one person as a member at large, 
which said person must not be engaged in the production, distribution, 
or sale of milk in any manner. All such members shall serve at the pleas- 
ure of the governor of Alabama, and all or any one of such members shall 
be subject to be removed at any time at the will of the governor. Any 
vacancy on the board, whether arising from expiration of term, resigna- 
tion, death, or any other cause, shall be filled in the same manner as pro- 
vided for the original appointment. The commissioner of agriculture 
and industries may designate any member of the department of agricul- 
ture and industries to represent him at meetings of the board. 


“(b) After the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 
1959, the milk control board shall consist of four members to be appointed 
by the governor, who shall serve for staggered terms of four years each; 
and the commissioner of agriculture and industries, who shall serve as an 
ex officio member, but who shall have no vote in the proceedings of the 
board. No member of the board, including the chairman, shall ever have 
more than one vote on any question coming before the board. The gov- 
ernor shall appoint one person who is a ‘wholesale producer’, one person 
who is a ‘distributor’, and two persons who are ‘consumers’, as defined by 
this chapter. The ‘wholesale producer’ member first appointed under the 
provisions of this subsection shall hold office until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1960, and until his successor shall have 
been appointed and qualified. One of the ‘consumer’ members first ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this subsection shall hold office until the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1961, and until his suc- 
cessor shall have been appointed and qualified. The ‘distributor’ member 
first appointed under the provisions of this subsection shall hold office 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1962, and 
until his successor shall have been appointed and qualified. The remain- 
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ing ‘consumer’ member first appointed under the provisions of this sub- 
section shall hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1963, and until his successor shall have been appointed and 
qualified. Successors to the members of the board first appointed under 
the provisions of this subsection shall hold office for terms of four years 
each from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January in the 
year of their appointment, and until their successors shall have been ap- 
pointed and qualified. Any vacancy on the board as a result of the death, 
resignation, or other removal of any member of the board appointed under 
the provisions of this subsection shall be filled by appointment by the 
governor for the unexpired term. A chairman of the board shall be elect- 
ed annually by the members of the board from among themselves. 


“(c) No ‘consumer’ member appointed under the provisions of sub- 
section (b) of this section shall have any financial interest, either directly 
or indirectly, in the production, distribution, or sale of milk or milk prod- 
ucts; nor shall any such consumer member have had, either directly or 
indirectly, any financial interest in the production, distribution, or sale 
of milk or milk products during the five year period immediately preced- 
ing the date of his appointment. 


“(d) The commissioner of agriculture and industries, as ex officio 
member of the board, may designate any member of his department to 
represent him at meetings of the board. 


“(e) Each member of the Alabama state milk control board, other 
than the commissioner of agriculture and industries, shall receive twen- 
ty-five dollars ($25.00) per day for each day, not to exceed sixty days per 
annum, actually engaged in the official functions of the board, plus sub- 
sistence and necessary traveling expenses at the rate allowed other state 


employees.” 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall become efieciive immediately upon its nas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
iaw.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
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To authorize the State Oil and Gas Board to establish unit opera- 
tions of a pool or pools, or any portion or portions or combinations there- 
of, in a field for the production of oil or gas, or both; to prescribe the 
method for establishing such unit operations; prescribing the method of 
adopting and promulgating rules and regulations governing such unit 
operations, and providing for hearings relative thereto and the promul- 
gation of orders in connection therewith. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The State Oil and Gas Board of Alabama upon its own 
motion may, or upon the application of any interested person shall, hold 
a hearing to consider the need for the operation as a unit of an entire 
field, or of any pool or pools, or of any portion or portions or combinations 
thereof, within a field, for the production of oil or gas, or both, in order 
to increase ultimate recovery thereof by secondary recovery methods, 
to prevent waste or to avoid the drilling of unnecessary wells. 


Section 2. The Board shall issue an order requiring such unit opera- 
tion, if it finds that: 


(a) unit operation of the field, or of any pool or pools, or of any por- 
tion or portions or combinations thereof, within the field, is reasonably 
necessary to prevent waste, to increase the recovery of oil or gas, and to 
protect the correlative rights of interested parties; and 


(b) the estimated additional cost incident to conduction of such op- 
pie aen will not exceed the value of the estimated additional recovery of 
oil or gas. 


Section 3. The order shall be fair and reasonable under all the cir- 
Cece shall protect the rights of interested parties and shall in- 
clude: 


(a) A description of the area embraced, termed the unit area; and a 
description of the pool or pools, or portions thereof, affected and lying 
within the unit area, termed the unit pool. 


(b) A statement of the nature of the operations contemplated. 


(c) An allocation among the separately owned tracts in the nit area 
of all the oil or gas, or both, produced from the unit pool within the unit 
area, and not required in the conduct of such operation or unavoidably 
lost, such aliucation tc be based on the reiative contribution which each 
such tract is expected to make, during the course of such operation, to the 
total production of oil or gas, or both, so allocated. 


(d)) A provision for adjustment among the owners of the unit area 
(not including royalty owners) of their respective investment in wells, 
tanks, pumps, machinery, materials, equipment, and other things and 
services of value attributable to the unit operations. The amount to be 
charged unit operations for any such item shall be determined by the 
owners of the unit area (not including royalty owners); provided, how- 
ever, if said owners of the unit area are unable to agree upon the amount 
of such charges, or to agree upon the correctness thereof, the Board shall 
determine them after due nuiicve and hearing thereon, unon the applica- 
tion of any interested party. The net amount charged against the owner 
of a separately owned tract shall be considered expense of unit operation 
chargeable against such tract. The adjustments provided for herein may 
be treated separately and handled by agreements separate from the uniti- 
zation agreement. 


(e) A provision that the costs and expenses of unit operation, includ- 
ing investment, past and prospective, be charged to the separately owned 
tracts in the same proportions that such tracts share in unit production, as 
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provided above in paragraph (c) of Section 3 of this Act. The expenses 
chargeable to a tract shall be paid by the person or persons not entitled 
to share in production free of operating costs, and who, in the absence of 
unit operation, would be responsible for the expense of developing and 
operating such tract, and such person or persons’ interest in the separately 
owned tract shall be primarily responsible therefor. 


(f{) The designation of, or a provision for the selection of, a unit op- 
erator. The conduct of all unit operations by the unit operator, and the 
selection of a successor to the unit operator designated by the Board, shall 
be governed by the terms and provisions of the unitization agreement. 


(g) A provision that when the full amount of any charge made 
against a separately owned tract is not paid when due by the person or 
persons primarily responsible therefor, as provided in paragraph (e) of 
this section, then seven-eights (7/8ths) of oil and gas production allo- 
cated to such separately owned tract may be appropriated by the unit 
operator and marketed and sold for the payment of such charge, together 
with interest at the rate of five per cent (5%) per annum thereon. A 
one-eighth (1/8th) part of the unit production allocated to each sepa- 
rately owned tract shall in all events be regarded as royalty to be distrib- 
uted to and among or the proceeds thereof paid to the royalty owners, 
free and clear of all unit expense and free and clear of any lien therefor. 
The owner of any overriding royalty, oil and gas payment, royalty in ex- 
cess of one-eighth (1/8th) of production, or other interest, who is not 
primarily responsible therefor shall, to the extent of such payment or de- 
duction from his share, be subrogated to all the rights of the unit operator 
with respect to the interest or interests primarily responsible for such 
payment. Any surplus received by the operator from any such sale of 
production shall be credited to the person or persons from whom it was 
deducted in the proportion of their respective interest. 


(h) The time the unit operation shall become effective, and the man- 
ner in which, and the circumstances under which, the unit operation shall 
terminate. 


Section 4. An order requiring unit operation shall not become effec- 
tive unless and until agreements incorporating the provisions of Section 
3 hereof have been signed or in writing ratified or approved by the own- 
ers of at least seventy-five percentum (75%) in interest as costs are 
shared under the terms of the order and by seventy-five percentum 
(75%) in interest of the royalty owners in the unit area and the Board 
has made a finding to that effect either in the order or in a supplemental 
order. In the event the required percentage interests have not signed, 
ratified or approved the order or said agreements within six (6) months 
from and after the date of such order it shall be automatically revoked. 


Section 5. (a) The Board, by entry of new or amending orders, may 
from time to time add to unit operations portions of pools not theretofore 
included, and may add to unit operations new pools or portions thereof, 
and may extend the unit area as required. Any such order, in providing 
for allocation or production from the unit pool of the unit area, shall first 
allocate to each pool or portion thereof so added a portin of the total pro- 
duction of oil or gas, or both, from all pools affected within the unit area, 
as enlarged, (and not required in the conduct of unit operations or un- 
avoidably lost), such allocation to be based on the relative contribution 
which such added pool or portion thereof is expected to make, during the 
remaining course or unit operations, to the total production of oil or gas, 
or both, so allocated. The production so allocated to each added pool or 
portion thereof shall be allocated to the separately owned tracts which 
participate in such production on the basis of the relative contribution of 
each such tract, as provided in paragraph (c) of Section 3 herein. The 
remaining portion of unit production shall be allocated among the sepa- 
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rately owned tracts within the previously established unit area in the 
same proportions as those specified in the previous order. Orders pro- 
mulgated under this paragraph shall become operative at seven o’clock 
(7:00) A. M. on the first day of the month following the day on which the 
order becomes effective under the provisions of paragraph (b) of this 
section. 


(b) An order promulgated by the Board under paragraph (a) of this 
section shall not become effective unless and until (1) all of the terms 
and provisions of the unitization agreement relating to the extension or 
enlargement of the unit area or to the addition or pools or portions thereof 
to unit operations have been fulfilled and satisfied and evidence thereof 
has been submitted to the Board, and (2) the extension or addition ef- 
fected by such order has been agreed to in writing by the owners of at 
least seventy-five percentum (75%) in interest as costs are shared of the 
area or pools or portions thereof to be added to the unit operation by 
such order and by seventy-five percentum (75%) in interest of the roy- 
alty owners in the area or pools or portions thereof to be added to the 
unit operations by such order, and evidence thereof has been submitted 
to the Board. In the event both of the above requirements are not ful- 
filled within six (6) months from and after the date of such order it shall 
be automatically revoked. 


(c) After the operative date of an order promulgated under this sec- 
tion, costs and expenses of operation of the unit, as enlarged, shall be 
governed by paragraph (e) of Section 3 herein. Adjustment among the 
owners of the unit area, as enlarged, (not including royalty owners) of 
their respective investments in wells, tanks, pumps, machinery, materials, 
equipment, and other things and services of value attributable to the op- 
eration of the unit, as enlarged, shall be governed by paragraph (d) of 
Section 3 herein. 


Section 6. When the contribution of a separately owned tract with 
respect to any unit pool has been established pursuant to paragraph (c) of 
Section 3 of this Act, such contribution shall not be subsequently altered, 
unless the Board shall find, after notice and hearing, that such contribu- 
tion was erroneous because shown to be erroneous by subsequently dis- 
covered date, or by subsequently discovered errors in the data upon which 
the original contribution Was established. No change or correction of 
the contribution of any separately owned tract shall be given retroactive 
effect provided that appropriate adjustment shall be made for the invest- 
ment charges as provided for in paragraph (d) of Section 3 herein. 


Section 7. The portion of unit production allocated to a separately 
owned tract within the unit area shall be deemed, for all purposes, to have 
been actually produced from such tract, and operations with respect to 
any unit pool within the unit area shall be deemed, for all purposes, to be 
the conduct of operations for the production of oil or gas, or both, from 
each separately owned tract in the unit area. 


Section 8. This Act shall apply only to field or pool units, and shall 
not apply to the unitization of interests within a drilling unit as may be 
authorized and governed under the provisions of Act No. 1, H. 46, ap- 
proved May 22, 1945 (General Acts of Alahama, 1944, p. 1). 


Section 9. The phrase “secondary recovery methods” as used herein 
shall include, but shall not be limited to, the maintenance or partial main- 
tenance of reservoir pressures by any method recognized by the industry

SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. Brannan the House concurred in and adopted the 
Senate amendment to the bill, H. 558, said Senate amendment being as 
follows: 


AMENDMENT TO H. 558 


Amend the bill by striking therefrom Section 2 and inserting the fol- 
lowing: 


“Section 2. The substantive provisions of this Act shall become op- 
erative only if the Act is approved by the qualified electors who reside 
within that part of the territory hereinabove described which is not 
presently included within the corporate limits of the Town of Gulf Shores, 
voting in a referendum election to be held on a day designated by the 
probate judge of Baldwin County, not less than twenty nor more than 
forty days from the date of this enactment. The notice of the election 
shall be given by the probate judge of Baldwin County, and the election 
shall be held, conducted and the results thereof canvassed in the manner 
prescribed by Article 2 of Chapter 5 of Title 37, Code of Alabama 1940, 
for giving notice of and conducting elections on the question of annexing 
territory to cities of twenty-five thousand or more inhabitants insofar as 
such provisions of said article may be appropriate; provided, however, 
no resolution of the municipal governing body need be made or filed with 
the probate judge, nor need a plat or map of the territory to be annexed 
be filed with the probate judge. The question shall be on the adoption 
of Act No. _....... , H. 558 of the 1957 Regular Session of the Legislature, 
which alters, rearranges and extends the corporate limits of the Town 
of Gulf Shores in Baldwin County. Each voter may furnish his own bal- 
lot, and if he desires to vote for the adoption of said Act there shall be 
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written or printed on such ballot the word ‘Yes.’ If he desires to vote 
against the adoption of such Act the word ‘No’ shall be written or printed 
on his ballot. The Town of Gulf Shores shall pay all costs and expenses 
incident to the election. 


“If a majority of the votes cast in the election are ‘Yes’ the provisions 
of this Act shall become operative immediately. If the majority are ‘No’ 
this Act shall have no further effect.”

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has originated and adopted the following Senate Joint 
Resolution and sends same herewith to the House for its consideration: 


By Messrs. Little, Lamberth, Flowers, Shelton, Robison, Cooper, Leonard, 
Vann, Yarbrough (Autauga), Roberts, Engelhardt, Allen, Skidmore, 
Grisham, Goodwin, Smith, Boutwell, James, Moses, Yarbrough (Ran- 
dolph), Givhan, Bradford, Tate, Newton, Jones, Metcalf, and Can- 
trell: 

S. J. R. 70. Relating to a revision and codification of the insurance 
laws of Alabama; providing for a joint legislative committee, authorizing 
and directing such committee, in cooperation with the Governor’s office, 
the Superintendent of Insurance, the Attorney General’s office, the in- 
surance industry, and others concerned with the insurance laws, and in 
conjunction with the Legislative Council, to revise and codify the laws 
of Alabama relating to insurance, for submission through the Legislative 
Council to the 1959 Regular Session of the Legislature. 


WHEREAS, insurance is an industry affected with a public interest 
and is of great economic importance to the people of the State of Ala- 


bama; and 


WHEREAS, the unprecedented development in the economy of this 
State has been accompanied by a tremendous expansion in the insurance 
industry both in volume and in kinds and forms of insurance coverage 
demanded by the insuring public; and 


WHEREAS, it has been found that the laws of the State of Alabama 
pertaining to insurance are in many instances antiquated and wholly in- 
adequate; and 


WHEREAS, members of the insurance industry and others concerned 
with insurance laws, also certain recent events, have repeatedly empha- 
sized that the public interest requircs a revision and re-codifiction of the 
State’s insurance laws; and 


WHEREAS, it is manifest, in view of the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in United States vs. South-Eastern Underwrit- 
ers Association (322 U. S. 533, 88 L. Ed. 1440, 64 Sup. Ct. 1162), and the 
provisions of the Act of Congress of March 9, 1945 (59 Stat. 33, 15 U.S.C. 
1011-1015), that the existence of adequate state insurance statutes is in- 
dispensable for the preservation of the integrity of state jurisdiction over 
the regulation and taxation of the business of insurance; and 


WHEREAS, it has been the experience of a number of other states 
that a unified, modern insurance code is the most effective means of ob- 
taining clarity and certainty and a more satisfactory administration of 
insurance laws of the several jurisdictions; and 


WHEREAS, it is imperative that the insurance iaws of this State he 
studied, revised, supplemented and recodified into an adequate and con- 
sistent whole; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there shall be established a 
joint legislative committee on the preparation of an insurance code, to 
consist of four members of the House of Representatives and three mem- 
bers of the Senate. The House members of the committee shall be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House and the Senate members shall be 
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appointed by the President of the Senate. The members of the committee 
shall select a chairman and vice chairman from among their number. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That said committee, in cooperation with 
the Governor’s office, the offices of the State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance and the Attorney General, representatives of the insurance buying 
public, the insurance industry and others concerned with insurance laws, 
and in conjunction with the Legislative Council, shall revise and recodify 
the laws of this State relating to insurance. The committee shall meet at 
the call of the chairman, or at the request of any two members of the 
committee. The members of the committee shall receive their regular 
legislative compensation and allowances for each day they serve, not to 
exceed fifty days all together. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, that it shall be the function, power and duty 
of the committee to select and appoint a reputable and qualified person, 
firm, or corporation experienced in the drafting of insurance digests or 
codes to prepare an insurance code dealing with all phases of the law 
pertaining to insurance, said proposed code to be completed on or before 
the first Friday in October 1958. The insurance industry, buyers of in- 
surance and the public in general shall be informed of the contemplated 
recodification through news releases to the press and through such other 
means as may be deemed necessary or desirable by the committee. The 
committee shall hold public hearings thereon and shall submit the manu- 
script for such code as it may approve to the Legislative Council on or 
before the first Tuesday after the second Monday in November 1958; and 
the Legislative Council shall submit such code to the Legislature in bill 
form not later than the fifth legislative day of the 1959 Regular Session 
of the Legislature. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, that the committee shall have authority to 
determine and fix the compensation to be paid the person, firm or corpo- 
ration selected and appointed for the drafting of an insurance code, and 
may pay the per diem and expenses of the members of the committee and 
all other expenses incurred by the committee in carrying out its duties 
from any funds appropriated for the payment of expenses of any legisla- 
tive session; provided, that the aggregate amount thereof for all purposes 
shall not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000).

SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. Kelly the House concurred in and adopted the 
Senate substitute for the bill, H. 621, said Senate substitute being as fol- 
lows: 


SENATE SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 621 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN Act 


TO AUTHORIZE, DIRECT AND REQUIRE THE STATE DEPART- 
MENT OF REVENUE TO COLLECT ANY SALES AND USE TAXES 
WHICH MAY BE LEVIED IN THE CITY OF HALEYVILLE, IN WIN- 
STON COUNTY, ALABAMA, UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF ANY 
ORDINANCE OR RESOLUTION DULY PROMULGATED AND ADOPT- 
ED BY THE GOVERNING BODY OF THE CITY OF HALEYVILLE: 
TO PRESCRIBE THE POWER, DUTIES, AND AUTHORITY OF THE 
STATE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE WITH RESPECT TO THE 
METHOD OR PROCEDURE FOR COLLECTING SUCH TAXES, AND 
REMITTING THE PROCEEDS THEREOF. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Department of Revenue is hereby authorized, direct- 
ed, and required to collect any sales and use taxes which may be levied 
in the City of Haleyville, in Winston County, Alabama, under the provi- 
sions of any municipal ordinance or resolution with a levy identical to 
the state levy except for rate of tax, subject to all definitions, excep- 
tions, exemptions, proceedings, requirements, rules, regulations, provi- 
sions, penalties, fines, punishments, and deductions as are applicable to 
the state sales and. use taxes levied under Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 
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20, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), and all acts now or hereafter amend- 
atory thereof or supplementary thereto, except where inapplicable or 
where herein otherwise provided, including the provisions for the en- 
forcement and collection of taxes when said ordinance or resolution is 
duly promulgated and adopted by the governing body of the City of 
Haleyville and when a certified copy of said ordinance or resolution has 
been filed with the Department of Revenue not less than thirty days 
prior to the effective date of the tax levy. Such municipal sales and use 
taxes shall be collected by the department at the same time and along 
with the collection by the department of taxes levied and collected for 
the State of Alabama under the provisions of Articles 10 and 11, Chapter 
20, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, and all reports required 
to be made to the Commissioner of Revenue hereunder shall, on request 
to the Department of Revenue, be made available for inspection by the 
governing body of the City of Haleyville, or its designated agent, at rea- 
sonable times during business hours. The Department of Revenue shall 
prepare and distribute such reports, forms and other information as may 
be necessary for the collection of such municipal sales and use taxes, and 
shall have all the authority and duties hereunder as it has in connection 
with the collection of the State’s sales and use taxes provided for by Ar- 
ticles 10 and 11, Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama (1940), as amend- 
ed. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Revenue to pay into the 
state treasury all such taxes collected for the City of Haleyville under 
the Act; and on or before the first day of the following month, the Com- 
missioner shall certify to the Comptroller the amount of special taxes 
levied and collected under the provisions of this Act for the use and bene- 
fit of the City of Haleyville during the calendar month immediately pre- 
ceding the making of such certificate. Whereupon it shall be the duty of 
the Comptroller to issue his warrant on the State Treasurer for the 
amount, less expenses, so certified by the Commissioner of Revenue as 
having been collected for the use of the City of Haleyville and paid into 
the State Treasury; and the amount so certified by the Commissioner of 
Revenue as having been collected for the use of such city (less expenses) 
shall be paid to the Treasurer or other custodian of funds of the City of 
Haleyville. The Department of Revenue shall charge the City of Haley- 
ville for collecting such municipal sales and use taxes the cost of making 
such collections provided, however, that such charge shall not exceed 
ten per cent of the amount collected. The Comptroller shall each month 
draw his warrant on the funds collectd hereunder payable to the De- 
partment of Revenue for the amount of such charges. The Department 
of Revenue shall have full authority to employ such special counsel as 
it deems necessary from time to time to enforce collection of such munici- 
pal sales and use taxes, and otherwise to enforce the provisions of the or- 
dinance or resolution levying such taxes, including any litigation re- 
quired, and the Department of Revenue shall pay such special counsel 
such fees as it deems necessary and proper from. the proceeds of the taxes 
payable to the City of Haleyville under the provisions of this Act. 


Section 2. Any municipal ordinance or resolution levying a tax re- 
quired to be collected hereunder, any amendment, or addition, or other 
change in such ordinance or resolution shall be effective on the first day 
of the month next following the expiration of thirty days from the date 
of the adoption of such municipal ordinance or resolution, provided, how- 
ever, the Department of Revenue shall not be required or authorized to 
make any collection of taxes or otherwise perform the duties provided 
herein until and unless a certified copy of such ordinance or resolution, 
or amendment thereto, is filed with the Department of Revenue not less 
than thirty days prior to the effective date of said ordinance, resolution, 
or amendment thereto. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
effect the part which remains. 
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Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective on the first day of the 
first month next following the date of its enactment.

000 nor more than 90,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal

H. 981. To provide for the disposition of certain real property in 
Baldwin County, Alabama, which is a part of the Dixie Graves Parkway 
and which runs from Gulf Shores, Alabama, to Fort Morgan; to provide 
for and regulate the manner, method and conditions under which said 
real property may be disposed of by the State, and to provide for use 
and control of the remainder of said Parkway; to provide a fund for the 
deposit of revenue derived from the disposition of said real property and 
to provide for expenditures from said fund. 


H. 994. Relating to Chilton County: To provide that fees and mile- 
age for state witnesses appearing before the grand jury or testifying in 
criminal cases in the Circuit Court or the County Court or any Court 
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successors to said Courts of Chilton County shall be payable out of the 
Fine and Forfeiture Fund of said County; to provide for the transfer of 
all state witnesses’ fees collected by the Clerk of the Circuit Court or of 
the County Court of, or any Courts successors to said Courts of Chilton 
County to the Fine and Forfeiture Fund; to provide for the registration 
of witnesses’ script hereafter issued and for the order of payment thereof. 


H. 996. To amend Act No. 121, H. 448, approved June 23, 1949, which 
fixed the salary of the deputy solicitor of Coosa County. 


H. 997. Relating to Coosa County; providing for the compensation 
of members of the county board of education. 


H. 998. To alter, rearrange, and extend the boundaries of the City 
of Opp, Covington County, Alabama. 


H. 999. To amend Section 1 of Act No. 677, approved August 26, 
1953 (Local Acts of Alabama, 1953, pages 448 and 449) entitled “An Act 
to provide for compensation of Members of the Board of County Commis- 
pens of Crenshaw County, Alabama, out of the Gasoline Excise Tax 
Fund.” 


H. 1000. To alter, re-arrange and extend the boundaries of the City 
of Ozark in Dale County and exempting annexed farm land and appurten- 
ances from municipal ad valorem taxation so long as the same is used 
for farm purposes. 


H. 1001. To change the method of compensating certain officers of 
DeKalb County: Fixing the salary of the judge of probate, sheriff, tax 
assessor, tax collector, register, and circuit clerk of DeKalb County, and 
providing for clerical assistance, office space, equipment, and supplies 
necessary for the conduct of their offices. 


H. 1002. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
relating to the costs and charges of courts in DeKalb County and the 
compensation of certain officers of DeKalb County.

H. 1007. Relating to Limestone County: Further amending Act No. 
199, H. 603, approved July 24, 1947 (Local Acts of Alabama, 1947, p. 113), 
entitled “An Act To create and establish in Limestone County, in lieu 
of the existing court created by Act No. 362, approved July 6, 1931, and 
amendments thereto, a court of record with county-wide limited juris- 
diction of criminal cases and of civil actions at law and in equity, pro- 
viding it with officers, regulating its procedure, and fixing the costs and 
charges collectible therein.” 


H. 1009. To provide for payments out of the county treasury to sup- 
plement the saiaries of supernumerary cirtuit juages in any judicial cri-

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The county board of education of Blount County is 
abolished, and there is created and established in lieu thereof the Blount 
County Commission on Education, which shall be composed of five mem- 
bers, as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. The first members of the Blount County Commission on 
Education are hereby named and designated as follows: Marvin Cox 
shall be member number one, Frank Carter shall be member number 
two, E, A. Wright shall be member number three, W. H. Ashley shall be 
member number four, and H. C. Blackwood shall be member number five. 
The members of the commission hereinabove named and designated 
shall each qualify and assume their duties hereunder immediately upon 
the taking effect of this Act, and such members shall hold office until 
their successors are elected and qualified as provided in this Act. It is 
provided, however, that if any person so named and designated fails to 
qualify and assume his duties of office within ten days after the effective 
date of this Act, the Governor shall appoint a qualified person to serve 
as a member of the commission in lieu of the named person who so failed 
to qualify. The judge of probate of Blount County shall notify the Gov- 
ernor in the event that any such named person fails to qualify within ten 
days after the effective date of this Act. 
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Section 3. The places on the commission shall be designated by num- 
bers, and each person seeking election to one of such places shail desig- 
nate the place for which he is a candidate, and it shall be so designated 
on the ballots. All members of the commission must be qualified electors 
of Blount County; but member number one must be a resident of com- 
missioners’ district number one, member number two must be a resident 
of commissioners’ district number two, member number three must be 
a resident of commissioner’s district number three, and member number 
four must be a resident of commissioners’ district number four, as such 
districts are now constituted within the county, and no person other 
than a resident and qualified elector of any such district shail be quali- 
fied to represent such district on the commission. Member number five 
may reside anywhere within the county. All members of the commission 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the entire county. 


Section 4. Members number two and four shall be elected at the 
general election to be held in 1958, and shall serve for a term of two 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
after their election, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 
Successors to members number two and four, so elected, shall be elected 
at the general election to be held in 1960, and every four years thereafter, 
and shall serve for a term of four years from the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January next after their election, and until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified. Members number one, three, and five 
shall be elected at the general election to be held in 1958, and every four 
years thereafter, and shall serve for a term of four years from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after their election, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. 


Section 5. The Blount County Commission on Education shall ad- 
minister the school laws of the State and county, and shall exercise 
general powers of administration and supervision over the public schools 
and the public system of the county. The commission shall determine 
the educational policy of the county, and shall prescribe rules and regu- 
lations for the conduct and management of the county schools. All the 
powers, rights, privileges, prerogatives, jurisdiction, and duties vested 
in or imposed on county boards of education by the general laws of the 
State are hereby vested in or imposed _on the Blount. County Commission 
on Education. Member number five shaii serve as chaiziman of the com- 
mission, and three members thereof shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. Before entering upon the discharge | of their 
duties, members of the Blount County Commission on Education shall 
qualify by taking and subscribing to the oath of office required by law 
of members of county boards of education, and the certificate whereof 
shall be filed in the office of the judge of probate of the county. 


Section 6. The members of the Blount County Commission on Edu- 
cation may be removed from office in the same manner as members of 
county boards of education shall fill such vacancy, in the membership 
of the commission shall be filled by a majority of the remaining mem- 
bers, and the appointee shall hold office for the unexpired term. In the 
event the vacancy is not filled by the remaining members of the com- 
mission within thirty days, the state superintendent of education shall 
fill such vacancy, by appointment. The county superintendent of educa- 
tion of Blount County shall notify the state superintendent of education 
when a vacancy in the membership of the commission has not been filled 
within thirty days. 


Section 7. The members of the Blount County Commission on Edu- 
cation shall receive from the public school funds of the county ten dollars

or expense for more than twenty-four (24) days in any one year.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In addition to all other taxes now imposed by law, a 
county privilege license tax is levied upon and shall be collected from ev- 
ery railroad company doing business within Limestone County. The 
privilege license tax levied by this Act shall be in an amount equal to 
three cents on each crosstie hereafter used by such railroad companies 
under, for the support of, or in connection with railroad tracks lying with- 
in Limestone County.

Section 3. Each person, firm, or corporation engaged in the business 
of operating a railroad which does business within Limestone County is 
hereby required to keep full and complete records showing the number 
of crossties used in connection with tracks lying within Limestone County. 
Such records shall at all reasonable times be open for inspection and 
examination by the judge of probate, or his agent, the license inspector, 
or such other person as may be designated under any rule or regulation 
adopted and promulgated by the court of county commissioners, board 
of revenue or like governerning body of Limesiuone County.

Relating to St. Clair County; providing further for the government of 
the county; abolishing the court of county commissioners, and creating 
a board of revenue in lieu thereof; providing for the selection of the 
members of the board of revenue, and prescribing their qualifications, 
terms, and compeusativii; providing for the organization and jurisdiction 
of the board of revenue, and the powers and duties of its individual mem- 
bers. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created, and shall be established on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1959, the board of 
revenue of St. Clair County, which shall be in lieu of the court of county 
commissioners of St. Clair County and shall be composed of a chairman 
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and four associate members. The court of county commissioners is con- 
tinued as the governing body of the county until the board of revenue is 
established as provided in this Act. Upon the establishment of the 
board of revenue, the court of county commissioners shall be abolished 
and the judge of probate shall cease to be a member and ex officio chair- 
man of the county governing body. 


Section 2. A chairman of the Board shall be elected at the general 
election to be held in 1958, and every four years thereafter. The chair- 
man shall be elected from the county at large by the qualified electors 
of the entire county. A candidate for chairman of the Board must be a 
qualified elector and legal resident of St. Clair County. Successors to 
the county commissioners presently in office shall be chosen by the quali- 
fied electors of the four commissioners’ districts into which the county 
is now divided, each district being entitled to elect one associate member 
of the Board. Associate members from Districts 2 and 3, as such districts 
are now constituted, shall be elected at the general election to be held in 
1958, and every four years thereafter. Associate members for Districts 
1 and 4 shall be elected at the general election to be held in 1960, and 
every four years thereafter. A candidate for associate member of the 
Board must be a resident and qualified elector of the district he seeks to 
represent, and shall continue to reside therein during his continuance in 
office. All members of the Board, including the chairman, shall hold of- 
fice for terms of four years from the first Monday after the second Tues- 
day in January next succeeding their election, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. In the event of a vacancy on the Board, the 
shall be filled by appointment by the Governor for the unexpired 
erm, 


Section 3. The board of revenue of St. Clair County shall have all 
the jurisdiction and powers which are or may hereafter be by law vested 
in courts of county commissioners, boards of revenue, or like county 
governing bodies of this State, except as otherwise in this Act provid- 
ed; and the members thereof shall perform all the duties and services 
and exercise all the powers which are, or may be, provided by law for 
the members of courts of county commissioners, boards of revenue or like 
county governing bodies of this State. 


Section 4. The chairman of the board of revenue of St. Clair Coun- 
ty shal be its presiding officer and shall have the same powers and au- 
thority as other members, but shall not have the right to vote except in

brief specification thereof. For all purchases in excess of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000), like advertisements shall be given at least one time 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the county. The purchase order 
shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder; provided, however, 
that the court of county commissioner, board of revenue or like govern- 
ing body of the county may, within ten days after the bids are opened,

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has amended as therein shown, and as amended has 
passed the following House bill and returns same herewith to the House: 


H. 253. To provide for development by the State of Alabama through 
the Alabama State Docks Department, of docks and facilities of every kind 
along navigable waterways of the State in aid of commerce and use‘of such 
waterways; to implement, when ratified, the provisions of a Constitution- 
al Amendment submitted by the Legislature of Alabama authorizing the 
State to engage in works of internal improvement by promoting, devel- 
oping, constructing, maintaining and operating along navigable streams 
and waterways of Alabama all manner of docks and facilities of every 
kind, in aid of commerce and use of waterways of the State and author- 
izing the State to engage in such works at a cost of not exceeding $3,- 
000,000 and to incur indebtedness not exceeding in aggregate $3,000,000 
of principal indebtedness and authorizing the pledge of the faith and 
credit of the State to the payment of such indebtedness; to authorize the 
State to engage in such works of internal improvement; to designate the 
Alabama State Docks Department as the agency of the State to under- 
take, manage, operate and control such developments and improvements; 
to prescribe the powers, duties and authority of the Alabama State Docks 
Department in connection therewith and the authority of the Director of 
State Docks with regard thereto; to provide that the provisions of this 
Act shall be supplemental of and in addition to the provisions of any 
other laws relating to the Alabama State Docks Department; to author- 
ize the State to become indebted to the extent of not exceeding $3,000,000 
of principal indebtedness to carry out the provisions of this Act; to pro- 
vide for the issuance of direct general obligation bonds of the State for 
the repayment of such indebtedness and interest thereon; to prescribe in 
general the terms of such bonds and the method and manner of issuance 
thereof; to exempt the same and the interest thereon from taxation; to 
provide for the payment of any indebtedness evidenced by bonds issued 
pursuant to this Act and to pledge the full faith and credit of the State 
to the payment of such indebtedness; to provide the use of funds obtained 
pursuant to the provisions of tnis Act; to provide for the acquisition and 
use of propeprty under the terms of this Act and for exercise of the power 
of eminent domain with regard thereto; and to prescribe the powers, 
Guiies and responsibilities, in carrying out the purposes of this Act, of 
the Governor, the Alabama State Docks Department and the Direcivr of 
State Docks and other officers of the State with regard to such devel- 
opment and use, the financing of such developments and use, the in- 
curring of indebtedness by the State for such purpose and the method of 
repayment thereof, and the pledge of the general faith and credit of the 
State with regard thereto; to authorize the Alabama State Docks Depart- 
ment to fix reasonable rates of charges for services for use of facilities 
established pursuant to this Act and to provide an effective date of this 


Act.

SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. Haltom the House concurred in and adopted the 
Senate amendment to the bill, H. 253, said Senate amendment being as 


follows: 
AMENDMENT TO H. B. 253 
Amend Section 8 of the bill as follows: 
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(1) Change to a semicolon the period at the end of the second full 
sentence of the said Section 8 following the phrase “from such date,” and 
add to the end of said sentence the following: 


“provided, that the determination by the State Docks Department 
that the requirements of this sentence have been complied with shall be 
conclusive of such compliances, and the purchasers of any of the bonds 
and all subsequent holders thereof shall be fully protected by such de- 
termination.” 


(2) Strike in their entirety the six consecutive sentences of said 
Section 8, the first of which commences with the phrase “The bonds may 
be in either bearer or registered form” and the last of which commences 
with the phrase “Bonds bearing interest at less than five per cent”, and 
insert in lieu of the sentences so struck the following sentences: 


“Any interest coupons applicable to the bonds and evidencing the 
payment of interest thereon shall be signed with the facsimile signature 
of the State Treasurer imprinted thereon. The bonds may be in either 
bearer or registered form either as to principal or interest or both, and 
the State Docks Department, with the approval of the Governor, is au- 
thorized to provide terms and conditions under which any of the bonds 
may be exchanged for like bonds of other denominations and may be 
converted from bearer bonds into registered bonds, either as to principal 
or interest or both, and converted from registered bonds into bearer 
bonds. The bonds of each series may, in the order under which they are 
issued be made subject to redemption at the option of the State Docks 
Department on such dates and on such conditions and upon payment of 
such premium’ as may be prescribed in the order under which they are 
issued; provided, that each series of bonds having an installment of 
principal maturing more than ten years after the date thereof shall be 
made subject to redemption prior to maturity, at the option of the State 
Docks Department, at the end of the tenth year following their date and 
semiannually thereafter, as a whole or in part in the inverse order of the 
numbers of the bonds of that series; and provided further, that any re- 
demption price required to be paid in order to effect any redemption of 
bonds prior to maturity shall not exceed the face value of each bond re- 
deemed plus accrued interest thereon to the date fixed for redemption 
and a premium equal to one year’s interest on such bond. The bonds 
of each series shall bear interest at such rate or rates as may be fixed at 
the time of the sale thereof and shall be sold at not less than the face 
value thereof plus accrued interest thereon to the date of their delivery.”

REPORT OF RULES COMMITTEE 


Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, reported 
that said committee in session had acted on the following resolution and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report: 


By Messrs. Little, Lamberth, Flowers, Shelton, Robison, Cooper, Leonard, 
Vann, Yarbrough (Autauga), Roberts, Engelhardt, Allen, Skidmore, 
Grisham, Goodwin, Smith, Boutwell, James, Moses, Yarbrough (Ran- 
dolph), Givhan, Bradford, Tate, Newton, Jones, Metcalf, and Can- 
trell: 

S. J. R. 70. Relating to a revision and codification of the insurance 
laws of Alabama; providing for a joint legislative committee, authorizing 
and directing such committee, in cooperation with the Governor’s office, 
the Superintendent of Insurance, the Attorney General’s office, the in- 
surance industry, and others concerned with the insurance laws, and in 
conjunction with the Legislative Council, to revise and codify the laws 
of Alabama relating to insurance, for submission through the Legislative 
Council to the 1959 Regular Session of the Legislature. 


WHEREAS, insurance is an industry affected with a public interest 
and is or erent economic importance to the people of the State of Ala- 
bama; an 


WHEREAS, the unprecedented development in the economy of this 
State has been accompanied by a tremendous expansion in the insurance 
industry both in volume and in kinds and forms of insurance coverage 
demanded by the insuring public; and 


WHEREAS, it has been found that the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama pertaining to insurance are in many instances antiquated and wholly 
inadequate; and 
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WHEREAS, members of the insurance industry and others concerned 
with insurance laws, also certain recent events, have repeatedly empha- 
sized that the public interest requires a revision and re-codification of the 
State’s insurance laws; and 


WHEREAS, it is manifest, in view of the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in United States vs. South-Eastern Under- 
writers Association (322 U. S. 533, 88 L. Ed. 1440, 64 Sup. Ct. 1162), and 
the provisions of the Act of Congress of March 9, 1945 (59 Stat. 33, 15 
U.S. C. 1011-1015), that the existence of adequate state insurance statutes 
is indispensable for the preservation of the integrity of state jurisdiction 
over the regulation and taxation of the business of insurance; and 


WHEREAS, it has been the experience of a number of other states 
that a unified, modern insurance code is the most effective means of ob- 
taining clarity and certainty and a more satisfactory administration of 
insurance laws of the several jurisdictions: and 


WHEREAS, it is imperative that the insurance laws of this State be 
studied, revised, supplemented and recodified into an adequate and con- 
sistent whole; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there shall be established a 
joint legislative committee on the preparation of an insurance code, to 
consist of four members of the House of Representatives and three mem- 
bers of the Senate. The House members of the committee shall be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House and the Senate members shall be 
appointed by the President of the Senate. The members of the committee 
shall select a chairman and vice chairman from among their number. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, That said committee, in cooperation with 
the Governor’s office, the offices of the State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance and the Attorney General, representatives of the insurance buying 
public, the insurance industry and others concerned with insurance laws, 
and in conjunction with the Legislative Council, shall revise and recodify 
the laws of this State relating to insurance. The committee shall meet 
at the call of the chairman, or at the request of any two members of the 
comimittce. The members of the committee shall receive their regular 
legislative compensation and allowances for each day they serve, not to 
exceed fifty days all together. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, that it shall be the function, power and duty 
of the committee to select and appoint a repuiable and qualified person, 
firm, or corporation experienced in the drafting of insurance digests or 
codes to prepare an insurance code dealing with all phases of the law 
pertaining to insurance, said proposed code to be completed on or before 
the first Friday in October 1958. The insurance industry, buyers of in- 
surance and the public in general shall be informed of the contemplated 
recodification through news releases to the press and through such other 
means as may be deemed necessary or desirable by the committee. The 
committee shall hold public hearings thereon and shall submit the manu- 
script for such code as it may approve to the Legislative Council on or 
before the first Tuesday after the second Monday in November 1958; and 
the Legislative Council shali subinit such code to the Legislature in bill 
form not later than the fifth legislative day of the 1959 Reguiar Session of 
the Legislature. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, that the committee shall have authority to 
determine and fix the compensation to be paid the person, firm or cor- 
poration selected and appointed for the drafting of an insurance code, 
and may pay the per diem and expenses of the members of the committee 
and all other expenses incurred by the committee in carrying out its du- 
ties from any funds appropriated for the payment of expenses of any legis- 
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jative session; provided, that the aggregate amount thereof for all pur- 
poses shall not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000).

To make an appropriation to the Agricultural Center Board 
for each of the two fiscal years ending September 30, 1958 and Septem- 
ber 30, 1959, for the purpose of aiding counties and municipalities in con- 
structing and equipping facilities suitable for housing livestock shows, 
agricultural and industrial displays and other agricultural uses and pur- 
poses consistent with the betterment and advancement of agriculture. 


Mr. Davis, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Conserva- 
tion, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 166. To create a Board to be known as the State Board of Regis- 
tration for Foresters; to provide for the qualification of members of said 
Board; to provide for the appointment of the members of said Board; to 
provide for their terms of office; to provide for the organization of said 
Board; to provide for the powers and duties of said Board; to provide for 
the registration of Foresters; to provide for the recording of licenses; to 
provide for the definition of the practice of Forestry; to provide for the 
revocation of licenses; to provide for fees for the issuance and recording 
of such licenses; to provide for reciprocity; to create a special fund to be 
known as the “Professional Foresters Fund”, and to regulate expendi- 
tures therefrom; to repeal all laws in conflict with this Act; and to make 
an appropriation.

Relating to Blount County: Abolishing the county board of 
education and creating in lieu thereof the Blount County Commission on 
Education; providing for the election of the members of the commission, 
fixing their terms, qualifications, and compensation, and prescribing their 
powers and duties. 


H. 1027. To amend Sections 1, 5, 8, 21, and 31 of an act approved 
July 27, 1947, entitled “An Act To establish a Law and Equity Court for 
Colbert County, Alabama; to define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide 
for its officers, their appointment, election, terms of office, powers, du- 
ties and compensations; to provide that said court shall be open at all 
times for the trial of causes and transaction of business; to provide the 
rules and procedure of said court; to provide a fine and forfeiture fund 
for said court; to provide for the transfer of certain causes now or here- 
after pending in the Circuit Court, County Court, Probate Court, and the 
Juvenile Court; and to give the said court juvenile and domestic juris- 
diction; and to abolish the County Court of Colbert County, Alabama” 
(Act No, 32, H. 162, 1947 Local Acts 25). 
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H. 1028. Relating to Colbert County; to regulate the compensation 
of the deputies of the sheriff whose compensation is payable from the 
county treasury.

To regulate further the small loan business in Calhoun County; to 
provide remedies to persons from whom usurious interest has been col- 
lected by persons, co-partnership, or corporations engaged in the small 
loan business; and to prescribe penalties for violations of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, co-nvartnership or 
corporation engaging in Calhoun County in the business of making loans 
of money or things in action in the amount of three hundred dollars 
($300) or less to employ an outside or out-of-office collector or agent to 
call on clients in person outside the lender’s regular place of business to 
collect amounts due on loans or interest or other charges thereon except 
between the hours of 7:00 A. M. and 7:00 P. M. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, co-partnership or cor- 
poration engaging in Calhoun County in the business of making loans of 
money or things in action in the amount of three hundred dollars ($300) 
or less to charge or require any borrower to pay interest in excess of the 
legal rate. Any contract hereafter made in such county whereby interest 
in excess of the legal rate is charged shall be void and unenforceable. Any 
borrower from such a person, co-partnership or corporation who has been 
charged and has paid to any such person, co-partnership or corporation 
more than the legai rate of interest on a loan made after the effective date 
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of this Act may recover in an appropriate action at law commenced within 
twelve months after the payment of such usurious interest, from such 
person, co-partnership or corporation not only the amount of interest in 
excess of the legal rate that he has paid but the total amount paid as 
interest and all other charges for the making of such loan and if he has 
paid the principal of the loan or any part thereof he may also recover 
such amount as he has paid on the principal of the loan. 


Section 3. Any person, co-partnership or corporation who violates 
any provision of this Act shall upon conviction thereof be fined not less 
than two hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars. 


Section 4. This Act shall not apply to any bank organized and exist- 
ing under the laws of the State of Alabama, or under the laws of the 
United States, nor shall this Act apply to any person, firm or corporation 
engaged in agriculture, nor shall this Act apply to the business of financ- 
ing of motor vehicles, refrigerators, or other personal property, or to 
credit unions, as defined by law, or savings and loan associations. 


Section 5. The provisions hereof are supplemental to all regulations 
governing the business of making loans in amounts of three hundred dol- 
lars ($300) or less, prescribed by the general law; but all provisions of 
law in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. The substantial provisions of this Act shall become op- 
erative only if approved by a majority of the electors of Calhoun County, 
who vote in a referendum hereon, which shall be held on the first Tuesday 
after the expiration of three months from final adjournment of the cur- 
rent session of the Legislature. The court of county commissioners, board 
of revenue or like governing body of Calhoun County shall order and pro- 
vide for the holding of the referendum on such date. On the ballots to 
be used at the referendum the question shall be stated substantially as 
follows: “Shall the provisions of Act No... of the 1957 Regular 
Session of the Legislature, approved the __........ day of : 
1957, which further regulates the small loan business in Calhoun County, 
be adonted? Yes ( ) No (_ ).” Ifa majority of the votes cast in the 
referendum are “Yes,” all the provisions of this Act shall hecome opera- 
tive immediately. If the majority are “No,” this Act shaii have no further 
effect. The judge of probate of Calhoun County shall certify the results 
of the referendum to the Secretary of State.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The judge of nrobate of Colbert County shall be entitled 
to receive an annual salary of nine thousand dollars ($9,000), which shall 
be paid monthly from the county treasury. Such salary shall be in lieu 
of all fees, commissions, percentages or allowances provided under the 
general law, and shall be his entire compensation for the performance 
of his duties. The probate judge shall also be allowed to employ a chief 
clerk at a salary of three hundred dollars ($300) per month, one clerk 
at a salary of two hundred sixty dollars ($260) per month, and two oth- 
er clerks, each of whom shall be paid a salary of two hundred twenty 
dollars ($220) per month. The salaries of all clerks of the judge of pro- 
bate shall be paid from the county treasury on warrants drawn in the 
manner prescribed by law.

Section 2. The sheriff of Colbert County shall be entitled to receive 
an annual salary of eight thousand four hundred dollars ($8,400), pay- 
able monthly from the county treasury. Such salary shall be in lieu of 
the fees, commissions, percentages and allowances provided sheriffs un- 
der the general law, and shall be the entire compensation of the sheriff 
of Colbert County for the performance of his duties. The sheriff of Col- 
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bert County shall be allowed one chief deputy, whose salary shall be 
four hundred dollars ($400) per month, three deputies whose salaries 
shall be three hundred fifty dollars ($350) per month, and one clerk whose 
salary shall be two hundred twenty-five dollars ($225) per month. The 
compensation of the chief deputy and of the other deputies and the clerk 
shall be payable from the county treasury on warrants drawn in the 
manner prescribed by law. 


Section 3. The tax assessor of Colbert County shall be entitled to 
receive an annual salary of seven thousand two hundred dollars ($7,200), 
payable monthly from the county treasury. Such salary shall be in lieu 
of the fees, commissions, percentages and allowances provided tax asses- 
sors by the general law, and shall be the entire compensation of the tax 
assessor for the performance of his duties. The tax assessor shall be al- 
lowed to employ one clerk at a monthly salary of two hundred sixty dol- 
lars ($260), and an additional clerk at a monthly salary of one hundred 
eight-five dollars ($185). The salaries of such clerks shall be payable 
from the county treasury on warrants drawn in the manner prescribed 
by law. In addition to such regular clerks, the tax assessor may be al- 
lowed to employ a temporary clerk or clerks by the board of revenue, 
court of county commissioners, or like governing body of Colbert County, 
but the total compensation of such temporary clerk or clerks shall not 
exceed four hundred fifty dollars ($450) per annum. 


Section 4. The tax collector of Colbert County shall be entitled to 
an annual salary of seven thousand two hundred dollars ($7,200). Such 
salary shall be payable monthly from the county treasury, shall be in lieu 
of the fees, commissions, percentages and allowances provided tax col- 
lectors by the general law, and shall be the entire compensation of the 
tax collector for the performance of his duties. The tax collector shall 
be allowed to employ one clerk at a monthly salary of two hundred sixty 
dollars ($260). The clerk’s salary shall be payable from the county treas- 
ury on warrants drawn in the manner prescribed by law. In addition to 
the regular clerk employed by the tax collector, the court of county com- 
missioners, board of revenue, or like governing body of the county may 
authorize him to employ a temporary clerk or clerks whose compensation 
shall be payable from the county treasury, but the total amount thereof 
shall not exceed seven hundred fifty dollars ($750) per annum. 


Section 5. The clerk of the circuit court of Colbert County shall be 
paid an annual salary of seven thousand two hundred dollars ($7,200), 
payable monthly from the county treasury. Such salary shall be in lieu 
of all fees, commissions, percentages and allowances provided circuit 
clerks under the general law, and shall be the entire compensation of 
the clerk of the circuit court of Colbert County for the performance of 
his duties. Such clerk shall be authorized to employ one clerk at a month- 
ly salary of two hundred thirty-five dollars ($235), and one clerk at a 
monthly salary of two hundred dollars ($200). The compensation of such 
clerks shall be payable from the county treasury on warrants drawn in 
the manner prescribed by law. In addition to his regular clerks, the cir- 
cuit clerk may employ a temporary clerk or clerks, subject to the approv- 
al of the court of county commissioners, board of revenue or like gov- 
erning body of Colbert County, but his or their total compensation shall 
not exceed seven hundred dollars ($700) per annum. 


Section 6. The register of the circuit court of Colbert County shall 
be paid an anuual salary of four thousand eight hundred dollars ($4,800), 
payable monthly from the county treasury. Such salary shall be in lieu 
of all fees, commissions, percentages and allowances provided for regis- 
ters of the circuit court under the general law, and shall be his entire 
compensation for the performance of his duties. 


_ Section 7. The court of county commissioners, board of revenue or 
like governing body of Colbert County shall provide the judge of pro- 
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bate, sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, circuit clerk, and register of the 
circuit court with the books, furniture, furnishings, equipment, supplies, 
postage, services, and other office conveniences necessary for the proper 
and efficient conduct of the affairs of their offices. The sheriff shall also 
be provided with automobiles and automotive equipment of his own 
choosing. 


Section 8. All fees, commissions, percentages, allowances, charges 
and costs heretofore collected for the use of any of the officers named in 
this Act shall be collected for the use of Colbert County, and shall be 
paid into the county treasury.

AN ACT 


To abolish the Hospital Board for Cullman County; to create in lieu 
thereof the Cullman County Hospital Administration Board; to prescribe 
its duties; to authorize the operation of the hospitpal, owned jointly by 
the County of Cullman and the City of Cullman; to provide for the 
election of the chairman of said hospital board and prescribe his duties; 
to make provisions for the appointment of a superintendent of said hos- 
pital; to make provisions and care for deficiencies in revenue of said 
hospital and provide for manner of payment of said appropriations. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created a Cullman County Hospital Ad- 
ministration Board, to operate and supervise the hospital owned jointly 
by the County of Cullman, Alabama and the City of Cullman, Alabama, 
said board to be composed of five members, but all members shall be 
qualified electors of Cullman County, and shall serve such terms, until 
their successors are appointed and qualified, or otherwise. 


Section 2. The said hospital board is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to equip, maintain, supervise, and operate the hospital owned jointly 
by the County of Cullman, 60%, and the City of Cullman, 40%; said 
hospital to be maintained for the receipt of the sick, wounded, and in- 
firm, and of people in need of hospital treatment, and to make such rules 
and regulations as are necessary for the operation of said hospital; how- 
ever no person shall be denied hospital care, if a citizen of Cullman Coun- 
ty, regardless of their ability to pay. No person shall be denied emer- 
gency treatment. 


Section 3. Said Cullman Hospital shall be operated mainly as a 
charitable institution, inasfar and in relation to gain or profit, but may 
admit patients who are able to pay, and fix and collect a reasonable 
charge therefor. The said Cullman Hospital shall and must operate effi- 
ciently, but must reduce daily rates charged the general public, if the 
net earnings exceed $2,500.00 per month, in any three months of any 
calendar year. The net earnings must be based on actual operating 
costs, without regard to depreciation, as the term is used in general 
business operations. No reserves, or funds of any kind may be set up 
and accumulated, to exceed $2,500.00 per month. 


Section 4. That indigent patients needing hospitalization shall be 
admitted to said hospital only upon the certificate issued by the county 
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governing body of Cullman County, or the city governing body of the 
City of Cullman, with the further provisions that such fees as may be 
fixed by the hospital board for indigent patients shall be paid by the gov- 
erning body of the City of Cullman, or County of Cullman, as such cer- 
tificate may be issued by either of the above governing bodies, and the 
said city or county shall be required to pay hospital fees for such patients 
as may be the obligation of either the city or county, but either govern- 
ing body shall not be required to pay said obligations, unless they have 
issued certificate authorizing such expenditure. 


Section 5. That said hospital board shall employ a suitable person 
to serve as hospital superintendent, who may be removed or discharged 
by the board with or without cause; that the said superintendent shall 
keep or cause to be kept, a record of all transactions of said hospital, that 
he shall maintain an office in said hospital and shall perform such duties 
as are required by the said hospital board, and shall have such authority 
as may be delegated to him by the said hospital board; that said super- 
intendent shall be paid such salary as the hospital board shall fix and shall 
be required to post such bond as may be required by the hospital board; 
that said superintendent shall have general authority over the operation 
of the hospital referred to in this Act, with the authority to employ all 
persons needed in the conduct of said hospital and fix their compensa- 
tion; that he shall make all purchases of supplies of whatever kind of 
which may be needed in the conduct of the hospital and to make pay- 
ment therefor; he shall make such rules and regulations respecting the 
duties of employees as may be necesasry; he shall act as treasurer of the 
hospital and shall properly account for all funds received and expended 
and shall make a proper record of all bills paid and incurred, and shall 
see that such bills are properly audited before payment. The records and 
accounts of said hospital shall be audited yearly, by a certified public 
peut licensed to conduct auditing work in the said State of Ala- 

ama. 


Section 6. Neither the Hospital Administration Board, the super- 
intendent, nor any subordinate employee of said hospital shall have the 
authority, to make any expenditure whatsoever, for permanent improve- 
ment, or for any purpose whatsoever, other than normal, daily operating 


expenses, without the written authorization and approval of the govern- 
ing bodies, of both the City of Cullman, and the County of Cullman. 


Section 7. By the tenii (10th) day of each month, the hospital su- 
perintendent shall make a report, showing ail expenditures made by him 
during the preceding month, and a list of all accounts payable, or claims, 
which have been filed and approved by him for payment, which were in- 
curred during the said calendar month in question; the said superintend- 
ent shall likewise make a report showing all receipts for the preceding 
month, for hospital services rendered, whether paid by the month end in 
question. The above financial statement shall reflect the true condition 
of the Cullman Hospital, and shall be rendered in accordance with good 
accounting practices, governing such institutions. One copy of said fi- 
nancial statement shall be filed with the Cullman County governing body, 
one copy shall be filed with the City of Cullman, and one copy each shall 
be given or filed with the huspital board, and a copy going to each mem- 
ber of said hospital board. Upon receipt of copies of tinanciai statement 
by the Cullman County governing body, and the City of Cullman govern- 
ing body, if any deficiency was incurred in the operations of the said Cull- 
man Hospital, for the calendar month in question, such deficiency shall be 
paid into the Cullman Hospital treasury, on a 60/40% basis, the Cullman 
County governing body paying 60% and the City of Cullman paying 40% 
of such deficiency; however in any one given calendar month, the County 
of Cullman shall not be liable, and it shall be unlawful for said county 
governing body, to contribute more than $600.00 (Six Hundred Dollars) 
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and it shall be unlawful for the City of Cullman to contribute more than 
$400.00 (Four Hundred Dollars) in any one calendar month. 


Section 8. The Cullman Hospital Board shall consist of five mem- 
bers. One member shall be at all times, a registered nurse. 


Section 9. A chairman and four members shall be appointed by the 
members of the Legislature from Cullman County to serve on the Cullman 
County Hospital Administration Board, upon this Act becoming law. The 
chairman of the hospital board shall be appointed for a term of six years. 
Two associate members of the board shall be appointed for terms of four 
years each, and two associate members shall be appointed for a term of 
two years each. The registered nurse who is required to serve on the 
above named board, as specified in Section 8, shall be named by the 
Cullman County registered nurses, who shall meet upon expiration of 
term of said nurse, and appoint by election of that body, a nurse to fill 
said board position. 


At the expiration of the board members term who are named to the 
above mentioned four year term, the county governing body shall appoint 
one member to this place, and the City of Cullman governing body shall 
appoint one member to the expired four year term. 


Upon the expiration of the terms running two years from the effec- 
tive date of this Act, the City of Hanceville governing body shall appoint 
one member to fill the then existing vacancy; and the governing body of 
the City of Holly Pond shall appoint one member to fill the other then 
existing vacancy. Thereafter, all vacancies shall be filled according to 
the aforesaid schedule of appointments, and in the event that any mu- 
nicipality named above fails to appoint within 30 days, the member they

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The purpose of this Act is to promote agriculture in Ala- 
bama, and to encourage and foster the progress of the farmers of this 
State, by providing for a refund of a portion of the state tax paid on gaso- 
line which is used in propelling or operating tractors used exclusively for 
agricultural purposes, or which is used in operating certain auxiliary 
engines attached to and made a part of certain farm machinery, thereby 
making it possible for Alabama farmers to use extensively mechanized 
equipment in competition with the farmers and agricultural interests of 
surrounding states. 
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Section 2. When used in this Act, the words “gasoline used on the 
farm for agricultural purposes” means any gasoline used by the owner, 
tenant, or operator of a farm in propelling or operating tractors which 
are used exclusively in preparing and cultivating land, harvesting any 
agricultural commodity, or for other such agricultural purposes, or which 
is used in operating any auxiliary engine attached to and made a part of 
any farm machinery which is used on the farm in preparing and culti- 
vating land or harvesting any agricultural crop or commodity. Provided, 
however, that the term “farm machinery,” as used herein, shall not in- 
clude automobiles, trucks, pick-ups, trailers, semi- -trailers, or other such 
vehicles 


Section 3. If gasoline is used on the farm for agricultural purposes 
as defined by this Act the ultimate purchaser of such gasoline shall be 
entitled to receive a refund of a portion of the state tax paid on such gaso- 
line. The amount of such refund shall be equal to six cents per gallon 
for each gallon of gasoline which is used for such purposes. 


Section 4. Claims for state gasoline tax refunds must be sworn to 
and be filed with the commissioner of revenue on forms to be prepared 
and. distributed by the commissioner. Such forms must be substantially 
as follows:

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Section 5. Not more than one claim for a refund of the state tax paid 
on gasoline may be filed by any person under the provisions of this Act 
with respect to gasoline used during the twelve month period ending on 
the thirtieth day of June each year; and no claim shall be allowed with 
respect to any such twelve month period unless such claim is filed on or 
before the thirtieth day of September of the year in which such twelve 
month period ends. 


Section 6. Upon approval of a claim by the commissioner of reve- 
nue, the state comptroller is authorized and directed to draw a warrant 
for payment thereof. There is hereby appropriated out of the proceeds 
of the state tax on gasoline so much thereof as may be necessary to make 
refunds from time to time as provided for by this Act. 


Section 7. For the purpose of ascertaining the correctness of any 
claim made under the provisions of this Act, the commissioner of revenue, 
or his specially authorized representative, shall have the power to admin- 
ister oaths, take depositions, and issue subpoenas to compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses and the production of books, papers, or documents nec- 
essary as evidence in connection with the enforcement of this Act. In 
case a person refuses to obey such subpoena, the commissioner, or his 
representative, may invoke the aid of any circuit court in order that the 
testimony or evidence be produced. Upon proper showing, such court 
shall issue a subpoena or order requiring such person to appear before the 
commissioner or his representative and produce all evidence and give 
testimony relating to the matter at issue.

Relating to privilege licenses; levying an additional tax upon sellers 
of malt or brewed beverages who are engaged in that business in Lowndes 
County; providing for the assessment, collection, and use of the proceeds 
of the tax and for the adoption and promulgation of rules and regulations 
therefor by the governing body of said county; defining violations of the 
Act; and prescribing penalties therefor. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. This Act shall apply only in Lowndes County, Alabama. 


Section 2. (a) As used in this Act, unless the context requires a 
different meaning, “person” includes a firm, corporation, club, partner- 
ship, company, trustee, agency, or association, or any agent, servant, 
employee, or officer thereof; “seller” means a person who is engaged in 
the business of selling, distributing, delivering, storing, or taking out of 
storage, malt or brewed beverages within the county; “malt or brewed 
beverages” includes beer, lager beer, ale, porter, or similar fermented 
malt liquor containing one-half of one per centum or more of alcohol by 
volume. 


(b) The rules of construction and interpretation of statutes contained 
in Title 1 of the 1940 Code shall apply in the construction and interpreta- 
tion of this Act. 


Section 3. Each seller of malt or brewed beverages shall pay, in ad- 
dition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, a license tax 
to the county in an amount equal to one cent on each twelve fluid ounces 
or fractional part thereof of malt or brewed beverages sold, distributed, 
delivered, stored, or taken out of storage within the county, unless an 
exemption is secured as provided by Section 6. 


Section 4. Each seller, except a seller who claims and obtains ex- 
emitpion under the provisions of Section 6, shall, on or before the tenth 
day of each month, file with the probate Judge un forms to he prescribed 
and furnished by the probate judge, a written statement, sworn to and 
subscribed by him, which shall show: 1) the name and ‘address of the 
seller; 2) each purchase or receipi of malt or brewed beverages made by 
him during the calendar month next preceding; 3) the name and address 
by the distributor, seller, or other person from whom purchased, received, 
or procured; 4) the brands purchased or received; 5) the quantity of each 
brand; 6) the size and kind of containers of each brand; 7) the date or 
dates on which purchased, received, or procured; 8) the name and ad- 
dress of each distributor, seller, or other person to whom any malt or 
brewed beverages were sold, distributed, or delivered; 9) the quantity 
of each brand sold, distributed, or delivered to each; 10) the size and kind 
of containers of each brand; 11) the date or dates on which sold, distrib- 
uted, or delivered. 


Section 5. (a) The license tax umposed by Section 3 shall be paid 
to the judge of probate on or before the tenth day of each calendar 
month. The amount due shall be based on the sale, distribution, deliv- 
ery, storage, and taking out of storage of malt or brewed beverages dur- 
ing the preceding calendar month. 


(b) The judge of probate shall keep on hand an adequate supply of 
forms and other necessary supplies needed for the propper enforcement 
of this Act and all necessary forms and supplies shall be furnished free of 
charge to each dealer as needed. 
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Section 6. A seller purchasing malt or brewed beverages from any 
other seller who has paid the license tax imposed thereon by Section 3 
is exempt from paying the tax upon his application to the probate judge. 
The application for exemption from the payment of the tax shall be made 
by the seller on or before the tenth day of each calendar mnth. The ap- 
plication, verified by the oath of the seller, shall show: 1) the name and 
address of the applicant; 2) each purchase, receipt, or procurement of malt 
or brewed beverages made during the calendar month next preceding; 3) 
the name and address of the distributor, seller, or other person from whom 
purchased, received, or procured; 4) the brand of the malt or brewed 
beverages; 5) the quantity of each brand; 6) the size and kind of contain- 
ers of each brand; 7) the date or dates on which purchased, received, or 
procured; and 8) the disposition thereof by the seller claiming the ex- 
emption. 


Section 7. It is unlawful for any agent, servant, or employee of any 
seller who is delinquent in the payment of the license tax required by 
this Act to assist or carry on the business of the seller. Each day the 
agent, servant, or employee of a delinquent seller engages in or assists 
in carrying on such business shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 8. (a) Each seller shall keep complete records of all pur- 
chases, sales, receipts, inventories, and all other matters necessary to de- 
termine the correct amount of license tax for which he is liable. In the 
event a seller discontinues his business, he shall not dispose of his rec- 
ords without giving the probate judge thirty days’ notice in writing. 


(b) The seller’s records, books of accounts, bank deposit books, and 
bank statements shall be open, during reasonable hours at the place of 
business of the seller, for inspection and examination by the probate 
judge, or his agent, and the license inspector, or such other person as 
may be designated under any rule or regulation adopted and promul- 
gated by the governing body of Lowndes County. 


(c) In the event the amount of tax due by the seller cannot be accu- 
rately determined from the seller’s monthly report, or if the seller does 
not keep adequate records, or if he refuses to allow an examination of his 
records, the amount of tax due may be determined from any other in- 
formation or data available, and the amount of the tax so determined shall 
be assessed against the seller. Notice of such assessment shall be given 
to the seller and a demand made for immediate payment. 


(d) No person shall divulge any information obtained by him in the 
course of an inspection and examination of the records of any seller, ex- 
cept to a person duly authorized by the county governing body, the judge 
of probate, the county attorney, or others connected with the administra- 
tion of this Act, unless he is required to do so by an order of a competent 
court. 


Section 9. (a) The license tax imposed by this Act shall be paid to 
the judge of probate and the judge of probate after first reimbursing the 
county general fund for expenses incurred in the administration and en- 
forcement of this Act, and after deducting for his own use and benefit 
the commission as hereinafter provided, shall, between the eleventh and 
twentieth days of each month pay over the remainder of the proceeds of 
said tax to the custodian of the public school funds of Lowndes County.

Relating to Walker County; providing for the election of a jailer for 
the county, and vesting in the jailer exclusive authority for the custody 
of the county jail and the prisoners therein; prescribing the authority, 
jurisdiction, powers, and duties of the jailer, and his qualifications, term, 
and compensation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. A jailer for Walker County shall be elected by the quali- 
fied electors thereof at the next election when the sheriff of Walker 
County is elected, and every four years thereafter, who shall hold office 
for four years, concurrently with the term of the sheriff, from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after his election, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. No person shall be eligible 
to election to the office of jailer, or to serve in such office, unless the per- 
son is a resident and qualified elector of Walker County. 


Section 2. The jailer shall have the legal custody and charge of the 
county jail in Walker County, and all prisoners committed thereto (ex- 
cept in cases otherwise provided by law), and may appoint two assistant 
jailers for whose acts he shall be civilly responsible. The jailer of Walker 
County shall have the same authority and jurisdiction, shall exercise all 
the powers and perform all the duties, and shall be subject to all the 
sanctions and penalties, applicable to sheriffs, under the general laws of 
the State, as to all matters concerning the county jails and the prisoners 
therein. Upon the taking effect of this section, the sheriff of Walker 
County shall be relieved of all authority, jurisdiction, powers, duties, 
sanctions, and penalties provided by law as to matters relating to the 
county jail, and the prisoners therein; and such authority, jurisdiction, 
powers, duties, sanctions, and penalties, shall be vested exclusively in, 
or shall be applicable exclusively to, the jailer of Walker County provided 
for by this Act. The jailer shall have the power and authority to accept 
bail and to discharge defendants, upon their giving the required bail, to 
the same extent as has the sheriff under the general laws of the State. 
The jailer and his assistant jailer shall have all the authority of depu- 
ties sheriff, but shall be independent from, and shall not be subject to the 
direction of, the Sheriff, in the exercises of such authority. The jailer 
must be on duty at the jail in person, between the hours of six and two 
at night. The jailer or his assistant with authority to accept bail must 
be on duty at the jail at all times. 
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Section 3. The jailer of Walker County, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, shall give bond in such amount as may be prescribed 
by the court of county commissioners, board of revenue or like govern- 
ing body of the county. The bond shall be filed in the office of the judge 
of probate of Walker County, and the premium thereon shail be paid by 
the county. 


Section 4. The jailer of Walker County may be removed from office 
through impeachment proceedings in the same manner and for the same 
causes as the sheriff may be impeached and removed from office. Va- 
cancies in the office of jailer of Walker County shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by the Governor for the unexpired term. 


Section 5. All fees, commissions, and allowances receivable by the 
jailer in the performance of his duties shall be paid by him into the coun- 
ty treasury. The jailer shall be entitled to receive a salary of four thous- 
and eight hundred dollars ($4,800) per annum, as compensation for the 
duties required of him by this Act. Each of the two assistant jailers shall 
be paid a salary of three thousand dollars ($3,000) per annum. Such 
salaries shall be payable from the county treasury, in equal monthly in- 
stallments, in the same manner as employees of the county are paid. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed.

wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, foot- 
ball and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or 
under the auspices of any educational institution or any athletic associa- 
tion thereof, or other association whether such instution or association 
be denominational or a state, county or city school or other instution, 
association or school) skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any 
other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertain- 
ment is offered to the public or any place or places where an admission 
fee is charged (including public bathing places, public dance halls of ev- 
ery kind and description) conducted or carried on within Walker Coun- 
ty, an amount equal to one per cent of the gross receipts of any such busi- 
ness.

5) An excise tax on the storage, use, or other consumption in Walk- 
er County of any automotive vehicle purchased at retail, at the rate of 
one-third of one per cent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle. 


The taxes authorized to be levied by this Act shall be subject to all 
exemptions, definitions, proceedings, rules, regulations, requirements,

Every person storing, using, or otherwise consuming in Walker Coun- 
ty tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the 
tax authorized to be imposed by paragraphs 4 and 5, above, and the 
liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been paid; provided 
that a receipt from a retailer maintaining a place of business in Walker 
County showing the payment of said tax shall be sufficient to relieve the 
purchaser from further liability for a tax to which such receipt may refer. 


Section 3. The taxes herein authorized, when levied in accordance

tificate. Whereupon it shall be the duty of the State Comptroller to is- 
sue his warrants on the State Treasurer, payable as follows, for the 
amount so certified by the Commissioner of Revenue as having been col- 
lected for the use of the county and paid into the state treasury. The 
Comptroller shall apportion the amount so certified as having been col- 
lected for the use of the county among the city board of education of 
Carbon Hill, in Walker County, the city board of education of Jasper, 
in Walker County, and the county board of education of Walker County, 
in proportion to the number of pupils enrolled in the schools included 
within each of such public school systems. The pro rata share of the 
proceeds of the tax payable to each such school system shall be paid to

The charge for collect- 
ing the special taxes authorized by this Act shall be deducted once each 
year from the special sales and special use taxes collected in the month 
of September of each year before certifying the amount of special sales 
and special use taxes due Walker County for that month.

Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the body in which this bill originated, House 
Bill No. 71, with the following suggested executive amendments: 


Amend said bill by striking from Section 2 thereof the second sen- 
tence therein and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Competitive bids shall not be required in any proposed purchase 
for which there is only one vendor or supplier or to contractual services 
and purchases or rentals for personal properties, which by their very na- 
ture are impossible of award by competitive bidding or to barter trans- 
actions by the Board of Corrections.” 


Further amend said bill by striking therefrom Section 4 in its en- 
tirety and substituting in lieu thereof Section 4, to read as follows: 


“Section 4. Any agreement or collusion among bidders or prospec- 
tive bidders in restraint of competition, by agreement to bid at a fixed 
price or to refrain from bidding, or otherwise, shall render the bids of 
such bidders void. Every person, or any officer or agent of a corpora- 
tion, who makes or attempts to make or enter into such agreement, con- 
tract, or arrangements in restraint of competition shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and any person who violates this section shall, upon con- 
viction be punished by a fine not exceeding $5,000.00 or imprisonment 
for not more than twelve (12) months, or both; and if a corporation, by 
a fine not exceeding $20,000.00. Each bidder ’shall accompany his bid 
xine sworn statement that he has not been a party to such an agree- 
ment.” 


Further amend said bill by striking therefrom Section 9 in its en- 
tirety and substituting in lieu thereof Section 9, to read as follows: 


“Section 9, When purchases are required to be made through com- 
petitive bidding, award shall be made to the lowest responsible bidder, 
taking into consideration the qualities of the commodities proposed to 
be sunpiied, their conformity with specifications, the purposes for which 
required, the terms of delivery, transporiation charges, and the dates of 
delivery. 


The Purchasing Agent shall, without sacrifice to quality or delivery 
date, extend the vendors domiciled in Alabama and to goods and wares 
manufactured within the State a preference to the extent that if such 
vendor’s bids are not in excess of two percent (2%) of the bids of non- 
resident bidders, the Purchasing Agent may award such bids to such 
vendors domiciled in Alabama and vendors selling goods and wares man- 
ufactured within the State. It is provided, however, that the awarding 
authority may at any time within five days after the bids are opened, 
negotiate and award the contract to any one provided he secures a price 
at least five percent (5%) under the lowest acceptable bid. The award 
of such a negotiated contract shall be subject to approval by tie Finance 
Director and the Governor. The awarding authority or requisitioning 
agency shall have the right to reject any bid if the price is deemed exces- 
sive or quality of product inferior. Each bid, with the name of the bid- 
der, shall be entered on a record. Each record, with the successful bid 
indicated thereon, and with the reasons for the award of the order or 
contract, be opened to public inspection. Contracts for the purchase of 
personal property or contractual services shall be let for periods not 
greater than one year.” 
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Further amend said House Bill No. 71 by striking from said bill Sec- 
tion 10 thereof in its entirety. 


Further amend said bill by striking therefrom Section 12 in it en- 
tirety and substituting in lieu thereof Section 12, to read as follows: 


“Section 12. This Act shall be cumulative in its nature; however, all 
conflicting provisions of law are hereby expressly repealed. This act 
shall in no manner repeal any of the provisions of Title 50, Chapter 1, or 
Title 52, Chapter 19, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended or Title 55, Chap- 
ter 4, Article 4, as amended, Code of Alabama 1940.” 


These such amendments are made for the purpose of lending strength 
and workability to the bill. They will further provide for a more effec- 
tive system of buying under competitive bids and give to home industry 
that same preference afforded to the home industries of our neighboring 
states. The preferential feature will put Alabama vendors on an equal 
competitive basis with our neighboring out-of-state industry inasmuch 
as those states afford the same preference to their local industries. Such 
amendment will serve as an aid to industry for our present taxpayers as 
well as an invitation to outside interest to become domiciled here. 


The right of any taxpayer to proceed in a court of competent juris- 
diction with litigation seeking to enjoin actions of a public official is 
clearly set out and defined in our statutes and the need for Section 10 of 
the bill has no sound basis as it would merely lend confusion in the in- 
stitution of suits for injunctive relief. It does not describe the manner 
in which such suits may be brought in sufficient detail as is already pro- 
vided in general statutes relating to such extraordinary writs of relief. 
Such section is, in my opinion, superfluous for the purpose of the bill.

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BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr. Brassell, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1074. To create an additional judgeship for the Fifth Judicial 
Circuit of Alabama, designated Judgeship No. 3; and to provide for the 
election, term of office, compensation, powers, duties, authority, obli- 
gations and qualifications of such additional judge. 


Mr. Hawkins, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the follow- 
ing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 175. To make an appropriation to provide for developing, repair- 
ing and improving the facilities of the Foundation Seedstocks Organiza- 
tion and for the payment of compensation and expenses of personnel 
engaged in the operation of such facilities.

Relating to privilege licenses; levying an additional tax 
upon sellers of malt or brewed beverages who are engaged in that 
business in Lowndes County; Providing for the assessment, collection, 
and use of the proceeds of the tax and for the adoption and promulgation 
of rules and regulations therefor by the governing body of said county; 
defining violations of the Act; and prescribing penalties therefor.

Relating to Walker County; providing 
for the election of a jailer for the county, and vesting in the jailer exclu- 
sive authority for the custody of the county jail and the prisoners there- 
in; prescribing the authority, jurisdiction, powers, and duties of the jailer, 
and his qualifications, term, and compensation.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. The City of Anniston, Alabama, is hereby authorized 
and empowered, at the discretion of the Board of Commisioners of 
said City, to sell to the Alabama Society for Crippled Children and 
Adults, a corporation, for its reasonable market value the following 
described property situated in the City of Anniston, Alabama, to-wit:

Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its pas- 
sage and enactment will be made, to-wit 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Conecuh County, Alabama authorizing the court of 
county commissioners, board of directors or like governing body of 
the county to levy a license tax on persons and others engaging in 
selling tangible personal property at retail and on persons and others 
conducting places of amusement in said county, the said tax to be 
measured by the gross receipts or gross proceeds of such businesses, and 
an excise tax on the storage, use or other consumption in said county 
of tangible personal property purchased for use, storage or other con- 
sumption in said county, when such a levy is approved at an election 
held for such purpose; ordering and providing for the holding of such 
eleciiui, specifying sales and transactions that are exempt from the 
measurement of the said license tax; specifying property the use, siur- 
age or other consumption of which is exempt from the said excise 
tax; providing for payment of said taxes, making reports and main- 
taining records with respect thereto, the cullecticn of the said taxes, 
and the enforcement of the provisions of this act; making applicable 
to the taxes herein authorized, and adopting by reference, certain 
provisions of Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code 
of Alabama, as amended; providing the Commissioner of Revenue and 
the State Department of Revenue shall have all powers and duties 
respecting the taxes herein authorized and the collection thereof that 
they have under said Articles 10 and 11, as amended; providing for 
collection of said exercise tax by sellers registered under Section 790 
of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended; providing that 
the said license tax shall be added to the sales price or admission fee 
and passed on to the purchaser or nerson paying the said admission 
fee; providing for a discount to persons subject to the sald license tax 
and to such registered sellers; providing for a charge by the State 
Department of Revenue for collecting the taxes herein authorized; and 
providing for the use of the revenues from said taxes. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Meaning of Terms Used in this Act. All words, terms 
and phrases that are defined in Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of 
Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as heretofore amended, shall, 
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where used in this act, have the meanings respectively ascribed to 
them in said Articles 10 and 11, as heretofore amended, except where 
the context herein clearly indicates a different meaning. In addition, 
the following words, terms and phrases where used in this act shall 
have the following respective meanings except where the context 
clearly indicates a different meaning; ‘‘this State’ means the State of 
Alabama; “Conecuh County” means Conecuh County in this State; 
“State Sales Tax statutes’ means Article 10 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 
of said Code, as heretofore amended, including all statutes heretofore 
enacted which expressly set forth any exemptions from the computa- 
tion of the tax levied in the said Article 10 and all other statutes here- 
tofore enacted which expressly apply to, or purport to affect, the ad- 
ministration of the said article and the incidence and collection of the 
tax imposed therein; “State Sales Tax” means the tax imposed by the 
State Sales Tax statutes; “State Use Tax statutes” means Article 11 
of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of said Code, as heretofore amended, includ- 
ing all statutes heretofore enacted which expressly set forth any 
exemptions from the computation of the tax levied in the said Article 
11 and all other statutes heretofore enacted which expressly apply to, 
or purport to affect, the administration of the said article and the in- 
cidence and collection of the tax imposed therein; “State Use Tax” 
means the tax imposed by the State Use Tax statutes; “registered 
seller” means a person registered with the State Department of Revenue 
pursuant to Section 790 of Title 51 of said Code, as heretofore amended; 
“month” means a calendar month; “quarterly period” means the period 
of three months ending on the last day of each March, June, September 
and December; and “fiscal year’ means the period commencing on 
October 1 of each calendar year and ending on September 30 of the 
next succeeding calendar year. 


Section 2. Election upon the Taxes herein Authorized. The court 
of county commissioners, board of directors, or like governing body of 
Conecuh County is authorized, directed, and required to order an elec- 
tion, which shall be held on the first Tuesday following the expiration 
of three months from final adjournment of the 1957 Regular Session of 
the Legislature, to determine whether or not special privilege license 
and excise taxes, in the amounts hereinafter provided, shall be levied 
for educational purposes within the county. The sheriff must give 
notice at least thirty days before the election to be held under this Act, 
by publication in some newspaper in the county, if any is published 
therein, and if not, by written notice posted at the courthouse door, 
and at three other public places in the county, of the time of holding 
and the purpose of the election. The court of county commissioners, 
board of directors or like governing body of the county shall provide 
for the holding of the election on such date. 


Section 3. Levy of License Tax and Excise Tax Authorized. The 
court of county commissioners, board of directors or like governing 
body of Conecuh County shall declare the result of the election, and if 
a majority of the electors voting on the question have voted in favor 
of the special taxes, the court of county commissioners, board of direc- 
tors or like governing body of the county may by resolution or or- 
dinance levy, in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed 
by law, a county privilege or license tax against the person on account 
of business activities in an amount to be determined by the application 
of rates against gross sales, or gross receipts, as the case may be, and a 
county excise tax, as follows: 


(a) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing, within Conecuh County, in the business of selling at retail any 
tangible personal property whatsoever, including merchandise and 
commodities of every kind and character (not including, however, 
bonds or other evidences of debts or stocks), an amount equal to one 
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percent (1%) of the gross proceeds of sales of the business except 
where a different amount is expressly provided herein; provided, how- 
ever, that any person engaging or continuing in business as a retailer 
and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required on the gross pro- 
ceeds of retail sales of such business at the rates specified, when his 
books are kept so as to show separately the gross proceeds of sales of 
each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax 
as a retailer, on the gross sales of the business; 


(b) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing, 
within Conecuh County, in the business of conducting or operating 
places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling 
alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, 
moving picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, 
including wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling ex- 
hibitions, football and baseball games (including athletic contests con- 
ducted by or under the auspices of any educational institution within 
this State, or any athletic association thereof, or other association 
whether such institution or association be a denominational, a state, a 
county, or a municipal institution or association or a state, county, or 
city school, or other institution, association or school), skating rinks, 
race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which any exhibition, 
display, amusement or entertainment is offered to the public or place 
or places where an admission fee is charged, including public bathing 
places, public dance halls of every kind and description within this 
State, an amount equal to one percent (1%) of the gross receipts of any 
such business. 


(c) Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing, within Conecuh County, in the busines of selling any automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-third 
of one percent (% of 1%) of the gross proceeds of the sale of said 
automotive vehicle, or truck trailer and semi-trailer; 


(d) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu- 
ing, within Conecuh County, in the business of selling any used auto- 
motive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer, where such vehicles 
are bought for the purpose of resale, an amount equal to one-third of

one percent (14 of 1%) of the gross proceeds of the sale of said autc- 


motive vehicle or truck trailer and semi-trailer; provided, however, that 


tailer as part of the consideration for the sale, trade, or exchange, in 
this State of any new or used motor vehicle, truck trailer or semi- 
trailer; provided, that there are exempted from the provisions of this 
section and from the computation of the amount of the tax imposed 
under this section the gross receipts of any business and the gross pro- 
ceeds of all sales which are presently exempted under the State Sales 
Tax statutes from computation of the amount of the State Sales Tax; 


(f) The storage, use, or other consumption in Conecuh County 
of any new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer 
purchased at retail for storage, use or other consumption in Conecuh 
County, at the rate of one-third of one percent (% of 1%) of the sales 
price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer; provided, 
however, that this subsection shall not apply to the storage, use or 
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other consumption in Conecuh County of any used automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer or semi-trailer purchased at retail in this State if it 
was acquired by the retailer as part of the consideration for the sale, 
trade or exchange in this State of any new or used motor vehicle, 
truck trailer or semi-trailer; 


Provided, however, that there are exempted from the provisions of 
this section and the tax imposed under this section the storage, use or 
other consumption of property the storage, use or other consumption of 
which are presently exempted under the State Use Tax statutes from 
the State Use Tax. Subject to the exemptions provided for in the pre- 
ceding sentence, every person storing, using or otherwise consuming in 
Conecuh County tangible personal property purchased at retail shall 
be liable for the tax imposed under this section, and the liability shall 
not be extinguished until the said tax has been paid by such person as 
herein provided; provided, however, that a receipt from a registered 
seller given, pursuant to Section 5 of this act, to the purchaser of any 
property to be used, stored or consumed in Conecuh County shall be 
sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for a tax 
to which such receipt may refer. 


Section 4. Dues Dates and Payment of and Reports Respecting, 
the Taxes herein Authorized. The taxes authorized to be levied in 
paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3 of this act shall be due 
and payable in monthly installments on or before the twentieth day 
of the month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues; and 
the taxes authorized to be levied in paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 
3 of this act shall be due and payable quarterly on or before the twen- 
tieth day of the month next succeeding each quarterly period during 
which the storage, use or other consumption of the tangible personal 
property became taxable hereunder, each such quarterly period to end on 
the last days of each of the months of March, June, September and De- 
cember. Al] taxes authorized in this act, when levied as provided 
herein, shall be paid to and collected by the State Department of 
Revenue at the same time and along with the collection of the State 
Sales Tax and the State Use Tax. On or prior to the due dates of the 
taxes herein authorized to be levied each person subject to said taxes 
shall file with the State Department of Revenue a report or return in 
such form as may be prescribed by the department, setting forth, 
with respect to all sales and business that are provided in paragraphs 
(a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3 hereof to be used as a measurement 
of the tax levied under said paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Sec- 
tion 3, a correct statement of the gross proceeds of all such sales and the 
gross receipts of all such business and setting forth, with respect to the tax 
levied under paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 hereof, the total sales 
price of all property, the use, storage, or other consumption of which be- 
came subject to the tax imposed under said paragraphs (e) and (f) of 
Section 3 during the then preceding quarterly period; provided, however, 
that said reports shall include also such other items of information perti- 
nent to the said taxes and the amount thereof as the State Department of 
Revenue may require. Any person subject to the taxes levied under 
paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3 hereof may defer report- 
ing credit sales until after their collection, and in the event he so 
defers reporting them, he shall thereafter include in each monthly report 
all credit collections made during the month preceding, and shall pay 
the taxes due thereon at the time of filing such report. All reports or 
returns filed with the State Department of Revenue under this section 
shall be available for inspection by the governing body of Conecuh 
pounty, or its designated agent, at reasonable times during business 

ours. 


Section 5. Collection, Payment and Report by Registered Sellers 
of Tax Authorized in Paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3. Every 
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registered seller making sales of tangible personal property for stor- 
age, use or other consumption in Conecuh County (which storage, use 
or other consumption is not herein exempted from the tax authorized 
in paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 hereof) shall at the time of 
making such sales or, if the storage, use or other consumption of such 
tangible personal property in Conecuh County is not then taxable 
under this act, at the time such storage, use or other consumption be- 
comes taxable hereunder, collect the tax imposed under paragraphs 
(a), (b), (ce), and (d) of Section 3 of this act from the purchaser, and 
shall give to the purchaser a receipt therefor in the manner and form 
prescibed by the State Department of Revenue. On the twentieth day 
of the month following the close of each quarterly period provided 
for in Section 4 hereof, each registered seller shall file with the State 
Department of Revenue a return for the preceding quarterly period in 
such form as may be prescribed by the department, showing the total 
sales price of the tangible personal property sold by such registered 
seller, the storage, use or other consumption of which became subject 
to the tax authorized to be imposed by paragraphs (e) and (f) of 
Section 3 of this act during the then preceding quarterly period; and 
each return shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amount of 
the tax herein required to be collected by such registered seller during 
the period covered by the return; provided, that any registered seller 
may defer collecting the tax with respect to credit sales until collec- 
tion of the proceeds of such sales and may defer reporting credit sales 
until after their collection, but shall thereafter collect the said taxes 
along with collection of said credit sales and shall include in each 
quarterly report all credit collections made during the preceding 
quarterly period, and shall remit the taxes with respect thereto at the 
time of filing such report or return. Any person who has paid to a 
registered seller the tax with respect to the use, storage or other con- 
sumption of tangible personal property in Conecuh County need not 
file a report or make any further payment of the said tax, but each 
person who purchases tangible personal property, the storage, use or 
other consumption of which is subject to the tax authorized to be im- 
posed by paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 3 of this act and who has not 
paid the tax due with respect thereto to a registered seller, shall 
report and pay the tax as required by Section 4 hereof. 


Section 6. Tax to be Passed on io Purchaser, User or Consumer. 
Each person engaging or continuing within Conecuh County in a busi- 
ness Subject to the taxes authorized to be levied in paragraphs (a), 
(b), (c), and (da) of Section 2 of this aci shall add to the sales price 
or admission fee and collect from the purchaser or the persui paying 
the admission fee the amount due by the taxpayer on account of said 
taxes authorized to be levied in said paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and 
(d) of Section 3; and every registered seller shall likewise add to the 
sales price and collect from the purchaser the amount of any tax which 
such registered seller is required by Section 5 hereof to collect. It 
shall be unlawful for any person subject to the tax authorized to be 
levied in said paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 3 to fail or 
refuse to add to the sales price or admission fee and to collect from the 
purchaser or person paying the admission fee the amount herein re- 
quirea to be sa added to the sales or admission price and collected 
from the purchaser, and it shali likewise be unlawful for any person 
subject to said tax to refund or offer to refund all or any part of the 
amount so collected or to absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption or refund of said tax or any portion thereof. It shall like- 
wise be unlawful for any registered seller to fail or refuse to add 
to the sales price and to collect from the purchaser the amount of the 
tax authorized to be imposed by paragraphs (e) and (f) of Section 
3 of this act or to refund or offer to refund or absorb, or to advertise 
directly or indirectly the absorption of, said tax or any portion thereof. 
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Section 7. Enforcement and Collection of Taxes herein Authoriz- 
ed; Taxes Constitute a Lein on Property of Persons from Whom Due. 
The taxes imposed under this act shall constitute a debt due Conecuh 
County and may be collected by civil suit, in addition to all other 
methods provided by law and in this act. The said taxes, together 
with interest and penalties with respect thereto, shall constitute and be 
secured by a lien upon the property of any person from whom said 
taxes are due or who is required to collect said taxes. All of the 
provisions of the revenue laws of this State which apply to the en- 
forcement of liens for license taxes due this State shall apply fully to 
the collection of the taxes levied hereunder, and the State Department 
of Revenue, for the use and benefit of Conecuh County shall collect 
such taxes and enforce this act and shall have and exercise for such 
collection and enforcement all rights and remedies that this State 
or the department has for collection of the State Sales Tax and the 
State Use Tax. The State Department of Revenue shall have full 
authority to employ such special counsel as it deems necessary from 
time to time to enforce collection of the taxes authorized to be levied by 
this act, and to otherwise enforce the provisions of this act, including 
any litigation involving this act; and the department shall pay such 
special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from 
the proceeds of the taxes collected by it for Conecuh County. 


Section 8. Adoption by Reference of State Sales Tax Statutes 
and State Use Tax Statutes, where Applicable. All provisions of the 
State Sales Tax statutes with respect to payment, assessment and 
collection of the State Sales Tax, making of monthly reports and keep- 
ing and preserving records with respect thereto, interest after due 
date of tax, penalties for failure to pay tax, make reports or other- 
wise comply with the State Sales Tax statutes, the promulgation of 
rules and regulations with respect to the State Sales Tax, and the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the State Sales Tax statutes, which 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this act when applied to 
the tax levied under paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) of Section 
3 hereof, shall apply to the tax levied under paragraphs (a), (b), (c), 
and (d) of the said Section 3; and all provisions of the State Use Tax 
statutes with respect to payment, assessment and collection of the State 
Use Tax, making quarterly reports and keeping and preserving records 
with respect thereto, interest after due date of tax, penalties for failure 
to pay tax, make reports or otherwise comply with the State Use Tax 
statutes, the promulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the 
State Use Tax, and the administration and enforcement of the State 
Use Tax statutes, which are not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act when applied to the tax levied under paragraphs (e) and (f) of 
Section 3 hereof, shall apply to the tax levied under paragraphs (e) 
and (f) of the said Section 3. The State Commissioner of Revenue and 
the State Department of Revenue shall have and exercise all of the 
same powers, duties and obligations with respect to the taxes levied 
under Section 3 hereof that are imposed on the commissioner and 
the department, respectively, by the State Sales Tax statutes and the 
State Use Tax statutes. All provisions of the State Sales Tax statutes 
and the State Use Tax statutes that are made applicable in this act 
to the taxes herein authorized to be levied and to the administration of 
this act are hereby incorporated herein by reference and made a part 
hereof as if fully set forth herein. 


Section 9. Discounts allowed Retailers and Registered Sellers. 
Each person subject to the license tax provided for in paragraphs 
(a), (b), (ce), and (d) of Section 3 hereof shall be allowed and may 
retain, out of the taxes levied under paragraphs (a), (b), (c), and (d) 
of said section 3 and payable by such retailer, a discount equal to 
two percent (2%) thereof. Each registered seller shall be allowed and 
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may retain, out of the taxes required to be collected by such registered 
seller, a discount equal to three percent (3%) thereof. 


Section 10. Disposition of Revenues from Taxes herein Authorized. 
The State Department of Revenue shall make an annual charge to 
Conecuh County for collecting the taxes herein authorized, such 
charge for each fiscal year to be an amount bearing the same relation 
and standing in the same ratio, to the total amount of the taxes 
collected hereunder that the total cost during the same fiscal year of 
collecting the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax bears to the total 
amount of the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax collected during 
that fiscal year; and the said annual charge for each fiscal year shall 
be retained by the State Department of Revenue out of the taxes 
collected hereunder during September of the same fiscal year. The Com- 
missioner of Revenue shall pay into the state treasury all taxes col- 
lected under this act, as such taxes are received by the Commissioner; 
and on or before the first day of each successive month (commencing 
with the month following the month in which the Commissioner makes 
the first collections hereunder), the Commissioner shall certify to the 
State Comptroller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of 
this act and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of 
Conecuh County during the month immediately preceding the making 
of such certificate; provided, however, that before certifying the 
amount of the taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of 
Conecuh County during each September, the Commissioner shall deduct 
from the taxes collected in said month the aforesaid annual charge 
of the department for that fiscal year. It shall be the duty of the 
Comptroller each month to issue his warrant on the State Treasurer, 
in the amount so certified by the Commissioner of Revenue as having 
been collected under this act and paid during the then preceding 
month into the state treasury, and payable as follows: The amount so 
certified by the Commissioner as having been collected under this 
act and paid into the state treasury during the then preceding month 
is hereby appropriated for the school purposes hereinafter specified and 
shall be paid to the custodian of the public school funds of Conecuh 
County. The said revenues from the taxes levied hereunder, and 
required under this section to be paid to the custodian of county 
school funds in Conecuh County, shall be used for constructing, re- 
building, enlarging, equipping and repairing public school buildings, and 


for other educational purposes, in Conecuh | County. 


Section 11. Severability Clause. In the event anv section, sen- 
tence, clause or portion of this act shouid be declared ‘invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect the 
validity of any of the remaining sections, sentences, clauses or portions 
of this act, which shall continue effective. 


Section 12. Effective Date of Act. This act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon 
its otherwise becoming a law. It is provided, however, that in the 
event the State levies additional sales and use taxes, or if the present 
rate of the State Sales Tax and State Use Tax is increased, this act 
shall expire and the levy and collection of taxes hereunder shall ter- 
minate immediately upon the taking effect of the act or acts levying 
such additional sales and use taxes or increasing the present rate of 
the State Sales Tax and the State Use Tax.

The question was upon the adoption of the substitute and amend- 
ment reported by the Standing Committee on Health, said committee 
substitute and amendment being as follows: 


COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE TO H. B. 489 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate the teaching and practice of cosmetology; requiring the 
registration and licensing of cosmetologist and cosmetologists’ appren- 
tices, and schools of cosmetology, creating for the administration of 
this Act a State Board of Cosmetology, and defining violation of this 
Act and prescribing penalties therefor. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. (a) ‘Cosmetology’ as used in this Act is hereby defined 
to mean any one and/or combination of practices generally and usually, 
heretofore and hereafter performed by, and known as the profession of 
Beauty Culturists, or Cosmeticians, or Cosmetologists, or Hairdressers, 
or of any other person holding him or herself out as practicing Cos- 
metology by whatever designation and within the meaning of this Act 
and in/and upon what whatever place or premises; and in particular 
Cosmetology shall be defined and shall include—but otherwise not be 
limited thereby—the following or any one or a combination of practices, 
to-wit: Arranging, dressing, curling, waving, cleansing, cutting, singe- 
ing, bleaching, coloring, or similar work, upon the hair of any person 
by any means, and/or with hands or mechanical or electrical apparatus 
or appliances, or by the use of cosmetic preparations, antiseptices, tonics, 
lotions, creams, or otherwise, massaging, cleansing, stimulating, ma- 
nipulating, exercising, beautifying, or similar work, the scalp, face, 
neck, arms, hands, bust, or upper part of the body, or manicuring the 
nails of any person. 


(b) “Cosmetologist” shall mean any person, not an apprentice or a 
student, following or practicing cosmetology, not owning or managing 
a Beauty Shop or School of Cosmetology, and who shall have the 
qualifications hereinafter provided for a cosmetologist. 


(c) “Managing Cosmetologist” shall mean a cosmetologist who 
manages or conducts a beauty shop or school of cosmetology. 


(d) “Manicurist” shall mean any person who engages only in the 
practice of manicuring the nails of any person. 


(e) “Apprentice” shall mean any person who is engaged in the 
learning or acquiring of any or all the practices of cosmetology and 
while so learning, performs or assists in any of the practices of cos- 
metology in a shop registered or licensed under this Act. 


(f) “Student” shall mean any person who is engaged in the learn- 
ing or acquiring of any or all the practices of cosmetology and while 
so learning, performs or assists in any of the practices of cosmetology in 
a school registered or licensed under this Act under the instruction or 
immediate supervision of an instructor, licensed as such under this Act. 


(g) “Instructor” shall mean any person who is a cosmetologist 
and who teaches cosmetology or any practices thereof in a duly regis- 
tered school of cosmetology, provided, however, that nothing contained 
herein shall apply to any instructor employed by a teacher in a school 
or class executed by a public school board of education. 


(h) “Student Instructor” shall mean a cosmetologist who is 
receiving instructions in teacher’s training in a duly registered school 
of cosmetology. 


(i) “Beauty Shop’ shall mean any place or part thereof, where in 
or whereupon cosmetology or any of its practices are followed, whether 
such place is known or designated as a cosmetician, cosmetological or 
beauty shop or establishment or whether the person practicing cosme- 
tology therein holds himself out as a cosmetician, cosmetologist or 
beauty culturist, or by any other name as designation indicating that 
cosmetology is practiced therein. 


(j) “School of Cosmetology” shall mean any place or part thereof, 
wherein or whereupon cosmetology or any of its practices are taught, 
whether such place or establishment is known or designated as a cos- 
metician, cosmetological or beauty culture school or establishment, or by 
any other name or designation, indicating that cosmetology is taught 
therein to students, provided, however, that nothing contained herein 
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shall apply to any school or class operated by a public school board of 
education. 


(k) “Place of Cosmetology” for the purpose of this Act, shall mean 
such place wherein or whereupon cosmetology is practiced on the 
members of the general public for compensation; and such place wherein 
or whereupon cosmetology is taught to students shall hereinafter be 
considered as a school of cosmetology; provided, however, that any 
appropriate name herein mentioned may be used for either such beauty 
shop or for such school of cosmetology, respectively, but such name 
shall be displayed upon or over the entrance door or doors or such place 
designating it as a beauty shop or school of cosmetology as the case 
may be, within the meaning of this Act. Either of such establishments 
shall be entirely distinct and separated from any living quarters, but 
may be housed under the same roof. 


(1) “Board” as that term shall be used in this Act shall mean and 
refer to the Alabama Board of Cosmetology, as hereinafter provided for. 


Section 2. After October 1, 1957, it shall be unlawful for any person 
in this state to engage in or to follow or to attempt to engage in or to 
follow or to hold himself or herself out as engaging in or following, or 
to advertise or to assume to engage in or to follow the profession of cos- 
metology as a cosmetologist, or manicurist, or manager, or apprentice, or 
student, in and upon whatever place or premises, unless such person 
shall have first obtained a license from the Alabama Board of 
Cosmetology; or to engage in the teaching of cosmetology, or to receive 
teacher’s training in a school of cosmetology, without first procuring 
a license from and become registered with the Alabama Board of Cos- 
metology, as the case may be. 


Section 3. After October 1, 1957, it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, co-partnership, association or corporation, foreign or domestic, to 
engage in or to follow, or to hold himself, herself or itself out as en- 
gaging in or following, or to advertise or to assume to engage in or to 
follow the conducting and operation of a beauty shop or a school of 
cosmetology, by whatever name or designation, in and upon whatever, 
place or premises, within this Siuie, without first procuring from the 
Alabama Board of Cosmetology, a certificate of registration, as provided 

A nt 


ny this Act. 

Section 4. There is hereby created the Alabama Board uf Cos. 
metology, to consist of five persons, citizens of this State for at least 
five (5) years prior to their appointment, for the purpose of carrying 
out and enforcing the provisions of this Act. Such Board shall be 
appointed by the Governor and no two Board members shall be resi- 
dents of the same congressional district of the State of Alabama. The 
members of the Board shall be at least twenty-five (25) years of age, 
must have had at least five (5) years practical experience in the majority 
of the practices of Cosmetology and shall be citizens of this State. One 
member of said Board shall be a member of or affiliated with a schoo] 
of cosmetoivgy. Onc (1) membher shall be appointed for a term of one 
(1) year, one (1) member for a term of two (Z) years, onc member for 
a term of three (3) years, one member for a term of four (4) years, and 
one member for a term of five (5) years, and until their successors are 
appointed and qualified. Vacancies on the Board shall be filled by the 
Governor. Said Board may do all things necessary and convenient for 
enforcing the provisions of this Act. They may from time to time 
promulgate necessary rules and regulations compatible with the pro- 
visions of this Act. Any Board member may be removed by the Gov- 
ernor for just cause. 
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Section 5. (a) The members of the Board shall, annually, elect 
from among their number, a president, a secretary, and a treasurer. 
They shall be empowered to employ adequate personnel properly to 
enforce the provisions of this Act. The compensation of said personnel 
shall be paid out of the funds received by the Board. All employees of 
the Board shall serve at the pleasure of the Board. The Board members, 
before entering upon the discharge of their duties, shall file with the 
Treasurer of the State a good and sufficient bond in the penal sum of 
Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) payable to the State of Alabama to 
insure the faithful performance of his or her duties and the premium 
of such bond shall be paid out of the funds of the Board. Such bond 
with the approval of the Board and oath of office endorsed thereon 
shall be deposited with the Secretary of State and kept in his office. 
Provided, however, that the member of the Board elected as treasurer 
shall file with the Treasurer of the State a good and sufficient bond in 
the penal sum of $25,000, payable to the State of Alabama, in insure 
the faithful performance of his or her duties as such treasurer, and the 
premium on such bond shall be paid out of the funds of the Board. 


Section 6. Each Board member shall receive fifteen dollars ($15.00) 
per diem while engaged in the discharge of his or her official duties, 
and necessary expenses incurred therein, not to exceed ten dollars 
($10.00) per day, plus nine cents a mile for necessary travel involved in 
such official duties. The members’ compensation for expenses as herein 
provided and other expenses authorized by this Act shall be paid from 
the fund derived from the operation of this Act, and held in the State 
Treasury to the use of the Board, on requisition signed by the President 
and Treasurer of the Board, and on warrant of the Auditor of the State. 
Any monies remaining in this fund, not expended or obligated as pro- 
vided in this Act, shall at the end of each fiscal year be transferred to 
the general fund of the State. 


Section 7. The Board shall meet in the City of Montgomery on the 
second Tuesday in January, April, July and October of each year, and 
at such other times and places as the Board may direct. The majority 
of the members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. The Board shall prescribe rules for its government 
and have a seal with which to authenticate its acts. Provided, how- 
ever, that the members of such Board shall not be entitled to the per 
diem and expenses hereinabove provided for more than twenty days 
during any calendar year. 


Section 8. The said Board shall keep a permanent record of its 
proceedings. It shall keep a register of applicants for certificates or 
licenses showing the name of the applicant, the name and location of his 
or her place of occupation or business, and whether the applicant was 
granted or refused a Certificate or license. The books and records of the 
Board shall be prima facie evidence of matters therein contained shall 
constitute public records and shall at all reasonable times be open for pub- 
lic inspection. 


Section 9. No person shall be admitted to examination or receive 
a license under this Act, except as otherwise provided for in this Act, 
unless such person shall possess the following qualifications: 


(a) Cosmetologist—Except as otherwise provided for in this Act, 
no person may be licensed as a cosmetologist in any one or combination 
of the practices of cosmetology under this Act, unless such person shall 
pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for, and have an 
education equivalent to the completion of eight grades in school and 
ee have served and completed the required time and studies as 
ollows: 
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1. For a complete course of cosmetology, consisting of all or the 
majority of practices thereof in a school of cosmetology, of at least 1000 
hours of continuous training not to exceed more than eight (8) hours in 
any one day; 


2. Or as an apprentice in a beauty shop for a period of not less 
than four thousand (4000) hours over a minimum period of two (2) 
years of training not to exceed more than eight (8) hours in any one 
day; or, in either event, 


3. Shall have passed an examination to the satisfaction of the 
Board as provided in this Act. 


(b) Manicurist—Except as otherwise provided for in this Act, no 
manicurist may be licensed as such unless such person shall pay the 
original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for and shall have com- 
pleted a course of training of not less than three hundred (300) hours 
in a school of cosmetology, or shall have served as an apprentice in a 
beauty shop for a period of not less than six hundred (600) hours and 
a minimum of four (4) months continuous training not to exceed more 
than eight (8) hours in any one day, and shall have passed an exami- 
nation to the satisfaction of the Board as provided for in this Act. 


(c) Managing Cosmetologists—Except as otherwise provided for in 
this Act, no person may be licensed as a managing cosmetologist, unless 
such person shall pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided 
for, and shall be a licensed cosmetologist, and has served as such in a 
registered beauty shop for a period of not less than 2 years prior to 
such application for a license as managing cosmetologist. 


(d) Apprentices—Apprentices in cosmetology shall be registered 
upon the payment of the original fee as hereinafter provided for, payable 
upon the commencement of the apprenticeship in a duly registered 
beauty shop. Such apprentice shall be at least sixteen (16) years of age 
at the time of such registration. Provided, that any beauty shop that 
shall take an apprentice shall immediately file with the Board the name 
and age of such apprentice, and the Board shall cause the same to be 
entered in a registry kept for that purpose. 


(e) Students—Siudents in cosmetology shall be registered by the 
Board without fee, upon enrollment in a registered school of cosme- 
tology, and upon certification by such school of such enrollment. A 
student shall be at least sixteen (16) years of age at the time of such 
registration. Provided, that any school of cosmetoiogy that shall enroil 
such a student shall immediately file with the Board the name and age 
of such student, and the Board shall cause the same to be entered in a 
registry kept for that purpose. 


(f) Instructors—Except as otherwise provided for in this Act, no 
person may be licensed as an instructor in any one or combination of 
the practices of cosmetology unless such person shall pay the original 
licensing fee as hereinafter provided for, and shall hold a license as a 
cosmetologist issued to him pursuant to Paragraph (a) in Section 9 
hereinabove, and in addition, 


1. Shall have at least six (6) months ieacher’s training enurse in 
cosmetology in a registered school of cosmetology, provided that in 
no event shall more than nine (9) months teacher’s training be re- 
quired for admission to examination; or 


2. Shall have at least one (1) year experience as an active prac- 
ticing cosmetologist and supplemented by not less than three (3) months 
teacher's training in cosmetology in a registered school of cosmetology, 
provided that in no event shall more than five (5) months teacher’s 
training be requisite for admission for examination. 
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No instructor or student instructor shall be permitted to practice 
cosmetology on the public other than such practical work as shall 
pertain directly to the teaching of practical subjects to students. 


(g) Student Instructors—Student instructors in cosmetology shall 
be registered as such without fee, uvon enrollment in a registered 
school of cosmetology, and upon certification by such school to the 
Board of such enrollment. A student instructor at the time of such 
enrollment shall hold a license as a cosmetologist. Upon the completion 
of the course prescribed by this Act for a student instructor, said student 
instructor may make application on a form provided by the Board and 
pay the examination fee as hereinafter provided for. Said Board shall 
thereupon cause such applicant to be examined for an instructor’s cer- 
tificate, said examination to be given by the Board. Upon such appli- 
cant’s successfully passing said examination and the payment of the 
original licensing fee of an instructor as hereinafter provided for said 
Board shall issue and give an instructor’s certificate. Provided that 
any school of cosmetology that shall enroll any person as a student 
instructor shall immediately file with the Board the name and age of 
such student, his qualifications qualifying him for such course as herein 
provided and the Board shall cause the same to be entered in a register 
kept for that purpose. 


The sufficiency of the qualifications of applicants for admission to 
the examinations or for licensing as herein provided for shall be deter- 
mined by the Board, subject to such provisions as the Board shall make. 


Persons duly registered under any limited or unlimited medical 
practice laws or lectures upon subjects not directly appertaining to 
cosmetology, need not be holders of cosmetologist certificates as pro- 
vided for in this Act, nor need such persons have the required training 
ip Soe craeey and they shall otherwise be exempt from the provisions 
of this Act. 


Section 10. (a) It shall be necessary for any person, firm, cor- 
poration or association to apply to the Board for a certificate of regis- 
tration as a registered beauty shop or school of cosmetology, within 
the meaning of this Act, said application to be upon a form prescribed 
by the Board, and shall be accompanied by the payment of the original 
registration fee, as hereinafter provided for. Any beauty shop or school 
of cosmetology shall after the effective date of this Act fully comply 
with all the provisions of the Act applicable thereto, and with all the 
rules and regulations promulgated by the Board as hereinafter provided. 


(b) No beauty shop shall accept an apprentice unless such beauty 
shop be in charge of a managing cosmetologist, licensed as such, and 
shall have also on its staff at least one additional licensed cosmetologist; 
provided, further, that such shop may register one additional appren- 
tice for each three additional licensed cosmetologists attached to its 
staff. In addition, such shop shall possess the necessary apparatus and 
equipment for the proper instruction in all subjects for the practices for 
which a license is required under this Act, and shall maintain a daily 
record of the attendance of such apprentice or apprentices, together 
with the number of hours of apprenticeship, and shall certify to the 
Board upon termination of such apprenticeship the credits earned. 
Such instruction shall require the necessary training for a complete 
course comprising all or the majority of the practices of cosmetology 
as provided in Section 9, Paragraphs a and b of this Act and such 
course shall include practical demonstrations and theoretical studies 
and studies in sanitation, sterilization, and other safety measures, and 
the use of antiseptics, cosmetics and electrical appliances, consistent 
with the practical and theoretical requirements as applicable to cos- 
metology, as provided for in this Act. 
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(c) Any person, firm or corporation teaching any or all of the 
practices of cosmetology, shall be required to comply with all pro- 
visions applicable to schools of cosmetology or to beauty shops having 
apprentices and any and all rules which may be promulgated by the 
Board. No school of cosmetology or beauty shop shall operate within 
this State unless a proper certificate of registration under this Act 
has first been obtained. The practice of cosmetology shall not be fol- 
lowed in this State except in a duly registered beauty shop or school of 
cosmetology except for educational purposes. 


Section 11. No school of cosmetology shall be granted a certificate 
of registration unless it shall employ and maintain a sufficient number 
of competent instructors, at least one for every twenty students in 
attendance at any one time; shall possess apparatus and equipment 
sufficient for the proper and full teaching of all subjects of its curri- 
culum; shall keep a daily record of the attendance of each student, 
maintain regular class and instruction hours, establish grades, and 
hold examinations before issuance of diplomas; and shall require a 
school term of training for a complete course comprising all or the 
majority of the practices of cosmetology as provided in Section 9 (a) 
of this Act, together with the minimum number of hours therein 
prescribed; and shall include practical demonstrations and theoretical 
studies and study in sanitation, sterilization, other safety measures, and 
the use of antiseptics, cosmetics and electrical appliances, consistent with 
the practical and theoretical requirements as applicable to cosmetology 
or any practice therof, as provided in this Act. Any such school that 
shall enroll student instructors, shall not have at any one time more 
than one student instructor for each licensed instructor actively en- 
gaged in such school. 


Section 12. Each person, who desires to engage in any of the prac- 
tices designated to be within the meaning of this Act shall file with 
the Secretary of the said Board a written application for a certificate 
to practice or for an examination and license to practice as the case 
may be and as provided in this Act, said application to be accom- 
panied by a health certificate issued by a regularly licensed physician, 
on a form prescribed and supplied by said Board. Such applicant shall,

under Gath, submit photographs, satisfactory proof of the required age, 


educational qualifications, and be of good moral character, and shall 
deposit with the Secretary the required fee hereinafter provided for. 


Section 13. If the Board finds that the applicant has submitted 
the credentials required for admission to the examination and license, 
or registration, and has paid the required fee, and shall have complied 
with the requirements of Section 12, the Board shall admit such applicant 
to examination or for registration, as the case may be. 


Section 14. The examination of applicants for a license to practice 
classified profession as designated under this Act shall be conducted 
under rules prescribed by the said Board and shall include both prac- 
tical demonstrations, written and oral tests in reference to the practices 
for which a license is applied and such related studies on subjects 
as the Hoard may determine necessary for the proper and efficient 
performance of such practices; and shall not be confined to any specific 
system or method, and such examinations shall be consistent with a 
prescribed curriculum for a Beauty School or Schools of Cosmetology 
and the practical and theoretical requirements for the practice of 
Cosmetology as provided by this Act. 


Section 15. If an applicant for examination to practice cosme- 
tology passes such examination to the satisfaction of said Board and 
has paid the required fee as provided in Section 16 hereof and other- 
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wise complies with the requirements provided in this Act, or an ap- 
plicant who otherwise qualified for registration, and has paid the re- 
quired fee and complies with the requirements for registration as pro- 
vided in this Act, the Board shall issue a certificate or license, as the 
case may be, to that effect, signed by the Secretary and/or members of 
the Board and attested by its seal. Such certificate or license shall 
be evidence that the person to whom it is issued is entitled to follow 
the practices, profession or professions, as classified under this Act. 
The holder of a cosmetologist’s license, as herein provided for, shall 
have the right and privilege to place the initials “R.C.” immediately 
following his or her name to designate him or her as a registered 
cosmetologist. 


Section 16. The various fees to be paid by the applicants for 
original registrations, original licenses, annual renewals, temporary 
permits, licenses issued upon reciprocity, and examinations as required 
under this Act, shall be as follows:

Section 17. (a) The board shall have authority to employ inspec- 
tors, and to employ and fix the compensation of such regular or special 
counsel, clerks and other assistants as it may deem necessary in order 
to carry out the provisions of this chapter, subject, however, to the 
limitation that the number of clerks and other assistants shall at no 
time exceed a total of three and that the number of inspectors em- 
ployed by the Board at any one time shall not exceed six, one or more 
of whom may be inspectors of colored shops and schools, and subject 
to the further limitation that no employee of the board shall be 
related by blood or marriage to any member of said Board, which said 
inspectors shall be approved by the Department of Public Health 
of the State of Alabama before being eligible for such employment. 
Each inspector shall receive a salary of not more than $4,200.00 per 
year and shall be reimbursed for actual expenses involved in the dis- 
charge of his or her duties. Such expenses shall not exceed the sum 
of ten dollars ($10.00) per day, plus five cents a mile travel expenses. 
The Board shall, upon written request of the State Health Officer, 
discharge any inspector for cause. 
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(b) All inspectors appointed under the provisions of this law shall 
be registered cosmetologists who have engaged in the practice of cos- 
metology in this state for not less than three years, and who are not 
less than twenty-five years of age. 


Section 18. The Board may dispense with examinations of appli- 
cants as provided in this Act, may grant Certificates of registration of 
Licenses under the respective sections, upon the payment of the re- 
quired fee as provided in this Act, provided that such applicant is 
currently licensed in and has complied with the requirements of an- 
other State, territory, District of Columbia, or foreign country, state 
or province wherein the requirements for registration were substantially 
equal to those in force in this State at the time said license was issued 
by said State, Territory, District of Columbia, or foreign country, 
state or province or upon due proof that such applicant has continu- 
ously practiced the practices or profession which a license is applied at 
least five (5) years immediately prior to such application and upon 
the payment of a fee provided in Section 16 of this Act. 


Section 19. Any person, who, at the time of the passage of this 
Act is, or prior thereto has practiced within this State cosmetology or 
any of its practices as a cosmetologist, and as such is at the time of 
the passage of this Act acting as an instructor, managing cosmetologist, 
or owner of a beauty shop or school of cosmetology, and any person who 
at the time of the passage of this Act and for at least six (6) months 
immediately prior thereto has been in the continuous and actual prac- 
tice of cosmetology or any of the practices thereof, in established 
places of business or beauty shop or school of cosmetology within this 
State as a cosmetologist, and not as an apprentice or student, shall be 
registered by the Board and shall receive a license to practice and fol- 
low the profession of cosmetology to the same extent and in the same 
capacity as such person has practiced or is practicing cosmetology or 
any of the practices thereof as a cosmetologist, instructor, managing 
cosmetologist, or owner. Such certificate and license shall be issued 
by the Board without an examination, and such person shall also 
be exempt from the qualifications heretofore set out as to education 
or age. Any person studying at the time of the passage of this Act 
to become a student instructor or siudying the cccupation of casmetology 
or any practice thereof in a school of cosmetology or who shall be 
acquiring the practice in a beauty shop as an apprentice shall receive 
credit fur the time and hours speni in such; providing that the nerson 
or persons to be exempted under this Section as provided hereinabove 
and providing that the student and apprentice to be credited as here- 
inabove provided shall within ninety (90) days after the appointment 
of the Board by the Governor file with said Board an application upon 
a form prescribed and furnished by the Board for a license to practice 
or to follow the practice or practices in the same capacity as shall 
have been followed by him prior thereto or for a certificate of credits 
as a student or apprentice as the case may be. Such application shall 
be accompanied by an affidavit sworn to before a Notary Public or an 
officer authorized to administer oaths, and shall be signed by the 
applicant, stating the practice or practices followed by him prior 
thereto or the study pursued, and further providing that such ap- 
plication be accompanied by a registration fee of Five Dollars ($5.00) 
for applications by cosmetologists, Five Dollars ($5.00) for instructors, 
Five Dollars ($5.00) for managing cosmetologists, Five Dollars ($5.00) 
for owners of beauty shops, One Dollar ($1.00) for students or ap- 
prentices, and Fifty Dollars ($50.00) for schools of cosmetology. Any 
license or certificate so issued shall thereafter be renewable as provided 
in this Act and upon the payment of the renewal fees as provided for 
in this Act. 
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Section 20. The Board shall have the power to refuse, revoke 
and suspend licenses and certificates, strictly in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, upon proof of violation of any of the rules and 
regulations promulgated by the said Board, or upon proof of violation 
of any of the sections of this Act. 


The Board may refuse to grant or may revoke or suspend any 
certificate or license issued in any case where the holder of or ap- 
plicant for such license or certificate shall have been guilty of fraud 
or dishonest conduct in the taking of the examination herein provided 
for. or shall at any time have been convicted of a felony or of gross 
immorality, or shall be guilty of grossly unprofessional or dishonest 
conduct, or shall be addicted to the excessive use of intoxicating liquors 
or to the use of drugs to such an extent as to render him or her unfit 
to practice in any of the practices or professions set forth in this 
Act, or who shall advertise by means of knowingly false or deceptive 
statements, or who shall fail to display the license or certificate 
issued to him as provided for in this Act, Provided, however, that the 
Board shall not on any of the grounds in this section stated, refuse to 
issue or renew any license or certificate, now shall it revoke or sus- 
pend any such license or certificate already issued, except after ‘a 
hearing, of which the applicant or licensee or the holder of the cer- 
tificate affected shall be given at least twenty (20) days notice in 
writing, specifying the reason or reasons for denying the applicant a 
license or certificate or registration, or in case of a suspension or 
revocation, the offense or offenses of which the licensee or the holder 
of the certificate of registration is charged. Such notice may be served 
by mailing a copy thereof by registered mail to the last known resi- 
dence or business address of such applicant, licensee or holder of a 
certificate. The hearing on such charges shall be at such time and 
place as the Board may prescribe, provided, however, that such hearing 
must be held in the county in which such applicant, licensee or holder 
of a certificate has his or her place of business. 


The members of the Board shall have the power to administer oaths 
and shall have the power to require the attendance of witnesses and 
the production of such books, records and papers as it may desire at 
any hearing on any matter which the Board has authority to investi- 
gate, and for that purpose may require the Secretary of the Board to 
issue a Subpoena Duces Tecum to compel the production of any 
books, records or papers, directed to the Sheriff of the County where 
such witness resides or may be found, which Subpoenas and Subpoenas 
Duces Tecum shall be served and returned in the same manner as a 
subpoena in a criminal case is served and returned. The fees and 
mileage of the sheriff and witnesses shall be the same as allowed in the 
Circuit Courts of this State. Such fees and mileage shall be paid 
from the funds of the Board on deposit in the State Treasury for 
the use of the Board, in the same manner as other expenses of the 
Board are paid. The Board must subpoena all witnesses for whom 
subpoena is requested by the applicant, licensee or holder of a cer- 
tificate provided, however, that such request shall be made in writ- 
ing to the Secretary of the Board at least ten (10) days prior to the 
date set for the hearing. All fees and mileage of the Sheriff and wit- 
nesses subpoenaed at the request of such applicant, licensee or holder 
of a certificate shall be paid by the applicant, licensee or holder of a 
certificate, and execution may issue therefor the same as provided in 
civil cases in the Circuit courts in this State. 


Section 21. Findings made by the Board are deemed conclusive, 
unless within thirty (30) days after notice of the decision of the 
Board has been given an aggrieved party, said aggrieved person shall 
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appeal said finding or ruling to the Circuit Court of the County of 
his residence, or to the Circuit Court of Montgomery County. In the 
event of such appeal, the Circuit Court shall hear the same de novo. 
Such appeal shall be taken by the filing with the Board of a letter 
stating the aggrieved person’s desire to appeal said findings, and said 
letter shall specify whether the appeal is taken to the Circuit Court 
of the county of his residence or to the Circuit Court of Montgomery 
County. Such aggrieved person shall have a right to demand trial by 
jury by demanding same at the time of the filing with the Board 
of the notice of Appeal. The action of the Board shall be stayed pend- 
ing such appeal. The Circuit Court shall have the right to affirm, 
reverse or affirm in part or reverse in part the finding of the Board 
and shall render such final judgment as to the court may seem just 
and proper. 


In the event the decision of the board is affirmed the cost of such 
appeal shall be taxed against the party taking such appeal. In the 
event the decision of the Board is not affirmed in whole, the court 
shall in its discretion tax such cost of appeal against the board or 
against the person taking such appeal or partly against each; and the 
court in its discretion may award a reasonable attorney fee to the at- 
torney for the party taking such appeal as part of such cost, in the 
event the decision of the board is not affirmed in whole. 


Section 22. Any investigation, inquiry or hearing, which the said 
Board is empowered by this Act to hold or undertake may be held or 
undertaken by, or held before any three members of said Board, and 
shall be deemed to be the finding or order of said Board when 
approved and confirmed by a majority of said Board. 


Section 23. The fees for examination, licenses and certificates, 
as provided for in this Act, shall be paid in advance to the Secretary 
of the Board, and by him paid each month into the State Treasury 
to the credit of a fund for the use of the said Board. On failure to 
pass an examination the fees shall not be returned to the applicant, but 
within the year after such failure he or she may present himself or 
leds and be again examined without the payment of an additional 
ee, 


Section 24. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion to praciite cosmetology excerpt in a bona fide establisnea beauty 
shop or school of Cosmetology, wherein the requirements of law as 
to proper and sanitary practices of cosmetology are complied with. 


Section 25. The Board may issue a temporary license, to any 
person who otherwise is subject to examination, as provided in this 
Act, upon documentary or other satisfactory evidence that the applicant 
therefor has the necessary qualifications to practice any one or any 
combination of practices of Cosmetology for which a temporary license 
is applied; providing, however, that such application for a temporary 
license is accompanied by an application for an examination as pro- 
vided in this Act and the necessary fee therefor as provided in Sec- 
tion 16 of this Act. Each temporary license shaii siuie the date of 
expiration and the temporary license shall after such date be void and 
of no effect. Such temporary license shall in no event remain in force 
beyond the date of the next regular meeting of the Board at which 
examinations are held and until the results of the applicant’s exami- 
nations are announced. Two such temporary licenses may not be is- 
sued to the same person. 


Section 26. Nothing in this Act shall prohibit service in case of 
emergency, or domestic administration, without compensation, nor 
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services by persons authorized under the laws of this State to practice 
medicine, surgery, dentistry, chiropody, osteopathy, or chiropractic or 
the occupation of a masseur, nor services by barbers, insofar as their 
usual and ordinary vocation and profession is concerned, when en- 
gaged in any of the following practices, namely: arranging, cleansing, 
cutting, or singeing the hair of any person; or in massaging, cleaning, 
stimulating, exercising, or similar work, the scalp, face or neck of any 
person, with the hands, or with mechanical or electrical apparatus or 
appliance, or by the use of cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, tonics, 
lotions or creams. Nor shall this Act apply to the services of per- 
sonnel of the United States Army, Navy, Air Force or Marine Corps, 
or to registered nurses doing any of the acts of works defined as 
cosmetology; and this act shall not apply to the teaching or practice 
of cosmetology in training public school or trade school pupils. 


Section 27. Every holder of a certificate of license granted by the 
said Board, as provided in this Act, shall display it in a conspicuous 
place in his or her principal office, place of business or employment. 


Section 28. The holder of a certificate or license issued by said 
Board as provided in this Act, who continues in active practice of 
said profession within the meaning of this Act, shall annually on or 
before the Ist day of October, renew his or her certificate or license 
and pay the renewal fee. A certificate or license which has not been 
renewed prior to the 31st day of October in that year, shall expire on 
the lst day of November in that year. The holder of the expired 
certificate or license may have within (3) years of the date of the 
expiration, the certificate restored upon the payment of the required 
renewal fee and satisfactory proof of his or her qualifications to 
resume practice or profession. The restoration fee shall be as follows: 
The sum of the accumulated annual renewal fees for the lapsed period, 
plus the fee for the current year. 


Section 29. The first certificates or licenses issued under this 
Act shall be valid until October 1, 1958. Thereafter no certificate or 
license shall be issued for a longer period than one year, and all cer- 
tificates shall expire on the 30th day of September, next succeeding, un- 
less renewed for the next year by the 3lst day of October and upon 
payment of the fees for renewal as herein provided. 


Section 30. Any person or corporation who shall practice cos- 
metology or; any of the practices thereof, maintaining a school of 
cosmetology or a Beauty Shop, or act in any capacity wherein a cer- 
tificate or license is required, without a certificate or license provided 
in this Act, or shall in other form or manner violate any of the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
fined not to exceed One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) or shall be im- 
prisoned for no more than ninety (90) days, or both, and if a corpora- 
tion, shall be punished by a fine of not more than Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00). 


Section 31. If any section, or phrase of this Act is for any reason 
held to be unconstitutional or invalid such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the remaining portions of this Act. 


Section 32. All acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 33. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passe ee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becom- 
ing law.

Mr. Murphy, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legis- 


lation No. 1, reported that saia Committee ii session had acted ul the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1096. To authorize the City of Anniston, Alabama, to sell to Ala- 
bama. Society for Crippled Children & Adults, a corporation, for its reas- 
onable market value the South 50 feet of Lots 15, 16, 17, & 18, in Block 
151, according to the Map of the Anniston City Land Company, said prop- 
erty being situated in the City of Anniston, Calhoun County, Alabama. 
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H. 1100. To provide for the compensation of deputies of the sheriff in 
all counties having a population of not less than 26,700 nor more than 
27,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 


H. 1101. To provide expense allowance to circuit solicitors in ju- 
dicial circuits composed of five or more counties in addition to those ex- 
penses now allowed by law. 


H. 1102. To provide expense allowance to judges of the circuit courts 
in all judicial circuits composed of five or more counties in addition to 
those expenses now allowed by law. 


H. 1104. To amend Sections 1, 2 & 4 of Act No. 86 of the Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama, Approved June 21, 1957, entitled 
“An Act, Levying in Hale County, Alabama, additional special privilege 
or license taxes and excise taxes equalling thirty-three and one-third 
percentum of, and otherwise paralleling with like provisions in Hale 
County, such State taxes as are levied by the State of Alabama by Sec- 
tions 752 through Section 811 and Articles 10 and 11 of Chapter 20 of 
Title 51 of the Code of Alabama and amendments thereto, except that 
only thirty-three and one-third percentum of the State Levy is hereby 
made and is to be collected hereunder in Hale County and providing for 
the collection thereof and providing that all such revenue arising from 
the levy herein made shall be used exclusively and solely for acquiring,

To amend Sections 1 and 2 of the act approved August 5, 
1953 providing for the establishment of a fund to be designated as the 
“Solicitor’s Fund” for the circuit solicitor of Madison County (Act No. 
289, S. 299, 1953 Acts 354). 


H. 1111. Relating to Madison County: To amend further Section 15 
of Act No. 213, S. 434, entitled “An Act to establish in Precinct One in 
Madison County, ‘Alabama, an Inferior Court in lieu of all Justices of the 
Peace and Notaries Public with the powers of a Justice of the Peace in 
the said Precinct, to be known as the Inferior Court of Huntsville, to de- 
fine the jurisdiction and powers of said Court and the Judge thereof,” 
approved April 4, 1911 (Local Acts of Alabama 1911, page 215). 


H. 1110. To amend Act No. 466, H. 928, approved September 15, 1939 
(Local Acts of Alabama, 1939, p. 280), entitled “An Act To regulate, de- 
fine and license the practice ot Barbering in Madison Cuunty, Alabama;

election; providing for the collection of such taxes by the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue, and for the distribution of the proceeds thereof; pro- 
viding for the enforcemnet of the Act; and providing penalties for viola- 
tion of the Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The County Commission of Jefferson County is author- 
ized to order an election to determine whether special county privilege 
license and excise taxes in the amounts hereinafter provided should be 
levied for purposes of public school construction and operation within the 
county. The Sheriff must give notice at least thirty days before any 
election to be held under this act by publication in some newspaper in 
the county of the time of holding and the purpose of the election. Such 
election shall be held at the next general or special election at which the 
qualified voters of Jefferson County are eligible to participate therein 
and the question of the imposition of the tax here involved shall be sub- 
mitted at that election and none other.

retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Jefferson County in the business of conducting or operating places 
of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving pic- 
ture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic contests, including 
wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football 
and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or under 
the auspices of any educational institution, or any athletic association 
thereof, or other association, whether such institution or association be 
denominational, a state, county, or city school, or other institution, asso- 
ciation, or school), skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any other 
place at which any exhibition, display, amusement or entertainment is 
offered to the public or place or places where an admission fee is charged 
including public bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and 
description, conducted or carried on within Jefferson County, an amount 
equal to one per cent of the gross receipts of any such business. 


3. An exices tax on the storage, use, or other consumption in Jeffer- 
son County of tangible personal property purchased at retail, at the rate 
Of One Per Cent Of the sales price of Such Droveriy. 


4. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Jefferson County in the business of selling any automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer and semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-third of one per 
cent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such automotive vehicle, truck 
trailer, and semi-trailer. 


5. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Jefferson County in the business of selling any used automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer, where such vehicles are bought 
for purposes of resale, an amount equal to one-third of one per cent of 
the grass nroceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle or truck trailer 
and semi-trailer; provided, however, this subsection shall not apply to 
the sale of any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer or semi-trailer 
where it was acquired as a part of the consideration for the sale, trade, 
or exchange, in the county of any new or used motor vehicle, truck, 
trailer, or semi-trailer. 


6. An excise tax on the storage, use, or other consumption in the

certificate. Whereupon, it shall be the duty of the Comptroller to issue 
his warrants on the State Treasurer, payable as follows, in a total amount 
equal to the amount so certified by the Commissioner of Revenue as hav- 
ing been collected for the use of Jefferson County and paid in to the State 
Treasury. The Comptroller shall apportion among the city and county 
school systems within the county the amount so certified by the Commis- 
sioner of Revenue as having been collected for the use of the county. He 
shall make such apportionment on the basis of the average daily attend- 
ance of pupils at the schools within each school system, during the pre- 
ceding school year, and shall pay to the custodian of school funds of each 
such school system that system’s prorata share of the proceeds. Such pro-

Section 4. The Department of Revenue shall charge Jefferson Coun- 
ty for collecting the special taxes herein authorized a percentage of the 
taxes to be computed on the same basis as the total cost of collecting the 
state sales and use taxes bears to the total amount of state sales and use 
taxes collected for each fiscal year ending September 30.

FINANCE AND TAXATION COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 82 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Providing further for prevention, care, treatment and rehabilitation 
of alcoholics; authorizing the Commission on Education with Respect to 
Alcoholism to esiublish outpatient clinics for limited care and treatment 
of alcoholics; authorizing the use of hospital beds wherever accessible 
and certain psychiatric services for the hospitalization and care and treat- 
ment of alcoholics; providing for the appointment, duties and compen- 
sation of an administrator for the Commission, providing for the appoint- 
ment, duties and compensation of personnel necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this Act; and the keeping of records, information and re- 
search incident thereto; directing the Commission to investigate the fi- 
nancial condition of alcoholics requesting care and treatment at any of 
the clinics or other hospitals where beds are accessible, and to assess and 
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collect from any such person that portion of the cost of his or her care 
and treatment as he or she is financially able to pay; making appropria- 
tions for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Commission on Education with Respect to Alcoholism 
is hereby authorized to establish outpatient clinics for the purpose of pro- 
viding limited care and treatment for persons who are alcoholics. The 
staff to be employed at each clinic to be established shall consist of such 
personnel as the Commission shall deem necessary. Such persons as may 
be employed under the provisions of this Section shall be subject to the 
State Merit System Law only as to the pay plan. The services of the 
clinics shall be available to ambulatory voluntary patients who have been 
residents of this State for a minimum of one year, and who can be treated 
on an outpatient basis. The services of the clinics shail consist of such 
diagnosis, limited medical care and conditions relating to alcoholism, lim- 
ited psychotherapy, psychiatric case work, information, research and re- 
ferral as the Commission shall deem necessary. 


Section 2. The Commission shall have the power to make suitable 
arrangements with hospitals for the admittance of alcoholics on a volun- 
tary basis. The Commission may authorize hospitals to employ such 
other personnel as may be necessary in addition to regular hospital per- 
sonnel, 


Section 3. The Commission is hereby authorized to appoint an ad- 
ministrator who has demonstrated executive managerial ability in fields 
allied with the medical profession and who shall serve at the pleasure of 
the Commission and shall not be subject to the State Merit System. The 
administrator shall perform such duties and functions as the Commission 
may direct. The salary of the administrator shall be fixed by the Com- 
mission’ and shall be payable in equal semi-monthly installments out of 
any finds appropriated for the use of the Commission. 


Section 4. The Commission shall investigate the financial condition 
of each person requesting care and treatment at any of the outpatient 
clinics or hospitals which are accessible for use by the Commission for 
the care and treatment of alcoholics. If any person is found to be finan- 
cially able to pay for any services rendered him, the Commission shall 
assess and collect from him a fee based on ability to pay. Such sums as 
may be collected by the Commission under the provisions of this Section 
shall be paid into the State Treasury for credit to the Commission. 


Section 5. The Commission may accept or refuse on behalf of and 
in the name of the State of Alabama any gift of any valuable things, 
however the gift be created, for any purpose connected with the work 
of the Commission. Any such property, so given, may be received and 
held by the Commission as other properties of the Commission are held. 


Section 6. The Commission is authorized to rent or lease land, build- 
ings and purchase equipment now available and deemed necessary and 
suitable for carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion shall have the management and control of such land, buildings, 
equipment and facilities so rented or leased and all its financial affairs 
shall be so conducted subject to the laws of the State of Alabama pertain- 
ing to the conduct of the financial affairs of boards, Cmmissions, and in- 
dividual agencies. The Commission is authorized to contract with hos- 
pitals or institutions not under its control for the care, custody and treat- 
ment of alcoholics. 


Section 7. There is hereby appropriated to the Commission for each 
of the two fiscal years ending September 30, 1958, and September 30, 
1959, the sum of one hundred fifty thousand dollars (150,000.00) for the 
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purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act. Such sums shall be 
paid from the net profits derived from the operation of liquor stores by 
the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board before any distribution is made

Concerning gifts of securities and money to minors and to make 
uniform the law with reference thereto. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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_ Section 1. Definitions. In this act, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires: 


(a) An “adult” is a person who has attained the age of twenty-one 
years. 


(b) A “bank” is a bank, trust company, national banking association, 
savings bank, industrial bank, or any corporation having trust powers. 


(c) A “broker” is a person lawfully engaged in the business of ef- 
fecting transactions in securities for the account of others. The term in- 
cludes a bank which effects such transactions. The term also includes a 
person lawfully engaged in buying and selling securities for his own ac- 
count, through a broker or otherwise, as a part of a regular business. 


(d) “Court” means the Circuit Court sitting in Equity. 
(e) “The custodial property” includes: 


(1) all securities and money under the supervision of the same cus- 
todian for the same minor as a consequence of a gift or gifts made to the 
minor in a manner prescribed in this act; 


(2) the income from the custodial property; and 


(3) the proceeds, immediate and remote, from the sale, exchange, 
conversion, investment, reinvestment or other disposition of such securi- 
ties, money and income. 


(f) A “custodian” is a person so designated in a manner prescribed 
in this act. 


(g) a “guardian” of a minor includes the general guardian, guardian, 
tutor or curator of his property, estate or person. 


(h) An “issuer” is a person who places or authorizes the placing of 
his name on a security (other than as a transfer agent) to evidence that 
it represents a share, participation or other interest in his property or in 
an enterprise or to evidence his duty or undertaking to perform an obli- 
gation evidenced by the security, or who becomes responsible for or in 
place of such person. 


(i) A “legal representative” of a person is his executor or the admin- 
istrator, general guardian, guardian, committee, conservator, tutor or 
curator of his property or estate. 


(j) A “member” of a “minor’s family” means any of the minor’s 
parents, grandparents, brothers, sisters, uncles and aunts, whether of the 
whole blood or the half blood, or by or through legal adoption. 


(k) A “minor” is a person who has not attained the age of twenty- 
one years. 


(1) A “security” includes any note, stock, treasury stock, bond, de- 
benture, evidence of indebtedness, certificate of interest or participation 
in an oil, gas or mining title or lease or in payments out of production un- 
der such a title or lease, collateral trust certificate, transferable share, 
voting trust certificate, or, in general, any interest or instrument com- 
monly known as a security, or any certificate of interest or participation 
in, any temporary or interim certificate, receipt or certificate of deposit 
for, or any warrant or right to subscribe to or purchase, any of the fore- 
going. The term does not include a security of which the donor is the 
issuer. A security is in “registered form” when it specifies a person en- 
titled to it or to the rights it evidences and its transfer may be registered 
upon books maintained for that purpose by or on behalf of the issuer. 
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(m) A “transfer agent” is a person who acts as authenticating trus- 
tee, transfer agent, registrar or other agent for an issuer in the registra- 
tion of transfers of its securities or in the issue of new securities or in the 
cancellation of surrendered securities. 


(n) A “trust company” is a bank authorized to exercise trust powers. 
Section 2. Manner of Making Gift. 


(a) An adult person may, during his lifetime, make a gift of a se- 
curity or money to a person who is a minor on the date of the gift: 


(1) if the subject of the gift is a security in registered form, by regis- 
tering it in the name of the donor, another adult person or a trust com- 
pany, followed, in substance, by the words “as custodian for

(3) if the subject of the gift is money, by paying or delivering it to a 
broker or a bank for credit to an account in the name of the donor, an- 
other adult person or a bank with trust powers, followed, in substance, 


by the words: “as custodian for_..______________ under the Aiabama

Uniform Gifts to Minors Act”. 


(b) Any gift made in a manner prescribed in Subsection (a) may be 
made to only one minor and only one person may be the custodian. 


(c) A donor who makes a gift to a minor in a manner prescribed in 
Subsection (a) shall promptly do all things within his power to put the 
subject of the gift in the possession and control of the custodian, but 
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neither the donor’s failure to comply with this Subsection, nor his desig- 
nation of an ineligible person as custodian, nor renunciation by the person 
designated as custodian affects the consummation of the gift. 


Section 3. Effect of Gift. 


(a) A gift made in a manner prescribed in this act is irrevocable and 
conveys to the minor indefeasibly vested legal title to the security or 
money given, but no guardian of the minor has any right, power, duty or 
authority with respect to the custodial property except as provided in this 
act. 


(b) By making a gift in a manner prescribed in this act, the donor 
incorporates in his gift all the provisions of this act and grants to the 
custodian, and to any issuer, transfer agent, bank, broker or third person 
dealing with a person designated as custodian, the respective powers, 
rights and immunities provided in this act, and shall be conclusively 
deemed to have so contracted. 


Section 4. Duties and Powers of Custodian. 


(a) The custodian shall collect, hold, manage, invest and reinvest the 
custodial property. 


(b) The custodian shall pay over to the minor for expenditure by 
him, or expend for the minor’s' benefit, so much of or all the custodial 
property as the custodian deems advisable for the support, maintenance, 
education and benefit of the minor in the manner, at the time or times, 
and to the extent that the custodian in his discretion deems suitable and 
proper, with or without court order, with or without regard to the duty of 
himself or of any other person to support the minor or his ability to do 
so, and with or without regard to any other income or property of the 
minor which may be applicable or available for any such purpose. 


(c) The court, on the petition of a parent or guardian of the minor or 
of the minor, if he has attained the age of fourteen years, may order the 
custodian to pay over to the minor for expenditure by him or to expend 
so much of or all the custodial property as is necessary for the minor’s 
support, maintenance or education. 


(d) To the extent that the custodial property is not so expnded, the 
custodian shall deliver or pay it over to the minor on his attaining the 
age of twenty-one years, or, if the minor dies before attaining the age 
of twenty-one years, he shall thereupon deliver or pay it over to the 
estate of the minor. 


(e) The custodian, notwithstanding statutes restricting investments 
by fiduciaries, shall invest and reinvest the custodial property as would 
a prudent man of discretion and intelligence who is seeking a reasonable 
income and the preservation of his capital, except that he may, in his 
discretion and without liability to the minor or his estate, retain a se- 
curity given to the minor in a manner prescribed in this act. 


(f) The custodian may sell, exchange, convert or otherwise dispose 
of custodial property in the manner, at the time or times, for the price 
or prices and upon the terms he deems advisable. He may vote in per- 
son or by general or limited proxy a security which is custodial property. 
He may consent, directly or through a committee or other agent, to the 
reorganization, consolidation, merger, dissolution or liquidation of an 
issuer, a security which is custodial property, and to the sale, lease, 
pledge or mortgage of any property by or to such an issuer, and to any 
other action by such an issuer. He may execute and deliver any and all 
instruments in writing which he deems advisable to carry out any of his 
powers as custodian. 
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(g) The custodian shall register each security which is custodial 
property and in registered form in the name of the custodian, followed, 


in substance, by the words: “as custodian for __ 2222 eee 
(name of minor) 
under the Alabama Uniform Gifts ta Minors Act.” The custodian shall 
hold all money which is custodial property in an account with a broker 
or in a bank in the name of the custodian, followed in substance, by the 


words: “as custodian for... 22.2 n-e eee ieee eens under the

Alabama Uniform Gifts to Minors Act”. The custodian shall keep all 

other custodial property separate and distinct from his own property in 

a manner to identify it clearly as custodian property. 


(h) The custodian shall keep records of all transactions with respect 
to the custodial property and make them available for inspection at reas- 
onable intervals by a parent or legal representative of the minor or by 
the minor, if he has attained the age of fourteen years. 


(i) A custodian has, with respect to the custodial property, in addi- 
tion to the rights and powers provided in this act, all the rights and pow- 
ers which a guardian has with respect to property not held as custodial 
property . 


Section 5. Custodian’s expenses, Compensation, Bond and Liabilities. 


(a) A custodian is entitled to reimbursement from the custodial 
property for his reasonable expenses incurred in the performance of his 
uties, 


(b) A custodian may act without compensation for his services. 


(c) Unless he is a donor, a custodian may receive from the custodial 
property reasonable compensation for his services determined by one of 
the following standards in the order stated: 


(1) A direction by the donor when the gift is made; 
(2) A statute of this state applicable to custodians; 
(3) The statute of this state applicable to guardians; 
(4) An order of ihe court. 


(d) Except as otherwise provided in this act, a custodian shall not 
be required to give a bond for the performance of his duties. 


(e) A custodian not compensated for his services is not liable for 
losses to the custodial property unless they result from his bad faith, in- 
tentional wrongdoing or gross negligence or from his failure to maintain 
the standard of prudence in investing the custodial property provided in 
this act. 


Section 6. Exemption of Third Persons From Liability. 


(a) No issuer, transfer agent, bank, broker or viher persun acting on 
the instructions of or otherwise dealing with any person purporting to 
act as a donor or in the capacity of a custodian is responsible for deter- 
mining whether the person designated by the purported donor or pur- 
porting to act as a custodian has been duly designated or whether any 
purchase, sale or transfer to or by or any other act of any person pur- 
porting to act in the capacity of custodian is in accordance with or author- 
ized by this act, or is obliged to inquire into the validity or propriety un- 
der this act of any instrument or instructions executed or given by a per- 
son purporting to act as a donor or in the capacity of a custodian, or is 
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bound to see to the application by any person purporting to act in the 
capacity of a custodian of any money or other property paid or delivered 
to him. 


(b) When any deposit of cash or securities shall be made by a per- 
son purporting to act as custodian for a minor hereunder or under a sim- 
ilar law of another state, the deposit together with any interest or divi- 
dends credited thereon may be paid or delivered to or upon the order of 
such person, or his successor as custodian, or to a minor upon the minor’s 
attaining twenty-one years if no custodian is acting at the time of such 
payment or delivery, and any receipt or order of such person, successor 
or minor shall be valid and sufficient release and discharge of the de- 
positary for any payment or delivery so made. No depositary dealing 
with a person purporting to act as a custodian for a minor hereunder 
shall be bound to inquire into any facts bearing upon the designation of 
such person as such custodian or the propriety of or authority for any 
act of such person or the age of the person designated as a minor. No 
depositary shall be liable for any act performed pursuant to the instruc- 
tion or direction of any person purporting to act as custodian hereunder 
unless the depositary has actual knowledge that such act, or the instruc- 
tion or direction therefor, constitutes a breach of such person’s obligations 
as such custodian, or unless the depositary performs such act with know- 
ledge of such facts that acting pursuant to such instruction or direction 
amounts to bad faith. 


Section 7. Resignation, Death or Removal of Custodian; Bond; Ap- 
pointment of Successor Custodian. 


(a) Only an adult member of the minor’s family, a guardian of the 
minor or a trust company is eligible to become successor custodian. A 
successor custodian has all the rights, powers, duties and immunities of 
a custodian designated in a manner prescribed by this act. 


(b) A custodian, other than the donor, may resign and designate his 
successor by: 


(1) executing an instrument of resignation designating the succes- 
sor custodian; and 


(2) causing each security which is custodial property and in regis- 
tered form. to be registered in the name of the successor custodian, fol- 


lowed, in substance, by the words: “as custodian for._....-.. 00-2 


(name of minor) 
under the Alabama Uniform Gifts to Minors Act”; and 


(3) delivering to the successor custodian the instrument of resigna- 
tion, each security registered in the name of the successor custodian and 
all other custodial property, together with any additional instruments re- 
quired for the transfer thereof. 


(c) A custodian, whether or not a donor, may petition the court for 
permission to resign and for the designation of a successor custodian. 


(d) If the person designated as custodian is not eligible, renounces 
or dies before the minor attains the age of twenty-one years, the guar- 
dian of the minor shall be successor custodian. If the minor has no guar- 
dian, a donor, his legal representative, the legal representative of the 
custodian, an adult member of the minor’s family, or the minor, if he 
has attained the age of fourteen years, may petition the court for the des- 
ignation of a successor custodian. 


(e) A donor, the legal representative of a donor, an adult member of 
the minor’s family, a guardian of the minor or the minor, if he has at- 
tained the age of fourteen years, may petition the court that, for cause 
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shown in the petition, the custodian be removed and a successor custo- 
dian be designated, or, in the alternative, that the custodian be required 
to give bond for the performance of his duties. 


(f{) Upon the filing of a petition as provided in this Section, the court 
shall grant an order, directed to the persons and returnable on such no- 
tice as the court may require, to show cause why the relief prayed for in 
the petition should not be granted and, in due course, grant such relief as 
the court finds to be in the best interests of the minor. 


Section 8. Accounting by Custodian. 


(a) The minor, if he has attained the age of fourteen years, or the 
legal representative of the minor, an adult member of the minor’s family, 
or a donor or his legal representative may petition the court for an ac- 
counting by the custodian or his legal representative. 


(b) The court, in a proceeding under this act or otherwise, may re- 
quire or permit the custodian or his legal representative to account, and, 
if the custodian is removed, shall so require and order delivery of all 
custodial property to the successor custodian and the execution of all in- 
struments required for the transfer thereof. 


Section 9. Construction. 


(a) This act shall be so construed as to effectuate its general pur- 
pose to make uniform the law of those states which enact it. 


(b) This act shall not be construed as providing an exclusive meth- 
od for making gifts to minors. 


Section 10. Short Title. This act may be cited as the “Alabama Uni- 
form Gifts to Minors Act”. 


Section 11. Severability. If any provision of this act or the applica- 
tion thereof to any person or circumstances is held invalid, the invalidity 
shall not affect other provisions or applications of the act which can be 
given effect without the invalid provision or application, and to this end 
the provisions of this act are severable. 


Section iz. Time of Taking Effect. The act shall become effective 
upon the date of its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its 
otherwise becoming the law.

It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Revenue to pay into the 
state treasury all taxes collected under this Act; and on or before the first 
day of the following month, the Commissioner shall certify to the State 
Comptroller the amount of special taxes levied and collected under the 
provisions of this Act for the use and benefit of Walker County during the 
calendar month immediately preceding the making of such certificate. 
Whereupon it shall be the duty of the State Comptroller to issue his war- 
rants:on the State Treasurer, payable as follows, for the amount so certi- 
fied by the Commissioner of Revenue as having been collected for the 
use of the county and paid into the state treasury. The Comptroller shall 
apportion the amount so certified as having been collected for the use of 
the county among the city board of education of Carbon Hill, in Walker 
County, the city board of education of Jasper, in Walker County, and the 
county board of educatoin of Walker County, in proportion to the num- 
ber of pupils enrolled in the schools included within each of such public 
school systems. The pro rata share of the proceeds of the tax payable 
to each such school system shall be paid to the custodian of the public 
school funds of each respective board of education, and shall be used by 
such boards of education exclusively for the purposes of erecting, con- 
structing, purchasing, altering, enlarging, improving, repairing, and 
equipping school buildings, including the sites for any such buildings. 


The Department of Revenue shall charge the county for collecting 
the special taxes herein authorized a percentage of the taxes collected for 
the county to be computed on the basis of the percentage which the cost 
of collecting the state sales and use taxes bears to the total amount of 
such sales and use tax collected. In computing the charge for each month 
the department shall use the percentage of the cost of collecting the state 
taxes for the next preceding fiscal year with the amount so charged to be 
corrected and adjusted in the amount paid to the county hereunder for 
the month of November of the next succeeding fiscal year. The comp- 
troller shall each month draw his warrant on the funds collected hereun- 
der in the amount so computed or adjusted payable to the Department of 
Revenue. The Department of Revenue shall have full authority to em- 
ploy such special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to en-

AMENDMENT 


Amend H. B. 359 by amending the title or caption thereof by striking 
therefrom the word “and” where said word appears therein immediately 
after the figure “58” and before the figure “59”, and insert in lieu thereof 
a comma (,); also insert the word and figure “and 60” immediately fol- 
lowing the figure “59” in said title. Further amend H. B. 359 by striking 
out Section 4 of said bill and adding in lieu thereof Sections 4 and 5 to 
read as follows: 


Section 4. Section 60 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as 
amended, is hereby further amended to read: 


“Section 60. Whenever any commercial feeds as defined in Section 
56 of this Article are kept for sale in bulk, stored in bins, or otherwise, 
the person keeping the same for sale shall keep on hand cards upon which 
shall be printed the statement required by the provisions of Section 57 
of this Article; and when such feeds are sold or distributed at, retail in 
bulk, or in packages belonging to the purchaser, the person shall furnish 
the purchaser with sufficient stamps to cover the sale, unless granted a 
permit to pay the tax monthly in lieu of attaching stamps, and upon re- 
quest with a card or cards, upon which appear the statement required by 
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the provisions of Section 57 of this Article. Nothing in this Article, how- 
ever, shall be construed to restrict or prohibit the sale or distribution of 
commercial feeds in bulk to each other by persons who mix commercial 
feeds for sale; but all such persons shall attach to such feeds a tag stating 
that they are to be used for mixing purposes only, and this tag shall give 
the number of pounds in bulk, or package, the name of the manufacturer, 
the name of the feeds, and their analysis; and a duplicate of said tag shall 
be sent to the commissioner together with a request for inspection. The 
commissioner is hereby empowered to prescribe the form of such tax 
stamps; but no stamp or label shall be used or authorized by him until 
the same has been copyrighted according to the laws of the United States 
patent office. Any person failing to comply with the provisions of this or 
the preceding Section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punished ac- 
cordingly. 


Any person producing or purchasing grain or other material and 
grinding or mixing the same for the purpose of feeding his or its own live- 
stock, other animals or poultry shall not be subject to the provisions of 
this Article, provided, however, that this exemption shall not be applica- 
ble to such mixed feeds furnished, supplied or used for the growing or 
feeding of livestock, other animals or poultry under a contract, lease or 
agreement whereby commercial feeds are furnished or supplied to an- 
other person for the purpose of growing, producing or feeding livestock, 
other animals or poultry. It is further provided that if the inspection 
fee levied under the provisions of Section 59 hereof has been paid upon 
any concentrated commercial feeds used as a supplement or base for mix- 
ing purposes then such inspection fee shall be deducted from the gross 
amount of the inspection fee due on the total commercial feeds produced.

neering school of collegiate rank, and must be a registered, licensed, 
qualified professional engineer under Title 46, Chapter 7, 1940 Code of 
Alabama, as amended. 


Section 2. That the county road engineer, provided for by the 
terms of this Act, shall receive as compensation at least $5,000, per 
year. His compensation, however, shall be fixed by the Board of Reve- 
nue or like governing body, in the county in which he is elected. 


Section 3. That the said road engineer, provided for by this Act, 
shall give his entire time and attention to the construction and main- 
tenance of public roads, highways and bridges in the county in which he 
holds office, and he shall have no other business, directly or indirectly, 
other than prescribed by the terms of this Act. 


Section 4. That said County Engineer, herein provided for, shall 
have under the direction and with the approval of the Board of Revenue 
of Montgomery County, Alabama, entire charge of the public roads, 
highways and bridges in the county in which he holds office, he shall 
employ such assistants and help as is necessary for a full and satis- 
factory performance of the duties of his office, relative to the upkeep, 
maintenance, construction, etc., of all roads, highways and bridges in 
the county in which he holds office. 


Section 5. That the said road engineer be and is hereby required 
to keep a written record in his office, which shall be a public record, 
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setting out in detail the work he has accomplished during the preceding 
month, the number of persons employed and for what, the amount of 
moneys expended and for what, and shall set out his appraisal of the 
condition of all public roads, highways and bridges in the county in 
which he holds office.

RESOLUTION 


The following resolution was introduced: 


H. J. R. 107. By Messrs. Gilchrist and Kendall: 

Whereas the cotton allotment program, as it is now being adminis- 
tered, is creating undue and extreme hardship upon individual cotton 
farmers in this State, and is causing reductions in many cases up to and 
in excess of 50 per cent of normal cotton acreage on individual farms 
in Alabama; and 

Whercas, the nalivonial reduction in cotton acreage, since the free- 
planting year of 1953, has only been abuut 28 per cent, huni ihis State 
has taken reductions drastically in excess of that amount for that period, 
and many individual farms and farmers have taken reductions in excess 
of the state reductions, percentage-wise, and these reductions are in 
many instances in excess of twice the percentage reduction for the 
nation as a whole, and almost all Alabama farms have taken reductions 


in excess of 28 per cent; and 


Whereas these reductions have caused, and will continue to cause, 
wholesale financial distress upon the entire agricultural economy of this 
State, and as a result of this unwarranted and unnecessary financial 
distress many farmers have heen, and will continue to be, forced off 
their land, others will be forced on relief, and those remaining can 
expect little more than a bare existence; and 


Whereas the numerous severe cases of individual hardship brought 
about by these drastic reductions in cotton acreage have caused a state 
of emergency throughout the entire cotton industry in Alabama; and 


Whereas immediate relief is mandatory if our cotton farmers are to 
avoid wholesale bankruptcy, and the resulting disastrous effect upon the 
entire economy of this State; and 
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Whereas a new approach to the national cotton situation is immi- 
nent in the next session of Congress, and it is highly desirable and 
imperative that the views of Alabama cotton farmers and others engaged 
in the cotton industry in this State be ascertained and transmitted to the 
Alabama congressional delegation for their information and use in act- 
ing on any proposed federal legislation; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING: 


That a committee is hereby created to study the problems involved 
in the production and processing of cotton in this State. The committee 
shall be composed of one member from each Congressional District in 
the State. Within ten days after the passage of this resolution, the 
senators and representatives residing in each Congressional District shall 
meet at a time and place designated by the Clerk of the House, and 
those present shall proceed to elect a member of the committee from 
that Congressional District. The Clerk of the House of Representatives 
shall give each Senator and Representative personal notice of the time 
and place set for such meeting. The election shall be conducted in such 
manner as each participating group may determine, and the chairman 
of the group shall certify to the Clerk of the House the name of the 
person elected to the committee. Members of the committee shall be 
notified of their election by the Clerk, who shall also set a time and place 
for the organizational meeting of the committee. At the organizational 
meeting, the committee shall by majority vote elect a chairman and 
vice-chairman from among its members. Vacancies on the committee 
resulting from any cause shall be filled by majority vote of the remain- 
ing members. On call of the chairman, the committee shall hold hearings 
in various sections of the State, and shall receive testimony and evidence 
from cotton farmers and others interested in the cotton industry in this 
State. The committee shall advise with individual cotton farmers con- 
cerning the administration of the present federal cotton acreage control 
laws, and shall, from time to time, advise with the Alabama congres- 
sional delegation on any pending federal legislation designed to affect 
cotton farmers or the cotton industry in this State. The committee shall 
file a final report with the Legislature not later than the fifth legislative 
day of the 1959 regular session. Each member shall receive thirty 
dollars ($30.00) for each day’s actual attendance at a meeting of the 
committee, upon certificate by the chairman, but no member shall re- 
ceive per diem for more than a total of thirty days. Such expenses 
ee be paid out of any funds appropriated for the use of the Legis- 
ature.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama is proposed, and shall become valid as a part of the Constitution 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon 
and upon proclamation by the Governor: 


Proposed amendment: 


_ “In addition to all taxes now or hereafter authorized by the Consti- 
tution and laws of Alabama, Russell County shall have the power to levy 
and collect a special county-wide school tax of eight mills on each 
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dollar’s worth of taxable property in Russell County, the proceeds of 
which shall be used exclusively for public school purposes; provided 
that such tax and the purpose or purposes thereof, and the time such 
tax is proposed to be continued, shall have been first submitted to the 
vote of the qualified electors of the county and voted for by a majority 
of those voting at such election. The special tax provided for herein may 
be renewed from time to time, in the manner provided herein, for such 
periods of time as are necessary. If any proposal to levy the tax is 
defeated in any election, subsequent elections thereon may be held at 
any time. The elections provided for herein shall be call, held, con- 
ducted, paid for, and governed otherwise in the manner provided for 
an election on the school district tax authorized in Amendment III, 
Article XIX of the Constitution of Alabama, by Article 7, Chapter 10, 
Title 52, Code of Alabama (1940). The county tax collector shall collect 
the tax in the same manner and under the same requirements and laws 
as the taxes of the state are collected, and he shall keep the proceeds 
of this tax separate and apart from all other funds, and shall keep clear 
accounts thereof.

In the event that any special property tax authorized herein

anticipation bonds for the purposes for which the tax was authorized, 
which bonds shall be in such amounts as the respective board of edu- 
cation shall designate and, except as otherwise provided herein, shall 
be subject to the provisions of the general laws now pertaining ‘to the 
issuance by county and city boards of education of capital outlay war- 
rants, and no further election shall be required for the issuance of such 
bonds. The revenue derived from the sale of these bonds shall be 
expended by the county board of education and the Phenix City board 
of educaion for public school purposes only.

Notice is hereby given that a local bill will be introduced in the 
present session of the Legislature of Alabama, and an effort will be 
made to secure its passage. Said local law being in substance as 
follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create an inferior Court, to be known as the DeKalb County 
Inferior Court of DeKalb County, Alabama, with the power of justice 
of the Peace; To prescribe the jurisdiction, authority, powers and duties 
of said Court and Officers thereof; To provide rules and procedures of 
said Court; To provide that the DeKalb County Commission shall pro- 
vide quarters and supplies for said Court; and to provide for the 
execution of process and operation of said Court: 


Be It Enacted By the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby established an inferior Court of DeKalb 
County, Alabama. Said Inferior Court shall be known as the DeKalb 
County Inferior Court. 


Section 2, The DeKalb County Inferior Court shall have and exer- 
cise all authority, powers and jurisdiction as is now vested in or which 
may hereafter be conferred on Courts of Justices of the Peace by Gen- 
eral Laws. The Judge of said Court shall have and exercise all the

To establish a DeKalb County Superior Court for DeKalb County; 
to define its Jurisdiction and powers; To provide for its officers, their 
powers, duties and compensation; To provide that the said Court shall 
be open at all times for the trial of cases and transaction of business; 
Prescribing rules and procedure of said Court; and to provide for the 
transfer of cases now pending in the DeKalb County Court to the 
DeKalb County Superior Court; To provide for the repeal of the DeKalb 
County Court, DeKalb County, Alabama, as created by Act 179 Local 
Acts 1927 Legislature, pages 93 to 101 inclusive, as amended; To create 
a fine and forfeiture fund and to provide for payment of claims, to 
transfer funds from DeKalb County Fine and Forfeiture Fund to DeKalb 
County Superior Court Fine and Forfeiture Fund; To provide for a 
Solicitor for the DeKalb County Superior Court, his term of office and 
election, compensation and duties; To provide for payment of expenses 
of said Court out of the General Fund of DeKalb County, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there be and is hereby established in and for 
DeKalb County, Alabama, a Court which shall be called ‘The DeKalb 
County Superior Court” and which shall be a Court of record which 
shall have and exercise the jurisdiction or authority, functions and

powers hereinafter conforred + upon it by this Act. 


Section 2. Said Court shall have original jurisdiction coextensive 
with DeKalh County of all Civil Cases at law and the said Court and the 
Judge thereof shaii have the power and authority to administer oaths, 
to issue search warrants and writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, 
certiorari, quo warranto, mandamus, and other special and extraordinary 
writs and the Judge of said Court shall have the same power as Circuit 
Judges with reference to ordering the institution of quo warrant pro- 
ceedings; and the said Court in civil matters shall have jurisdiction 
concurrent with the Circuit Court. The said Court shall have jurisdic-

All laws and rules of practice with reference to process, 
pleading and practice, and drawing of juries in the several proceedings 
in the Circuit Court shall be applicable to the DeKalb County Superior 
Court and all statutes and rules of practice pertaining to County Courts 
and to the Circuit Court shall be applicable to criminal causes pending 
in said Court, 


Section 7. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in DeKalb 
County may be instituted in the DeKalb County Superior Court by 
making affidavit before the Judge or Clerk of said Court. The writ or 
said affidavit to be issued by the Clerk of said Court, and when the 
defendant is arrested on said affidavit, said cause may be docketed for 
trial and be tried as though the defendant had been indicted by a 
grand jury. 


Section 8. That all civil cases are to be tried by the Court without 
the intervention of a Jury, unless at the time of filing the suit, plaintiff 
shall endorse upon the summons and complaint a demand for a jury trial 
or that the defendant or claimant at the time of filing the first pleading 
in the case or at the time of making his appearance shall demand a 
trial by jury in writing to be filed in the cause, and provided further 
that all criminal cases shall be tried without the intervention of a 
jury, unless a demand for a jury is endorsed upon the bond at the time 
of making the same or a demand in writing be filed in the cause 
within fifteen days after the arrest of the defendant. 


Section 9. In all causes in the DeKalb County Superior Court 
brought by appeal or certiorari from Justices of the Peace Court, 
Mayors Court, Recorders Court, Probate Courts, or other inferior 
Courts, the issue and question of facts shall be tried by the Judge of 
the Court without the intervention of a jury unless a demand for a 
trial by jury be made in writing and filed in the cause by the party 
suing out the appeal or certiorari within five days after suing out the 
same or filed in the cause by the ovposite party in all civil actions 
within five days after he has been served with notice of appeal or 
certiorari, unless said cause is sooner called for trial in which case the 
demand shall be made at the first call of said cause. 
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Section 10. That all cases in the Probate Court of DeKalb County, 
Alabama, wherein a will is sought to be probated, the filing of any 
contest shal] automatically transfer the trial of such contest to the 
DeKalb County Superior Court and it shall be the duty of the Judge 
of Probate to deliver forthwith to the Clerk of said Court all papers 
filed in said contest, and same shall stand for trial as any other civil 
ease. That all notices shall be issued by the Clerk of said Court as are 
now required to be issued by the Judge of Probate in the contest of 
wills and the rules for the trying the same as provided for trials of 
civil cases as to the drawing and empaneling of a jury, provided, 
however, that either party desiring a jury trial may file a written de- 
mand therefor at any time within thirty days from the date of the 
filing of the cause in the DeKalb County Superior Court or at the time 
said cause is first called for trial, if called within said time. That the 
final judgment entry of said contest shall be certified by the clerk of 
said court to the Judge of Probate and by him recorded in the Probate 
Court minutes and acted upon as though it had been rendered in the 
Probate Court. 


Section 11. That civil cases may be transferred from the DeKalb 
County Superior Court to the Circuit Court in Equity for the same 
reason and in the same manner and under the same rules and regu- 
lations as is now vrovided for the transfer of causes from the law 
side of the Circuit Court to the Equity side of said Court. 


Section 12. The Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of this 
State shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said court 
and in the Judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same manner 
as such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Circuit court of the 
State, and the Judges therecf and appeals may be taken from the 
orders and judgments of said Court to the Supreme Court and Court 
of Appeals in the sarne manner and within the same time as appeals 
are now taken from the orders and judgments of the Circuit Courts of 
the State, except as may be otherwise provided for juvenile cases and 
desertion and non-support cases. 


Section 13. The Venue in any case in the said DeKalb County 
Superior Court shall be changed to any other county under the same 
orders and regulations as governed change of venue in the Circuit 
Court. 


Section i4. That the Honorahle W. G. Hawkins is hereby appointed 
Judge of said Court, and shall hoid office as Judge of said Court until 
the second Tuesday "after the First Monday in January, 1961, and untii 
his successor shall be elected and qualified. A Judge of said Court shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of DeKalb County at the general 
election to be held in 1960, and each six years thereafter, and the term 
of the Judge of said Court shall commence on the second Tuesday 
after the first Monday in January following his election, and_ shall 
continue for a period of six years and until his successor shall be elected 
and qualified. 


Section 15. Vacancies in the office of the Judge of said Court 
shall be filled by appointment by the Governor, and the person so 
appointed shall hold office as required py the Constitution of this State. 
Said Judge shall be removed from office in the same manner now pro- 
vided by law for the removal of Circuit Judges. The Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Alabama may, where he deems proper, by order 
spread on the minutes of the DeKalb County Superior Court, designate 
ay ontet Judge to hold said Court or to try any cause pending in 
sal ourt.

It shall be 
the duty of the Solicitor of said Court to prosecute all criminal causes 
pending in said Court and to attend upon the Sessions of the Grand 
Jury of DeKalb County, Alabama, and to drawing of indictments and 
in assisting the Circuit Solicitor in the prosecution of criminal causes 
pending in the Circuit Court of DeKalb County when requested to do 
so by the Circuit Solicitor. There shall be no deputy solicitor in DeKalb 
County. Vacancies in the office of Solicitor of said County shall be 
filled by the Governor and such appointee shall hold office for the un- 
expired term. The Solicitor of said court shall maintain an office at the 
Court House of DeKalb County, and it shall be the duty of the DeKalb 
County Commission or other like governing body of DeKalb County, 
Alabama, to provide such an office, and supply the same with the 
necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationery and supplies. 


Section 19. The Solicitor of said Court shall be learned in the law 
and shall be licensed as an attorney at law and solicitor in chancery by 
the Supreme Court of Alabama, and shall devote his full time to the 
duties of his office and shall not during his term of office, engage in 
the private practice of law. The Solicitor shall be a qualified elector of 
DeKalb County, Alabama, and shall reside in DeKalb County during his 
term of office. 


Section 20. That the said Court shall be held at the Court House 
of DeKalb County, Alabama and that said Court shall be open at all 
times for the trial of cases and the transaction of business. In case of 
sickness or disqualification of the Judge of said Court, the law applicable 
to the appointment and service of special judges in the Circuit Court shall 
apply. The Judge of the said Court shall be subject to the same penalty 
for failure to attend upon the Court as Circuit Judges of this State. The 
Judge of said Court shall keep an office at the Court House of DeKalb 
County, and it shall be the duty of the DeKalb County Commission or 
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other like governing body of DeKalb County, Alabama, to provide 
such an office, and supply the same with the necessary furnishings, 
fixtures, stationery and supplies. 


Section 21. The Judge of said Court may determine and fix the 
time of holding the sessions of said Court for the trial of all cases triable 
in said Court; provided that the Judge of said Court shall at the be- 
ginning of each year, designate the time at which the sessions of said 
Court shall be held for a period of at least one year, by making and 
entering an order upon the minutes of said Court: provided that the

Section 22. The Sheriff of DeKalb County shall, in person or by 
a deputy or deputies, appointed by him, said appointment to be approved 
by the Judge of the DeKalb County Superior Court, be required to 
attend upon said Court, and preserve order, and execute all writs or 
process and perform such other duties, in all respect as in the Circuit 
Courts of this State and or himself and each deputy required for attend- 
ance upon the sessions of the said Court, he shall receive the sum of 
$5.00 per day, payable out of the County Treasury, upon his warrant, 
approved by the presiding Judge, provided that the Sheriff and his 
deputies shall not receive pay except for the times that the Court is 
actually in session, and none of which compensation to the deputies 
shall be shared in oy the Sheriff. 


Section 23. The Clerk shall have an official seal for said Court. 


Section 24. The Judge of said Court shall appoint a competent 
shorthand reporter to perform the duties of official court reporter of 
said Court, who shall hold office at the pleasure of said Judge and 
who shall receive as compensation, a fee of Five Dollars for each 
criminai case in which a Conviction is had or a plea of guilty entered 
and said fee shall be collected by the Clerk and paid to the official 
court reporter appointed for said court, and in all civil cases where 
a money judgment is sought where the amount is more than one 
hundred dollars, a Court reporter’s fee of Five Dollars shall be taxed 
as part of the cost and be collected by the Clerk and paid to the official 
Court reporter and in cases of less than one himdred dollars, there 
shall be a reporter’s fee of Two Dollars and fifty cents, and in all 
civil cases where there is a default judgment there shall be a court 
reporter’s fee of two dollars and fifty cents, all of such feos shall be 
taxed as pari of ine cost in such cases and collected by the Clerk and 
paid to the Court reporter, and the said reporter’s fees shall be included 
in the Judgment entry by the Court. The said Court reporter shall have 
authority to administer oaths and shall be an officer of the Court and 
shall not be related to the Judge of said Court within the fifth degree. 


Section 25. All laws pertaining to costs and fees in cases in the 
Circuit Courts as provided by the general laws of this State, both as 
to criminal and civil cases, shall be applicable to said Court except as 
herein otherwise provided. A trial tax of two dollars is imposed in each 
case, both criminal and civil, which is docketed in said Court to be 
taxed and collected as other costs in said court, and when collected to 
be paid into the County Treasury for the benefit of the general fund. 


Section 26. The Judge of said Court shall be a qualified elector of 
DeKalb County, Alabama; and shall be learned in the law and shall be 
licensed as an attorney at law and Solicitor in chancery by the Supreme 
Court of Alabama, and shall devote his full time to the duties of Judge 
of said Court and shall not engage in the private practice of law. 


Section 27. That there is hereby created a fine and forfeiture fund 
for the DeKalb County Superior Court of DeKalb County, Alabama, to

Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has originated and passed the following Senate bills and 
ordered same sent forthwith to the House without engrossment: 
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By Mr. Flowers: 

S. 497. Relating to Houston County: To amend Section 6 of Act No. 
9, S. 93, approved May 24, 1957, entitled an Act “To create and establish a 
Board of Revenue and Control for Houston County, Alabama, to be 
composed of five district commissioners and the Judge of Probate who 
shall serve as ex officio chairman, in place of the board of revenue now 
existing in said County, and abolishing said board of revenue of Houston 
County; to provide for the four members now serving as commissioners

Section 1. There is hereby created a Cullman County Hospital Ad- 
ministration Board, to operate and supervise the hospital owned jointly 
by the County of Cullman, Alabama and the City of Cullman, Alabama, 
said board to be composed of five members, but all members shall be 
qualified electors of Cullman County and shall serve such terms, until 
their successors are appointed and qualified, or otherwise. 


Section 2. The said hospital board is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to equip, maintain, supervise, and operate the hospital owned 
jointly by the County of Cullman, 60%, and the City of Cullman, 40%; 
said hospital to be maintained for the receipt of the sick, wounded, and 
infirm, and of people in need of hospital treatment, and to make such 
rules and regulations as are necessary for the operation of said hospital; 
however no person shall be denied hospital care, if a citizen of Cullman 
County, regardless of their ability to pay.

Section 4. That indigent patients needing hospitalization shall be 
admitted to said hospital only upon the certificate issued by the county 
governing body of Cullman County, or the city governing body of the 
City cf Cullman, with the further provisions that such fees as may be 
fixed “by the hospital board for indigent patients shall be paid by the 
governing body of the City of Cullman, or County of Cullman, as such 
certificate may be issued by either of the above governing bodies, and 
the said city or county shali be required to pay hospital fees tor such 
patients as may be the obligation of either the city or county, but either 
governing body shall not ‘be required to pay said obligations, unless 
they have issued certificate authorizing such expenditure. 


Section 5. That said hospital board shall employ a suitable person 
to serve as hospital superintendent, who may be removed or discharged 
by the board with or without cause; that the said superintendent shall 
keep or cause to be kept, a record of all transactions of said hospital, 
that he shall maintain an office in said hospital and shall perform such 
duties as are required by the said hospital board, and shall have such 
authority as may he delesated to him by the said hospital board; that 
said superintendent shall be paid such salary as the hospital board shail 
fix and shall be required to post such bond as may be required by the 
hospital board; that said suverintendent shall have general authority 
over the operation of the hospital referred to in this Act, with the

Section 6. Neither the Hospital Administration Board, the superin- 
tendent, nor any subordinate employee of said hospital shall have the 
authority, to make any expenditure whatsoever, for permanent improve- 
ment, or for any purpose whatsoever, other than normal, daily operating 
expenses, without the written authorization and approval of the govern- 
ing bodies, of both the City of Cullman, and the County of Cullman. 


Section 7. By the tenth (10th) day of each month, the hospital 
superintendent shall make a report, showing all expenditures made by 
him during the preceding month, and a list of all accounts payable, or 
claims. which have been filed and approved by him for payment, which 
were incurred during the said calendar month in question; the said 
superintendent shall likewise make a report showing all receipts for 
the preceding month, for hospital services rendered, whether paid by 
the month end in question. The above financial statement shall reflect 
the true condition of the Cullman Hospital, and shall be rendered in 
accordance with good accounting practices, governing such institutions. 
One copy of said financial statement shall be filed with the Cullman 
County governing body, one copy shall be filed with the City of Cullman, 
and one copy each shall be given or filed with the hospital board, and 
a copy going to each member of said hospital board. Upon receipt of 
copies of financial statement by the Cullman County governing body, 
and the City of Cullman governing body, if any deficiency was incurred 
in the operations of the said Cullman Hospital, for the calendar month 
in question, such deficiency shall be paid into the Cullman Hospital 
treasury, on a 60/40% basis, the Cullman County governing body pay- 
ing 60% and the City of Cullman paying 40% of such deficiency; 
however in any one given calendar month, the County of Cullman shall 
not be liable, and it shall be unlawful for said county governing body, 
to contribute more than $600.00 (Six Hundred Dollars) and it shall be 
unlawful for the City of Cullman to contribute more than $400.00 (Four 
Hundred Dollars) in any one calendar month. 


Section 8. The Cullman Hospital Board shall consist of five mem- 
bers. One member shall be at all times, a registered nurse. 


Section 9. A chairman and four members shall be appointed by 
the members of the Legislature from Cullman County to serve on the 
Cullman County Hospital Administration Board, upon this Act becoming 
law. The chairman of the hospital board shall be appointed for a 
term of six years. Two associate members of the board shall be appointed 
for terms of four years each, and two associate members shall be ap- 
pointed for a term of two years each. The registered nurse who is 
required to serve on the above named board, as specified in Section 8, 
shall be named by the Cullman County registered nurses, who shall 
meet upon expiration of term of said nurse, and appoint by election of 
that body, a nurse to fill said board position. 


At the expiration of the board members term who are named to 
the above mentioned four year term, the county governing body shall 
appoint one member to this place, and the City of Cullman governing 
body shall appoint one member to the expired four year term. 


Upon the expiration of the terms running two years from the 
effective date of this Act, the City of Hanceville governing body shall 
appoint one member to fill the then existing vacancy; and the governing

By Mr. Kelly: 

H.R. 114. WHEREAS, the government of Alabama purports to be 
a democracy in which the people exercise their sovereignty through 
elected representatives; 


WHEREAS, one of the fundamental principles on which such a 
government stands is that it affords to the people of the whole State, 
not just a part thereof, an opportunity to take part in or have a voice 
in their own government; 


WHEREAS, in recognition of this cardinal principle and of the fact 
that the integrity of any democracy depends upon the assiduity with 
which it guards the rights of minorities of the governed and with which 
it restrains and prevents the ruthless use of power by the majority, a 
tacit or gentlemen’s agreement came into being among Alabama’s states- 
men shortly after the adoption of the Constitution of 1901 to the effect 
that the privilege of having a senator from the county would be rotated 
in those Senatorial Districts which were composed of more than one 
county; 


WHEREAS, this agreement has been honored, respected and faith- 
fully carried out in all the Senatorial Districts except the Third, which 
is composed of Cullman, Blount and Winston Counties; 


WHEREAS, Cullman County, the people thereof and the political 
parties therein have repeatedly flouted this gentlemen’s agreement when 
representation of Winston County in the Senate of Alabama was con- 
cerned and have nominated and elected a resident of Cullman County 
as the Senator from the Third Senatorial District in many of the years

The Speaker of the House, in the presence of the House, immediately

REPORT OF RULES COMMITTEE 


Mr. Fite, Chariman of the Standing Committee on Rules reported 
that said committee in session had acted on the following resolution and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report. 


By Mr. Kelly: 

H. R. 114. WHEREAS, the government of Alabama purports to be a 
democracy in which the people exercise their sovereignty through elected 
representatives; 


WHEREAS, one of the fundamental principles on which such a gov- 
ernment stands is that it affords to the people of the whole State, not 
just a part thereof, an opportunity to take part in or have a voice in their 
own government; 


WHEREAS, in recognition of this cardinal principle and of the fact 
that the integrity of any democracy depends upon the assiduity with 
which it guards the rights of minorities of the governed and with which 
it restrains and prevents the ruthless use of power by the majority, a 
tacit or gentlemen’s agreement came into being among Alabama’s states- 
men shortly after the adoption of the Constitution of 1901 to the effect 
that the privilege of having a senator from the county would be rotated 
in those Senatorial Districts which were composed of more than one 
county; 


WHEREAS, this agreement has been honored, respected and faith- 
fully carried out in all the Senatorial Districts except the Third, which is 
composed of Cullman, Blount and Winston Counties; 


WHEREAS, Cullman County, the people thereof and the political 
parties therein have repeatedly flouted this gentlemen’s agreement when 
representation of Winston County in the Senate of Alabama was con- 
cerned and have nominated and elected a resident of Cullman County 
as the Senator from the Third Senatorial District in many of the years 
in which Winston County was in right, justice and fair dealing and pur- 
suant to the long established custom of other senatorial districts under 
the venerated agreement, above mentioned, entitled to representation in 
the Senate; and 


WHEREAS, Winston County is the only county in Alabama which 
has been represented in the Senate by a resident only one term since the 
adoption of the Constitution of 1901: 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF ALABAMA That this Body hereby condemns this 
ruthless use of its numerical voting strength by Cullman County, and 
hereby memorializes the executive committees of any political party in 
Cullman County, Blount County, and Winston County and the voters of 
each of such counties to refrain from nominating or electing a resident of 
Cullman or Blount County as the Senator from the Third Senatorial Dis- 
trict until a resident of Winston County has been elected to and has 
served a term in the Senate of Alabama as the Senator from the Third 
Senatorial District. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the state executive committee of 
every political party in Alabama is hereby requested to refuse to certify 
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the nomination of a resident of Cullman or Blount County for printing on 
the ballot as that party’s nominee for the office of Senator from the Third 
Senatorial District until a resident of Winston County has been elected 
to such office and has served a term as such senator. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this Resolution be sent 
by the Clerk of the House of Representatives to the chairman of the coun- 
ty executive committee of every political party in Cullman, Blount and 
Winston Counties, to every member of the state executive committee of 
every political party represented on the ticket for the general election, and 
to every elected county official of Cullman, Blount and Winston Coun- 
ties, and also that a copy hereof be released to the Press.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE RELATIVE TO 
H. B. 319 


The Committee of Conference appointed to reconcile the disagree- 
ment between the two houses on the Senate amendment to the bill, H. B. 
319, has met, considered the matter, and reports as follows: 


We recommend that the Senate recede from its amendment to the 
bill and that the following amendment be adopted: 


On page 1, strike out Section 2 of the bill entirely and substitute 
therefor the following: 


“Section 2. The judge of the county court of Walker County shall be 
elected at the general election to be held in November, 1958, and every 
four years thereafter, and neither the probate judge nor the judge of the 
probate court of Walker County shall serve as judge of the county court. 
The judge of the county court shall hold office for a term of four years 
from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next follow- 
ing his election, and until his successor shall have been elected and qual- 
ified. The judge of the county court shall be a resident and qualified 
elector of Walker County, shall be a person learned in the law, and shall 
have been admitted to the practice of law in the State of Alabama. The 
judge of the county court shall receive a salary of six thousand six hun- 
dred dollars ($6,600.00) per annum, payable as a preferred claim in equal 
monthly installments out of the general fund of the county, which shall 
be in lieu of all other compensation heretofore provided by law. The 
judge of the county court may be impeached or removed from office on 
the same grounds and in the same manner as may be provided for the im- 
eat ay or removal of judges of county courts under the general laws 
of this State.”

Act To Provide Judicial Officers of the State; to designate them as Super- 
numerary Circuit Judges; to provide the conditions under which a Judge 
of the Circuit Court may become a Supernumerary Circuit Judge; to pre- 
scribe the qualifications, tenure of office, duties, powers, authority, com- 
pensation, and the method of removal from office of such Supernumerary 
Circuit Judges, and to appropriate funds for the payment of such compen- 
sation.”

S. 510. Relating to civil remedies and procedure; providing that in 
any civil action proof that an alleged act of a party or parties was com- 
mitted by or through an agent, servant or employee of such party or 
parties shall be sufficient proof of the allegation, but giving such party 
or parties the right to plead the statute of limitations applicable to the 
case made by the evidence offered. 


S. 397. To provide for the operation of Thorsby Institute in Chilton 
County as a high school in the public school system of said county; mak- 
ing appropriations for that purpose. 


Mr. Branyon, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Constitution 
& Elections, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable re- 
port, with amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 91 (with amendment). Proposing an amendment of Sections 50 
and 198 of the Constitution to provide for each county created after the 
ratification of the 1901 Constitution one member of the house of repre- 
pees for every forty-five thousand inhabitants or fractional part 
thereof. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


Mr. Summerlin, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Education, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and they were severally read a second time and placed on 
the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 1032 (with amendment). To amend Section 1 of Title 52, Code of 
Alabama 1940, which relates to the definitions used in the school code, so 
as to provide that the scholastic day shall not commence before the hour 
of nine o’clock in the morning. 
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S. 351 (with amendment). To amend further Section 37 of Title 
52 of the Code of Alabama (1940) which relates to the authority of board 
and trustees of institutions to borrow from federal agencies or others. 


Mr. Adams (Tallapoosa), Chairman of the Standing Committee on 
Local Government, reported that said Committee in session had acted on 
the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favor- 
able report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 217. To further amend Section 402(17), Title 37, of the Code of 
Alabama 1940, which was last amended by Act No. 116, of the General 
Acts of Alabama 1956, relating to the board of directors of municipal cor- 
porations for the purpose of owning, operating and financing water, sew- 
er, gas and electric systems. 


S. 476. To provide that in any case where general obligation bonds 
of a county or a municipality have heretofore been or may hereafter be 
authorized at an election held pursuant to the provisions of Subdivision 
1 of Article 2 of Chapter 6 of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as 
amended, and are issued and sold in series rather than as an entirety, it 
shall not be necessary for each series of such bonds to mature or be pay- 
able in the manner required by the applicable provisiong of Section 255 
of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended, so long as all 
such bonds so authorized taken together mature or are payable in the 
manner provided by the applicable provisions of said Section 255.

tired members of such departments and payment of benefits provided 
for hereunder and payment of benefits to widows, orphans, and widowed 
mothers of such members; to prescribe duties of the city attorney; to

S. 422. To regulate further the compensation and allowances of cer- 
tain officers of counties having a population of not less than 80,000 nor 
more than 94,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal decen- 
nial census. 


S. 469. To provide expense allowance to judges of the circuit courts 
in all judicial circuits composed of four or more counties in addition to 
those expenses now allowed by law. 


S. 470. Authorizing the utilization of convicts to work upon, clean 
and restore certain neglected cemeteries or graveyards in Wilcox Coun- 
ty, and providing for the guarding, safe-keeping and maintenance of con- 
victs when employed in such work.

To amend further Act No. 370, S. 439, ap- 
proved August 21, 1953 (Acts of Alabama, 1953, Vol. I, p. 439), which re- 
lates to the powers of the governing bodies of municipalities in any coun- 
ty having a population of more than 225,000 and less than 500,000 inhab-

S. 480. To fix the supplemental salaries of Circuit Judges in Judicial 
Circuits in Alabama composed of one county where the population of such 
county exceeds 94,000 people and is less than 134,000 people according 
toa the last preceding or any succeeding decennial United States census 
to be paid out of the county treasury of such counties. 


S. 491. To apply in all counties having a population of not less than 
46,000 nor more than 49,000, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; ‘authorizing the court of county commissioners, 
board of revenue, or like governing body of such counties to appropriate 
the public funds ‘of the county for payment of certain equitable and just 
claims for which the county is not legally liable. 


S. 493. To abolish the Hospital Board for Cullman County; to create 
in lieu thereof the Cullman County Hospital Administration Board; to 
prescribe its duties; to authorize the operation of the hospital, owned 
jointly by the County of Cullman and the City of Cullman; to provide 
for the election of the chairman of said hospital board and prescribe 
his duties; to make provisions for the appointment of a superintendent 
of said hospital; to make provisions and care for deficiencies in revenue 
of said hospital and provide for manner of payment of said appropriations. 


S. 494. To repeal an act approved August 30, 1955, entitled “An Act 
Relating to counties having a population of not less than 56,500 nor more 
than 72,500: Providing for the reidentification of all registered voters;

S. 496. Relating to the Twentieth Judicial Circuit, which is com- 
posed of Houston and Heniy Counties; fixing the salary of the Officiai 


Court Reporter of such circuit and providing for the payment thereof. 


S. 497. Relating to Houston County: To amend Section 6 of Act 
No. 9, S. 93, approved May 24, 1957, entitled an Act “To create and estab- 
lish a Board of Revenue and Control for Houston County, Alabama, to 
be composed of five district commissioners and the Judge of Probate 
who shall serve as ex officio chairman, in place of the board of revenue 
now existing in said County, and abolishing said board of revenue of 
Houston County; to provide for the four members now serving as com- 
missioners on the board of revenue to hold office on the Board of Reve- 
nue and Control until their terms shall expire and their successors elect- 
ed and qualified; to provide for compensation of the members aid the 
manner of payments; to divide the County into five districts by adding 
the fifth district and prescribing the method by which this additional 
commissioner shall be appointed; to provide for the election of the dis- 
trict commissioners prescribing their required qualifications, terms of of- 
fice, duties and compensation, and the numbered precincts in each dis- 
trict so created and established; to provide for selection of one of the 
commissioners to serve as vice-chairman of the board; to prescribe a 
quorum for the purpose of transacting business of the county; providing 
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for appointments to fill vacancies on the board; prescribing bonds for all 
commissioners and the Judge of Probate as ex officio chairman of the 
board; to provide for the appointment of county engineer and defining 
his duties, power and authority and prescribing a maximum salary for 
the position; to provide for powers and authority of board members and 
to prescribe regular meeting dates of the board; to provide procedure for 
the making of contracts for construction, and/or the purchase of road and 
bridge material, teams, tools, machinery, supplies or equipment; to pro- 
vide for repeal of all laws in conflict with this Act, and especially repeal- 
ing certain acts designated,” by providing for an increase in the county 
engineer’s salary to an amount not to exceed $10,000 per annum and to 
rovide for an expense allowance for the county engineer not to exceed 
1,500.00 per annum. 


S. 500. For the relief of George Dean and Mrs. Ed Pettus, doing busi- 
ness as Pettus Bonding Co., of Montgomery, Alabama. 


S. 504. Relating to Geneva County: To amend further Section 1 of 
Act No. 550, S. B. 433, approved October 8, 1947 (Local Acts of Alabama, 
1947, p. 374), entitled “An Act To provide for the appointment of the 
County Superintendent of Education, prescribing his qualifications and 
providing for his term of office, salary, powers, duties, and removal.” 


S. 513. Providing further for the election of the members and pre- 
siding officer of the court of county commissioners, board of revenue or 
like governing body of each county having a population of not less than 
125,000 nor more than 225,000, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census. 


S. 516. For the relief of George F. Winter and to authorize and di- 
rect the Court of County Commissioners of Butler County, Alabama, to 
pay to the said George F. Winter the sum of Eighty-Nine Dollars ($89.00) 
for the damage to the automobile of the said George F. Winter. 


S. 518. Relating to Madsion County: To create and establish the 
Madison County Court; to define its jurisdiction and powers; to provide 
officers for said court, prescribe their powers, duties, tenure and compen- 
sation; to divest justices of the peace and notaries public ex officio jus- 
tices of the peace in Madison County of criminal and quasi-criminal juris- 
diction and vest such jurisdiction in the court hereby created; to authorize 
the transfer of any case pending in any court of a Justice of the peace or 
in the Inferior Court of Huntsville to the Madison County Court; to 
prescribe rules of procedure for the Madison County Court; to provide 
for the transfer to the Circuit Court of Madison County and trial therein 
without prior indictment or presentment by the grand jury of any crimi- 
nal case instituted in the Madison County Court if a jury trial is demand- 
ed; and to provide for the execution of the process of said court and the 
operation thereof. 


S. 519. Relating to Madison County: To amend further Section 15 
of Act No. 213, S. 434, entitled “Act Act to establish in Precinct One in 
Madison County, Alabama, an Inferior Court in lieu of all Justices of the 
Peace and Notaries Public with the powers of a Justice of the Peace in 
the said Precinct, to be known as the Inferior Court of Huntsville, to de- 
fine the jurisdiction and powers of said Court and the Judge thereof,” 
approved April 4, 1911 (Local Acts of Alabama 1911, page 215). 


S. 520. To amend Sections 1 and 2 of the act approved August 5, 
1953 providing for the establishment of a fund to be designated as the 
“Solicitor’s Fund” for the circuit solicitor of Madison County (Act No. 
289, S. 299, 1953 Acts 354). 


S. 521. To alter, rearrange, and extend the boundary lines and cor- 
porate limits of the City of Huntsville in Madison County. 
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S. 522. Relating to Madison County; regulating the expenditure of 
the moneys accruing to the county Highway and Traffic Control Fund. 


S. 523. To amend Act No. 466, H. 928, approved September 15, 1939 
(Local Acts of Alabama, 1939, p. 280), entitled “An Act To regulate, de- 
fine and license the practice of Barbering in Madison County, Alabama; 
to provide rules and regulations concerning sanitation and cleanliness in 
and about Barber Shops in said County; to authorize the County Board 
of Barber Examiners to establish minimum prices and hours for Barbers 
in said County when the same have been agreed to by not less than 80% 
of all the licensed and registered Barbers of said County; to create a 
Board of Barber Examiners for said County, and define its powers and 
duties; to fix the punishment for the violation of the provisions of this 
act.” 


S. 524. To provide for a supplement to the compensation of the 
judges of the circuit courts in all circuits composed of two counties, each 
having more than 30,000 population, according to the last or any subse- 
quent federal decennial census, when the judge is required by law to 
hold at least two sessions of such court at two different places in any one 
county in any one year, and to provide for the payment of such supple- 
ment by the counties composing such circuits. 


S. 525. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama re- 
lating to the levy and collection of a special property tax for public 
school purposes in Russell County; and authorizing the county and city 
boards of education, upon the levy of such special tax, to issue tax an- 
ticipation bonds, and to pledge the proceeds of the tax to the payment of 
the interest on and principal of such bonds. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


S. 526. Relating to incorporated cities having a population of not 
less than 75,000 nor more than 125,000, according to the last or any sub- 
sequent federal decennial census; providing for city planning and zoning, 
constituting the city council, commission, or other like legislative body 
of any such city a City Planning and Zoning Commission, prescribing the 
powels aiid dutics of such a commission, and repealing conflicting laws. 


S. 528. To authorize all towns having a population of not less than 
one thousand nor more than two thousand population according to the 
1950 or any succeeding Federal decennial census which have fire fighting 
equipment or personnel to use such equipment and personnei in tie po- 
lice jurisdiction; to authorize licenses by such towns at not exceeding 
75% of the rates within the corporate limits; to authorize such towns to 
make available fire fighting personnel and equipment to protect the 
property of such towns located in the same county; and to exempt such 
towns and their personnel from liability and obligation and to grant pro- 
tection as if they were acting inside of the corporate limits. 


S. 534. To authorize and make provision for the incorporation, in any 
county of the State of Alabama having a population of not less than 94,000 
nor more than 134,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal de- 
cennial census, of an authority as a public corporation for the purpose 
of acquiring, constructing, enlarging, equipping, improving, maintain- 
ing, developing and operating airports, heliports, airport buildings and 
facilities and of constructing, acquiring, establishing, improving, extend- 
ing, enlarging, reconstructing, equipping, maintaining, repairing and op- 
operating building, structures and facilities suitable for use as retail shop- 
ping areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or for the conduct of 
any lawful business, at, upon, or adjacent to any airport, heliport or air- 
craft landing area owned or operated by such authority and leasing or 
letting such buildings, structures or facilities; to provide for the election 
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of the directors and officers of such authority; to specify its powers; to 
endow such authority with certain powers of eminent domain; to provide 
that any county and any city in any county for which an authority has 
been organized under this act may aid and cooperate in the planning, 
undertaking construction and operation of airports, heliports and air 
navigation’ facilities and may lend, give, donate, sell, convey or transfer 
money, real property, perscnal property, mixed property or any right 
capable of transfer to such authority; to provide that no action or suit 
shall be brought or maintained against such authority or a director there- 
of for or on account of the negligence of the authority or director or of its 
or his agents, servants or employees; to authorize the issuance by such 
authority of interest bearing revenue bonds payable solely out of the 
revenues of the authority; to specify provisions of said bonds and to de- 
clare them to be negotiable instruments; to provide that said bonds may 
be secured by pledge of any of the revenues of such authority to which 
its right then exists or may thereafter come into existence; to provide 
that such pledge may be provided for in an indenture between said au- 
thority and a corporate trustee or by resolution providing for the issuance 
of the bonds; to provide that said authority may include in any indenture 
or resolution authorizing the issuance of bonds provisions customarily 
contained in instruments securing evidence of indebtedness; to specify 
the use to which the proceeds of said bonds may be put; to authorize the 
refunding of said bonds; to provide for remedies in the event of any de- 
fault; to exempt from all taxation the bonds issued by said authority and 
the income therefrom, the property of said authority, and the business and 
activities conducted or engaged in by said authority; to authorize the in- 
vestment of municipal and county funds in bonds of the authority; to 
provide that said bonds shall be legal investments for fiduciaries and 
savings banks and insurance companies; to authorize the publication of 
notice of the adoption of the resolution authorizing said bonds and speci- 
fying the period of time after such publication within which actions and 
defenses may be asserted respecting said bonds, pledge, and indenture 
and the proceedings authorizing the same; to provide that the provisions 
of this act shall be cumulative; to provide for audits of the books and ac- 
counts of the authority and to provide that the provisions of this act shall 
be severable. 


S. 536. Relating to Marshall County: To fix the salary of the county 
superintendent of education of such county. 


S. 537. Authorizing and directing the court of county commission- 
ers, board of revenue or like governing body of Geneva County to pay to 
the sheriff of the county an allowance to defray the expenses incurred by 
such sheriff in the performance of his official duties. 


S. 538. Relating to Geneva County; fixing the compensation and 
pone an expense allowance for members of the county governing 
ody. 


S. 539. Relating to Geneva County: to authorize and direct the coun- 
ty governing body of such county to reimburse the sheriff of such county 
for hospital and medical expenses incurred because of injuries received 
in the performance of his official duties. 


S. 540. To authorize the Court of County Commissioners of Lee 
County, Alabama to levy on all persons, corporations, co-partnerships, 
companies, agencies and associations selling, distributing or delivering 
to retailers any malt or brewed beverages, including beer, lager beer, ale, 
porter or similar fermented malt liquor containing one-half of one per- 
centum or more of alcohol by volume, a privilege tax not to exceed two 
cents on each sixteen fluid ounces or fractional part thereof for the privi- 
lege of selling, distributing or delivering same to retailers in the County 
of Lee, Alabama; to authorize said Court of County Commissioners and 
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the governing bodies of incorporated municipalities within Lee County 
to collect said tax and ‘place it in the funds of the respective collecting 
bodies; to authorize the making of rules and regulations for collection of 
such tax; to make provision for the use of the funds derived from said 
privilege tax; to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict with this 
Act, and to provide when this Act shall become effective. 


S. 541. To alter or rearrange the boundary lines of the City of Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, so as to include within the corporate limits of said 
City territory not already included therein. 


S. 5438. To fix the compensation of the coroner in all counties having 
a population of not less than 140,000 nor more than 300,000, according to 
the last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 


S. 544. To amend Section 1 of the act approved August 18, 1955 en- 
titled “An Act To create in every county having a population of not less 
than 225,000 nor more than 400,000 inhabitants, according to the last 
or any subsequent decennial federal census, the position of Coroner’s 
Pathologist; to fix the qualifications therefor; to provide the method of 
his appointment and to fix his compensation and the manner in which it 
shall be paid,” (Act No. 256, S. 292, 1955 Acts, Vol. I, p. 600). 


S. 545. To amend further Section 1 of the act approved July 6, 1943 
entitled “An Act To provide an Assistant for County Coroner in all coun- 
ties having a population of not less than 140,000 nor more than 300,000 
according to the last or any subsequent Federal census,” (Act No. 563, S. 
427, 1943 General Acts 561). 


S. 547. To alter or re-arrange the boundary lines of the town of 
Reece City, Etowah County, Alabama, so as to include within the cor- 
porate limits of said town all territory now within such corporate limits 
and also certain other territory in Etowah County, Alabama. 


S. 548. Providing further for the operation of the county board of 
equalization of each county having a population of not less than 80,000 
nor more than 94,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal 
decennial census; further regulating the term of service, compensation, 
and expense allowance of the members of the hoard; making further pro- 
vision in regard to the office space and office fixtures and supplies of the 
board; and providing for the employment of a secretary-appraiser by the 
buard aid other employees of the beard.

To authorize and make provision for the incorporation in any 
City of the State of Alabama having a population of 300,000 or more ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent federal census of an authority as a 
public corporation for the purpose of acquiring, constructing, enlarging, 
equipping, improving, maintaining, developing and operating airports, 
heliports, airport buildings and facilities and of constructing, acyuuing, 
establishing, improving, extending, enlarging, reconstructing, equipping, 
maintaining, repairing and operating buildings, structures and facilities 
suitable for use as manufacturing plants, industrial plants, retail shopping 
areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or for the conduct of any 
lawful business, at, upon, or adjacent to any airport, heliport or aircraft 
landing area owned or operated by such authority and leasing or letting 
such buildings, structures or facilties; to provide for the election of the 
directors and officers of such authority; to specify its powers; to endow 
such authority with the power of eminent domain; to provide that any 
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City for which an authority has been organized under this act may aid 
and cooperate in the planning, undertaking construction and operation 
of airports, heliports and air navigation facilities and may lend, give, do- 
nate, sell, convey or transfer money, real property, personal property, 
mixed property or any right capable of transfer to such authority; to pro- 
vide that no action or suit shall be brought or maintained against such 
authority or a director thereof for or on account of the negligence of the 
authority or director or of its or his agents, servants or employees; to 
authorize the issuance by such authority of interest bearing revenue 
bonds payable solely out of the revenues of the authority; to specify pro- 
visions of said’ bonds and to declare them to be negotiable instruments; 
to provide that said bonds may be secured by pledge of any of the reve- 
nues of such authority to which its right then exists or may thereafter 
come into existence; to provide that such pledge may be provided for in 
an indenture between said authority and a corporate trustee or by reso- 
lution providing for the issuance of the bonds; to provide that said author- 
ity may include in any indenture or resolution authorizing the issuance 
of bonds provisions customarily contained in instruments securing evi- 
dence of indebtedness; to specify the use to which the proceeds of said 
bonds may be put; to authorize the refunding of said bonds; to provide 
for remedies in the event of any default; to exempt from all taxation the 
bonds issued by said authority and the income therefrom, the property 
of said authority, and the business and activities conducted or engaged 
in by said authority; to authorize the investment of municipal funds in 
bonds of the authority; to provide that said bonds shall be legal invest- 
ments for fiduciaries and savings banks and insurance companies; to au- 
thorize the publication of notice of the adoption of the resolution author- 
izing said bonds and specifying the period of time after such publication 
within which actions and defenses may be asserted respecting said bonds, 
pledge, and indenture and the proceedings authorizing the same; to pro- 
vide that the provisions of this act shall be cumulative; to provide for 
audits of the books and accounts of the authority and to provide that the 
provisions of this act shall be severable; to protect certain civil service 
and pension rights of employees of municipal airports taken over by such 
authority; to provide for competitive bidding on construction contracts 
in excess of ten thousand dollars; to provide for a date upon which this 
act shall become effective.

S. 546. To apply in and only in each county in this state having a 
population of 500,000 or more, according to the 1950 or any succeeding de- 
cennial federal census: To regulate junk dealers and scrap metal proces- 
sors in such counties; to provide for inspection prior to purchase or sale, 
melting, altering or defacing of certain scrap; to make the purchase or 
sale, melting, altering or defacing of other scrap lawful; to require a rec- 
ord of each purchases of scrap; to require a daily report of purchases 
from retail sources to the chief law enforcement officer of such county; 
to permit furnaces or melting pots in certain instances; to authorize the 
chief law enforcement officer of any municipality in such county to pro- 
hibit the sale or disposition of certain scrap; To give the right of in- 
spection of scrap on the scrap yard or premises of any junk dealer or scrap 
metal processor; to prohibit purchases of scrap from minors under eigh- 
teen years of age; to prescribe the penalties for violation of this Act; and 
to make Alabama Code of 1940, Title 14, Chapter 52, Sections 327 to 330, 
and present municipal ordinances inapplicable to junk dealers and scrap 
metal processors in the counties to which this Act applies.

& Elections, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the

S. 474, To validate public corporations for hospital purposes at- 
tempted to be organized under Act No. 46 adopted at the 1949 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama, as originally adopted or as amend- 
ed, where the governing body of a county has authorized the incorpora- 
tion of such corporation but where the attempted incorporation is in- 
valid because of some irregularity in the procedure for incorporation. 


S. 475. To amend Act No. 46 adopted at the 1949 Regular Session of 
the Legislature so as to authorize the amendment of the certificate of 
incorporation of any public hospital corporation, at any time organized 
under said act, for the purpose of changing the number of the members 
of its board of directors or making any other change in any such certifi- 
cate of incorporation that is not inconsistent with the provisions of said 
act; so as to provide the method of effecting any such amendment; so as 
to specify, in the event any such amendment shall reduce the number of 
the members of any such board of directors, the method for determining 
which members of any such board of directors shall continue to serve 
and which shall cease to serve, following such amendment; and so as to 
provide that the terms of office of any such board of directors shall there- 
after be staggered so that the term of office of one-third of such directors 
shall expire at the end of each period of two years.

H. J. R. 122. Whereas, the original thirteen colonies which declared 
their independence of the British King on July 4, 1776, had suffered a 
long train of abuses and usurpations, evincing a design to reduce them 
under an absolute despotism, and were anxious to establish a govern- 
ment which would provide new guards for their future security, a gov- 
ernment deriving its just powers from the consent of the governed; 


Whereas, these colonists in their endeavor to provide a democratic 
government for themselves adopted the Constitution of the United States 
and incornorated in Section 4 of Article IV thereof a provision guarantee- 
ing to every State in the Union a republican form of government; and 
providing that the United States “shall protect each of them against in- 
vasion; and on application of the legislature, or of the executive (when 
the legislature cannot be convened) against domestic violence”; 


Whereas, Article IX of the Bill of Rights, which was proposed as an 
amendment to the Constitution by the first congress assembled under 
such Constitution, provides “The enumeration in the constitution of cer- 
tain rights, shall not be construed to deny or disparage others retained by 
the people.” 
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Whereas, Article X of this same Bill of Rights, provides: “The pow- 
ers not delegated to the United States by the constitution, nor prohibited 
by it to the states, are reserved to the states respectively, or to the peo- 
ple’; 


Whereas, many recent opinions of the Supreme Court have ignored 
these constitutional provisions, thus trampling on the rights of the States 
and in effect authorizing certain Federal agencies to usurp rights of the 
states in many fields of government, which have previously been regard- 
ed by the states and the Federal Government as sacrosanct to the states, 


Whereas, the President of the United States has often stated that the 
rights guaranteed by the Constitution to the states should at all times be 
safeguarded, and that the boundary between state and federal authority 
should be respected, even intimating that the states should reclaim some 
rights now being exercised by the Federal Government. 


Whereas, even some members of the United States Supreme Court 
in recent dissenting opinions in cases involving the question of infringing 
on a state’s rights, have sounded a warning against the Federal Govern- 
ment’s intrusion into matters of state concern. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, THE SEN- 
ATE CONCURRING, that The Legislature of Alabama hereby memo- 
rializes President Dwight D. Eisenhower to be particularly mindful of 
the rights reserved by the Constitution to the states and to exert his every 
effort to restrain the intrusion by federal agents into matters of state 
concern to the end that each and every state of the Union shall be truly 
a republic in which all power of government is derived from the gov- 
erned, the will of the people therein shall prevail and no section or part 
of these United States shall become the pawn of another section, wield- 
ing despotic powers over it and thus subject to the same abuses and usur- 
pations which our United States were established to avoid. 


Be It Further Resolved, that President Eisenhower’s attention is spe- 
cifically directed to Section 4 of Article IV of the Constitution, in which 
the decision as to the need for federal aid in protection against domestic 
violence is left to the legislature or the executives of the respective states, 
and he is urged in view of the present situation in Arkansas and other 
Southern States, to respect the states’ rights to handle their own prob- 
lems and provide for their own domestic tranquility in the manner 
deemed best by the people and their elected representatives.

AN ACT 


Providing that every person, firm, or corporation who sells or fur- 
nishes any roadbuilding tractor, scraper, machinery or like roadbuilding 
equipment of any kind, or part thereof, or repairs thereto, the purchase 
price of which exceeds Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00), shall have a lien 
for the full price thereof on the vehicle; providing for the recording of 
such lien and for the enforcement thereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That every person, firm, or corporation who sells or fur- 
nishes any roadbuilding tractor, scraper, machinery or like roadbuilding 
equipment of any kind, or a part thereof, or repairs thereto, the purchase 
or cost price of which ‘exceeds Twenty- Five Dollars ($25, 00), shall have 
a lien for the full price thereof on the roadbuilding tractor, scraper, ma- 
chinery or like roadbuilding equipment of any kind. It is provided, how- 
ever, that the lien herein declared shall be deemed lost unless the person 
entitled thereto files in the office of the judge of probate of the county in 
which the purchaser or owner of the roadbuilding tractor, scraper, ma- 
chinery or like roadbuilding equipment of any kind resides, or the county 
in which the sale or repair is consummated, within three months from 
the datc of the sale, or renair, a statement in writing, verified by the oath 
of the person claiming the lien, or of some other person having knuwiedge 
of the facts, containing the amount of the demand secured by the lien, a 
description of the vehicle on which the lien is claimed in such a manner 
that the vehicle may be identified, and the name and address of the own- 
er of the vehicle. The filing of the verified statement as provided herein 
shall constitute notice of the lien. 


Section 2. For the enforcement of the lien, the claimant may have 
process of attachment from any court of competent jurisdiction: 
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(1) When the claim is due and the defendant, on demand, fails or 
refuses to pay the same; or 


(2) Whether such claim is due or not, when the defendant has re- 
moved, or there is good reason to believe that he is about to remove, any 
vehicle on which the lien declared in Section 1 hereof exists without 
paying such claim. 


Section 3. A lien within the meaning of this Act shall include any 
instrument given to secure the payment of the purchase price of any 
roadbuilding tractor, scraper, machinery or like roadbuilding equipment 
of any kind, for a part, for the installation of a part, or for the repair of 
such roadbuilding tractor, scraper, machinery or like roadbuilding equip- 
ment of any kind, and any action for the enforcement of liens under this 
Act shall be governed by the laws now providing for the repossession of 
chattels and the enforcement of liens of mechanics and materialmen. 


Section 4. The judge of probate shall record the statement required 
herein and note thereon the time of filing; for which he shall receive a 
fee of fifteen cents a hundred words, or fraction thereof; such fee, if paid 
by the lien-holder, shall be secured to the lien-holder by such lien.

payment of such bonds; to exempt the bonds and the interest thereon 
from taxation; and to make provision for the terms, specifications, exe- 
cution, sale and issuance of the bonds, and for the disposition of the pro- 
ceeds thereof.” be and the said section is hereby amended so that it shall 
read as follows:

The appropriation here- 
inabove made from the surplus existing September 30, 1958 shall be used 
by the Department during the fiscal yeer ending September 30, 1959, 
and shall be expended as follows: One hundred eighty-six thousand dol- 
lars ($186,000) shall be used solely for the purchase of necessary chem- 
icals and insecticides; forty-two thousand dollars ($42,000) shall be used 
to pay the compensation and travel expenses of eight agricultural inspec-

000) shall be used exclusively for the purchase of equipment and for the 
payment of other expenses.

The Senate has passed the following House Bills and returns same 
herewith to the House:

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the sum of six hundred seventy thuusaiid dollars 
($670,000) is hereby appropriated from any surplus in excess of one 
miiiinn five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) existing in the gen- 
eral fund in the state treasury at the eid of each of the fiseai years end- 
ing September 30, 1958 and September 30, 1959, to the Armory Commis- 
sion of Alabama, which funds have not been otherwise appropriated. 
The foregoing appropriation shall be used for providing additional ar- 
mory facilities required by the Alabama National Guard and Air National] 
Guard units and headquarters. These funds may be used for matching 
with federal funds made available to the State on a matching basis for 
such purposes and for the improvement and equipping of armories for 
such units and headquarters.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has originated and adopted the following Senate Joint 
Resolution and sends same herewith to the House for its consideration: 


By Mr. Engelhardt: 

S. J. R. 95. WHEREAS, numerous citizens of Northern States have 
recently exhibited a profound and altruistic interest in the social and 
economic development of certain citizens of Alabama and other Southern 
States, namely, members of the Negro Race; 


WHEREAS, these Northern citizens have written and pubished many 
articles condemning the practice of segregation in the South and assert- 
ing that it is only in the South that members of the Negro Race are down- 
trodden and discriminated against because of race; 


WHEREAS, since these Northerners are so sincerely solicitous of the 
welfare of the Negroes in Southern States and have been most generous 
in expending their time and money for the purpose of reforming the 
South, remodelling its social and economic structure, and changing its 
customs and mores to eliminate all racial barriers in this section and 
generally to improve the lot of the Negro in the South, surely the many 
Negroes of this section who have inferred therefrom an invitation to 
move to the North, which our benevolent neighbors to the North have so 
diplomatically refrained from putting into words, have in truth and in 
fact received the message which their would-be benefactors were endeav- 
oring to convey to them; 


WHEREAS, the people of Alabama, like these numerous Northern 
citizens, are deeply interested in the welfare and progress of our Ala- 
bama Negroes, and are of the opinion that great good would result by 
some of our good Southern Negroes accepting this invitation to move 
to Northern cities where they might enjoy the “brotherly love” which 
these altruistic Northerners are so anxious to bestow on them; and 
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WHEREAS, the people of Alabama, as always, stand ready, willing 
and anxious to lend a helping hand to the Negro citizens of this State in 
any undertaking which tends to promote their betterment as individuals 
or as a race, and are particularly anxious to show their deep appreciation 
of the unselfish interest of Northern people in Alabama and her citizens; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALA- 
BAMA, THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES CONCURRING, That two 
members of the Senate be appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor and 
two members of the House of Representatives be appointed by the Speak- 
er of the House, to constitute a committee to cooperate with similar leg- 
islative committees appointed by the Legislature of Georgia and by the 
legislatures or governors of any other Southern States in working out 
plans by which a resettlement commission can be established for the pur- 
pose of helping those cultured, educated Negroes who desire to remove 
from the South to unsegregated communities in the North where they will, 
no doubt, receive a cordial welcome from their Northern friends, and op- 
portunities will abound for their full social, educational, economic and 
spiritual development, unhampered by the racial barriers and the preju- 
dices that inhere in the social customs of the unenlightened South: Such 
help to include aid in locating and acquiring suitable residences in con- 
genial neighborhoods in such Northern cities (The commission shall be 
authorized to purchase these residences whenever in its opinion this is 
wise and later to resell them to our migrating citizens.) in securing satis- 
fying and rewarding employment in the fields in which their talents and 
training may be developed and utilized to the fullest, and in securing the 
funds to finance the cost of moving, of purchasing the new homes, and of 
getting established in their new jobs; but, of course, always being so ad- 
ministered as to have no damaging psychological effects on the recipients 
thereof and in such a manner as to assure each person helped that this aid 
is extended only because the South is interested in its Negro citizens and 
is confident that its investment in them will prove a sound one. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Senators and Representa- 
tives appointed as members of this committee shall draw no compensa- 
tion for serving as such members, but they shall be entitled to reimburse- 
ment for any expenses they actually incur in the performance of the du- 
ties hereby imposed upon them from any funds in the State Treasury 
heretofore appropriated for the use and expenses of the Legislature.

To create a joint legislative interim committee to study the feasibility 
of dissolving the County of Macon and transferring its territory and jur- 
isdiction to other counties; and to make an appropriation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there shall be a joint legislative interim committee to 
study and determine the feasibility of dissolving the County of Macon 
and transferring its territory and jurisdiction among the Counties of Tal- 
lapoosa, Montgomery, Bullock, Lee, and Elmore. The committee shall be 
composed of fourteen members, as follows: the three senators who rep- 
resent the Counties of Macon, Tallapoosa, and Montgomery in the Senate 
of the Legislature of Alabama; the two representatives in the House of 
Representatives from Bullock County; the two representatives from Lee 
County; the two representatives from Elmore County; the two represen- 
tatives from Tallapoosa County; the representative from Macon County; 
and two representatives from the County of Montgomery, to be desig- 
nated by the legislative delegation of the county. The committee shall 
report its findings, conclusions, and recommendations, together with such 
proposed legislation as it may deem necessary, to the Legislature not later 
than the tenth legislative day of the 1959 regular session of the Legisla- 
ture. 


Section 2. The members of the committee shall elect a chairman and 
a vice-chairman from among their number. The committee shall meet at 
the call of the chairman, or at the request of any two members of the 
committee. Committee members shall be entitled to receive an amount 
equal to their regular legislative per diem and allowances for each day 
they serve, not to exceed fifty days altogether. The committee may em- 
ploy such engineering, technical, clerical, and stenographic personnel 
as may be necessary for the effective conduct of its study. The commit- 
tee may also utilize the services, information, facilities, and personnel of 
any department or agency in the administrative branch of the state gov- 
ernment as may be necessary in the performance of its duties. 


Section 3. There is hereby appropriated, from any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary, to pay the compensa- 
tion and allowances of the committee members, the compensation of the 
committee’s employees, and the other necessary expenses of the commit- 
tee. The expenses of the committee shall be paid on warrants drawn on 
the state treasury by the State Comptroller, on requisitions certified by 
the committee chairman. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 5, All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

The following amendment of the Constitution of Alabama 
is proposed, and shali become valid as a part of the Constitution when 
approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and upon 
proclamation by the Governor: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“The Legislature may, with or without the notice prescribed by Sec- 
tion 106 of this Constitution, by a majority vote of each house, enact gen- 
eral or local laws altering or re-arranging the existing boundaries, or re- 
ducing the area of, or abolishing, Macon County, and transferring jits ter- 
ritory, or any part thereof, and its jurisdiction and functions, to contigu- 
ous counties. Toward this end, there shall be a committee composed of 
the senators and representatives who now represent the counties of Bul- 
lock, Elmore, Lee, Macon, Montgomery, and Tallapoosa in the Legislature, 
to study and determine the feasibility of abolishing Macon County or re- 
ducing iis areca, and to formulate the legislation deemed necessary for 
such purpose. The committee shaii select 2 chairman and a vice-chair- 
man from among their number, shall meet on the call of the chairman, 
and shall report its findings, conclusions, and recommendations to the 
Legislative Council on or before the first Friday i in October, 1958; and the 
Legislative Council shall submit such report and any legislation proposed 
by the committee to the Legislature at the 1959 regular session thereof. 
The committee shall be discharged upon the filing of its report with the 
Legislative Council. Committee members shall be entitled to receive an 
amount equal to their regular legislative per diem and allowances for 
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each day they serve, not to exceed fifty days altogether. The committee 
may employ such engineering, technical, clerical, and stenographic per- 
sonnel as may be necessary for the conduct of its work, and may fix their 
compensation. The compensation and expenses of the committee and its 
employees, and the other necessary expenses incurred by the committee, 
shall be paid from, any money in the state treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, on requisitions certified by the committee chairman; provided, 
that the aggregate amount to be expended by the committee shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of fifty thousand dollars.”

The court 
of county commissioners, board of revenue or like governing body of 
Walker County is hereby directed to draw or cause a ‘warrant on the 
county treasury to be drawn for the amount herein appropriated, and the 
custodian, of county funds is hereby authorized and directed to pay the 
same upon due presentation thereof. It is provided, however, that the 
warrant must be made out in the name of the said General Garner and 
his wife, and shall be payable to them jointly; and, to be valid, must be 
countersigned by Herman Maddox, county attorney, or if the said Her- 
man Maddox is not the county attorney of Walker County at the time 
the warrant is presented for payment, then the warrant must be counter- 
signed by the then county attorney of the county.- The proceeds of the 
warrant shall be used exclusively to apply toward the purchase price of 
a home for the said General Garner and his wife, and no part of the pro- 
ceeds thereof may be used for the payment of any attorney’s fee. 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and aprpoval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A BILL

Relating to incorporated cities having a population of not less than 
75,000 nor more than 125,000, according to the last or any subsequent fed- 
eral decennial census; providing for city planning and zoning; creating a 
planning commission for each such city; prescribing the powers and du- 
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ties of such a commission; and providing for and regulating appeals from 
orders, decisions, and actions of the council, commission or like legislative 
body of each such city made or taken in connection with the recommen- 
dations of the planning commission. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply to all incorporated cities having a 
population of not less than 75,000 nor more than 125,000, according to the 
last or any subsequent federal decennial census. 


Section 2. The city council, commission, or like iesizineive body of 
each city to which this Act applies shall appoint a city planning commis- 
sion consisting of seven qualified electors of the city, which commission 
shall be in lieu of the city planning commission contemplated in Article 
3 of Chapter 16, Title 37, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended. The 
planning commission provided for by this Act shall have all the powers, 
duties, and responsibilities of city planning and zoning commissions as 
provided in Chapter 16, Title 37, Code of Alabamd (1940), as amended; 
and, except as otherwise provided in this Act, the provisions of Chapter 
16, Title 37, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, shall apply fully to the 
city planning commission provided for herein. The members of the 
city planning commission provided for by this Act shall serve at the pleas- 
ure of the council, commission, or like legislative body of the city. 


Section 3. The planning commission shall elect a chairman from 
among its own number, and shall create and fill such other of its offices as 
it may determine. The commission shall hold, at least one regular meet- 
ing in each month. It shall adopt rules for the transaction of its business 
and shall keep a record of its resolutions, transactions, findings, and de- 
terminations, which record shall be a public record. 


Section 4. The city planning commission provided for by this Act 
shall appoint an executive secretary who shall be required to give bond 
in the penal sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties, and the premium on the bond shall be paid by the 
city. All recommendations made by the secretary to the planning com- 
mission must be made in writing, and shall constitute public records. The 
secretary shall keep the record of all proceedings of the commission and 
shall have custody of the same. Such records shall be open to public in- 
spection at all reasonable times. The commission may also appoint such 
ather empluyees as it may deem neccessary for its work, and the annoint- 
ment, promotion, demotion, and removal of the secretary and aii other 
employees of the commission shall be subject to the same provisions of 
law as govern other corresponding civil employees of the municipality. 
The commission may also contract with city planners, engineers, archi- 
tects, and other consultants for such services as it may require. The ex- 
penditures of the commission, exclusive of gifts, shall be within the 
amount appropriated for the purpose by the city council, commission, or 
like legislative body of the city; and all contracts entered into by the 
commission under this section shall be in writing and be matters of pub- 


lic record. 
Section §. Before talking any action on any matter coming before the 


planning commission, the commission shall hold at least one public hear- 
ing thereon, notice of the time and place of which shall be given as pro- 
vided for by Chapter 16, Title 37, (1940), Code of Alabama, as amended. 
The members of the city council, commission, or like legislative body of 
the city may attend such hearings, but shall have no vote in the proceed- 
ings of the planning commission, and shall not be present at the time 
the planning commission votes to make its recommendations to the legis- 
lative body. All questions shall be determined by a majority vote of the 
members of the planning commission, and such votes shall be taken in 
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executive session. After the planning commission acts and makes recom- 
mendations to the council, commission, or like legislative body of the city, 
such legislative body must either accept or reject such recommendations 
within thirty days, or one calendar month, from the date on which the 
recommendations are submitted to the legislative body. The council, 
commission, or like legislative body of the city shall hold such public 
hearings on such recommendations as in its discretion seem necessary; 
but the vote of such legislative body on the question of accepting or re- 
jecting any such recommendations shall be made in public and shall con- 
stitute a matter of public record. 


Section 6. Any petitioner for a zoning or a re-zoning of his property 
or with respect to a subdivision, who is aggrieved by any decision, order, 
or action taken or made in connection with any such petition, may appeal 
within fifteen days from the date of such decision, order, or action to the 
circuit court of the county in which the city is located, by filing with the 
city clerk a written notice of appeal, specifying the order, decision, or ac- 
tion from which the appeal is taken. In case of appeal, the legislative 
body of the city shall cause a transcript of the proceedings in the case to 
be certified to the circuit court, and the cause in such court shall be tried 
de novo. The appellant shall have the right to a trial by jury in the cir- 
cuit court upon his demand therefor. Any person, firm, or corporation 
who is the lessee of, or the holder of the legal or equitable title to any 
property contiguous to or within one thousand feet (the width of streets 
shall not be included in determining said one thousand feet) of any prop- 
erty involved in any order, decision, or action shall be deemed to have 
such interest in the order or decision as to permit him to appeal the same 
as provided in this section. Provided however, any person may appear 
before the planning commission or legislative body and protest, testify 
and make recommendations to said bodies. An appeal under this section 
shali stay all proceedings in furtherance of the action appealed from un- 
less the legislative body of the city certifies, after the notice of the appeal 
is filed, that by reason of facts stated in the certificate a stay would, in its 
opinion, cause imminent peril to life or property. In the event that an 
appeal is taken under this section, the petitioner may thereafter re-apply 
with the planning commission or the legislative body of the city for the 
same re-zoning of his property or subdividing of his land, but shall have 
no right of appeal in connection with such re-application for a period of 
one year from the final determination of the matter by the courts; but 
nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent the petitioner 
from re-applying for the same type of zoning or subdivision in the event 
no appeal is taken from the previous order, decision, or action of the leg- 
islative body. 


Section 7. All phases or parts of a general comprehensive city plan 
for any city affected by this Act which has been formally adopted by said 
oy prior to the enactment of this Act are hereby confirmed and contin- 
ued. 


Section 8. The proviisons of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 9. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 10. This Act shail become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON RULES ON 
ENROLLED AND ENGROSSED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 


Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that it has 
examined the following House Bills, and House Joint Resolutions, to-wit: 


H. 108. To authorize any county in the State of Alabama now own- 
ing a water works plant and distribution system or portion thereof to 
transfer or convey such plant and system or portion thereof to any mu- 
nicipal corporation situated in such county; to provide that such transfer 
or Conveyance may be Made without the necessity of an election by the 
qualified voters of such county, with or without any pecuniary considera- 
tion and on such terms and conditions as the governing body of such 
county may determine; to vrovide for the authorization of any such trans- 
fer or conveyance by resolution of the governing body of such county; 
and to provide that any such transfer or conveyance may be made with- 
out the necessity of approval by the Alabama Public Service Commission 
or similar regulatory body.

H. 280. To amend further Section 648 of Title 51, Code of Alabama

tail shopping areas or centers, parks, exhibits, exhibitions or for the 
conduct of any lawful business, at, upon, or adjacent to any airport, heli- 
port or aircraft landing area owned or operated by such authority and 
leasing or letting such buildings, structures or facilities; to provide for 
the election of the directors and officers of such authority; to specify its 
powers; to endow such authority with the power of eminent domain; to 
provide that any City for which an authority has been organized under 
this act may aid and cooperate in the planning, undertaking construc- 
tion and operation of airports, heliports and air navigation facilities and 
may lend, give, donate, sell, convey, or transfer money, real property, 
personal property, mixed property or any right capable of transfer to 
such authority; to provide that no action or suit shall be brought or main- 
tained against such authority or a director thereof for or on account of 
the negligence of the authority or director or of its or his agents, ser- 
vants or employees; to authorize the issuance by such authority of inter- 
est bearing revenue bonds payable solely out of the revenues of the 
authority; to specify provisions of said bonds and to declare them to be 
negotiable instruments; to provide that said bonds may be secured by 
pledge of any of the revenues of such authority to which its right then 
exists or may thereafter come into existence; to provide that such pledge 
may be provided for in an indenture between said authority and a cor- 
porate trustee or by resolution providing for the issuance of the bonds; 
to provide that said authority may include in any indenture or resolu- 
tion authorizing the issuance of bonds provisions customarily contained 
in instruments securing evidence of indebtedness; to specify the use to 
which the proceeds of said bonds may be put; to authorize the refunding 
of said bonds; to provide for remedies in the event of any default; to 
exempt from all taxation the bonds issued by said authority and the in- 
come therefrom, the property of said authority, and the business and ac- 
tivities conducted or engaged in by said authority; to authorize the in- 
vestment of municipal funds in bonds of the authority; to provide that 
said bonds shall be legal investments for fiduciaries and savings banks 
and insurance companies; to authorize the publication of notice of the 
adoption of the resolution authorizing said bonds and specifying the 
period of time after such publication within which actions and defenses 
may be asserted respecting said bonds, pledge, and indenture and the 
proceedings authorizing the same; to provide that the provisions of this 
act shall be cumulative; to provide for audits of the books and accounts 
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of the authority and to provide that the provisions of this act shall be 
severable; to protect certain civil service and pension rights of employees 
of municipal airports taken over by such authority; to provide for com- 
petitive bidding on construction contracts in excess of ten thousand dol- 
lars; to provide for a date upon which this act shall become effective.

WHEREAS, the ultimate responsibility for the preservation of peace 
and order and the public safety necessarily rests upon the government of 
the states, and 


WHEREAS, the conflict between the Federal Court and the Attorney 
General of the United States on the one hand and the Governor and other 
agencies of the State of Arkansas on the other with respect to the opera- 
tion of public schools of the state of Arkansas sharply presents to the 
people of the United States fundamental questions of public policy vitally 
affecting the welfare of every state and citizen, and 


WHEREAS, recent incidents and events in other Southern and North- 
ern states are forcible reminders of the great difficulties and complex 
problems inherent in the task of maintaining peace and tolerance between 
different racial groups, and 


WHEREAS, interference, through actions in federal courts, with the 
honest and informed judgment of state and local authorities and courts 
in the exercise of their basic duty to maintain social order and make in- 
ter-racial good will possible is certain to have widespread, tragic and ir- 
reparable consequences, and 


WHEREAS, any attempt on the part of the President or the Attorney 
General of the United States to inject the federal government through the 
United States courts or otherwise into the administration of the public 
schools or into any other essentially local concern of the states, will inev- 
itably create tension and resentment, make inter-racial good will impos- 
sible, and invite violent reactions which the federal government cannot 
adequately anticipate, allay or control, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That it is declared to be the 
mt sense and recommendation of the Legislature of Alabama; That

1. Itis the primary and complete duty and responsibility of the Gov- 
erncr of Alabama and all other departments of this State to exercise all 
authority entrusted io inem to promote and assure veace, order and tran- 
quility among the citizens of the State, and to prevent the damage and 
destruction of life and property, and the endless public tension incident 
to the pony and disorder which compulsory integration of schools has 
unleashed. 


2. The maintenance of the public safety and of domestic peace and 
order within this State is not a proper function or responsibility of the 
Attorney General of the United States, the United States District Courts 
in Alabama, or any other officers or agencies of the federal government, 
and all agencies of the federal government are hereby earnestly advised 
and urgently requested to give full and continuing recognition to the ulti- 
mate responsibility of the Governor and the authoriiies of this state to 
maintain order in all matters of local concern, including particularly “the 
operation of public schools and colleges. 


3. The final authority and responsibility for making the controlling 
determinations of fact and the final decisions as to the time when and the 
extent to which police, military or other action by the state is reasonably

State Board of Education unusual conditions beyond the control of the 
local Board of Education in any school are such as to prevent the 
operation of that school for the required nine months minimum term; 
provided further, that the amount herein appropriated for the Minimum 
Program Fund shall include all moneys earmarked for public school 
teachers salaries as provided in the Income Tax Amendment ratified on 
the 26th day of August, 1947. The Minimum Program Fund shall also 
include any other appropriations of funds, either State or Federal, which 
may be designated by the Legislature as a part of the Minimum Pro- 
gram Fund.

To make appropriations fer the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, and for the interest on 
the public debt and for the public schools. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this Act, the following classifi- 
cations, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” and 
“other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, shall mean the wages or 
other compensation for skill work or employment for anyone performing 
services for the State of Alabama as an employee, officer or official, 
and shall be expended only for such purposes: (b) “other expenses” 
shall mean the operating costs of agencies, departments, boards, bureaus 
and institutions of the State, other than salaries, equipment purchases 
ana additions and betterments and shall be expended only for operating 
costs incident to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, 
boards, bureaus and institutions including supplies and materials, post- 
age, telephone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle oper- 
ations, lights, water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and binding, 
repairs, rents and items of general expense not defined as “equipment 
purchases”, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended 
only for such purposes; (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those items 
of office equipment, motor vehicle equipment and other equipment 
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which has an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess 
of one year, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only 
for such purposes; (d) “additions and betterments” shall mean lands 
and buildings and the construction and alteration of structures and im- 
provements thereto, improvements to land, sewer, water, shelter, support, 
storage, protection or the improvement of a natural condition, and the 
money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for 
the interest on the public debt, and for the public schools for each of 
the two fiscal years ending respectively September 30, 1958 and Sep- 
tember 30, 1959, to be paid out of any moneys in the State Treasury

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the further promotion of river development in this 
State; to create the Alabama River Development Authority; to prescribe 
its powers and duties; to prescribe the authority and functions of the 
Authority; to provide for the appointment of an administrator of the Au- 
thority, and to prescribe his powers and duties; and to make an appro- 
priation for the purposes of the Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature finds that Alabama’s water resources 
have become a factor of major importance in connection with the further 
industrial development and economic expansion of the State, and that in 
order to promote the economic development of the State, and to secure 
for the people of the State the benefits to be derived therefrom, it is 
necessary to exploit to the fullest the waterways potential of Alabama. 
It is, therefore, the purpose of this Act to create the Alabama River 
Development Authority, and to vest in such agency responsibility for 
promoting the development of the rivers and waterways of this State. 
In order to attain these ends, the Legislature declares that this Act 
shall be liberally construed. 


Section 2. There shall be an Alabama River Development Authority, 
which shall be composed of the members of the State planning and 
Industrial Development Board. The members of the Authority shall hold 
regular meetings at least once each month, and may hold special meet- 
ings at the call of the chairman; but no member of the Authority shall 
receive pay and allowances for more than fifty (50) days during any 
ealendar year. The Authority may have an appropriate seal with such 
words and emblem as it may prescribe. The secretary shall notify each 
member in writing of all meetings of the Authority in such manner and 
under such rules and regulations as the Authority may prescribe. The 
Authority shall adopt rules and regulations for the transaction of its 
business; and the secretary shall keep a record of all its proceedings, 
and upon request, shall furnish a copy thereof to each member of the 
Authority. The members of the Authority shall receive the same com- 
pensation for their services as that provided in Act No. 342, General Acts 
1955, page 765. 


Section 3. The members of the Alabama River Development Au- 
thority shall choose a chairman and a vice-chairman from among their 
own number. The Director of the State Planning and Industrial Develop- 
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ment Board shall tbe the administrator of the Authority. The adminis- 
trator shall serve as secretary to the Authority and shall be custodian 
of its books, records, and papers, which he shall maintain at the office of 
the Authority; and he shall perform any and all functions and duties, 
and exercise any and all powers and authority, that may be delegated 
to him by the Authority. The administrator shall establish within the 
Authority such divisions or administrative units as may be necessary or 
convenient to the efficient performance of the functions and duties of 
the Authority. He may assign and reassign functions and duties within 
the Authority. All functions and duties of the Authority shall be exer- 
cised by the administrator acting by and through such administrative 
divisions or units as he may determine; and he shall have all power and 
authority necessary or convenient to carry out the functions and duties 
of the Authority, and the orders, rules, and regulations of the Authority, 
subject to the jurisdiction and direction of the Authority. The adminis- 
trator may employ such personnel as are necessary to the efficient 
administration of the functions and duties of the Authority, but the 
employment, and the termination of the employment, of all personnel 
shall be subject to the approval of the Authority. All personnel employed 
by the administrator shall be appointed from lists of eligibles certified 
by the State Personnel Department as qualified to perform the duties 
required of them, but the personnel employed by the Alabama River 
Development Authority shall be subject to the provisions of the State 
nae System only as to pay, and to recruitment in the manner afore- 
said. 


Section 4. The Alabama River Development Authority shall have 
the following powers and duties: 


1) To investigate and make studies and surveys relative to the 
river system of the State of Alabama, and to seek to secure the develop- 
ment of an inland waterway system for the State, and make a report 
of such surveys and studies to the Governor and the Legislature. 


2) To contract with county and municipal governments on a 
eens basis in order to make studies and surveys of the river system 
of the State. 


3) To caonperate with State and local chambers of commerce, 
industrial development boards, or other ivcal, state, regional, or national 
governmental agencies, groups, associations, or organizations, having an 
interesi ii river develonment: and to encourage and coordinate the efforts 
of other public and privaie organizations or xroups of citizens to secure 
the development of the rivers of this State. 


4) To aid in securing the enactment of federal legislation in support 
of river development; to attempt to secure for Alabama the full amounts 
of any federal funds which may be appropriated for river development 
purposes within the states; and, toward the ends mentioned herein, 
either to establish an office in Washington, D. C., or to employ repre- 
sentatives located in such city, in order to maintain liaison with the 
appropriate federal agencies and departments. 


; 5) To promulgate such reasonable rules and regulations, consistent 
with the laws of this State, us may bo necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


6) To exercise such other powers as may be appropriate to enable 
it to accomplish its functions and duties in connection with the pro- 
motion, planning, and engineering of river and waterway development 
in this State and to carry out the purposes of this Act. 


Section 5. To carry out the provisions of this Act there is hereby 
appropriated from any funds in the State treasury not otherwise appro- 
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priated the sum of one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars 
($125,000.00) for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1958, and the 
sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00) for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1959. The expenditure of all sums 
appropriated to the Authority shall be budgeted and allotted in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 55, Code of Ala- 
bbama (1940), and shall be limited to the amount appropriated thereto 
for each fiscal year; provided, however, that the Authority shall have 
the power to receive and expend all federal funds allocated to and 
sudject to expenditure by the State of Alabama for river development. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 


legislative and judicial departments of the State, and for the interest on 
the public debt and for the public schools. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this Act, the following classifi- 
cations, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” and 
“other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, shall mean the wages or 
other compensation for skill work or employment for anyone performing 
services for the State of Alabama as an employee, officer or official, and 
shall be expended only for such purposes; (b) ‘other expenses” shall 
mean the operating costs of agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and 
institutions of the State, other than salaries, equipment purchases and 
additions and betterments and shall be expended only for operating costs 
incident to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, 
bureaus and institutions including supplies and materials, postage, 
telephone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, 
lights, water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and binding, re- 
pairs, rents and items of general expense not defined as “equipment 
purchases”, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended 
only for such purposes; (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those 
items of office equipment, motor vehicle equipment and other equip- 
ment which has an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in 
excess of one year, and the money appropriated therefor shall be ex- 
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pended only for such purposes; (d) ‘“‘additions and betterments” shall 
mean lands and buildings and the construction and alteration of struc- 
tures and improvements thereto, improvements to land, sewer, water, 
shelter, support, storage, protection or the improvement of a natural 
condition, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only 
for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for 
the interest on the public debt, and for the public schools for each of 
the two fiscal years ending respectively September 30, 1958 and Sep-
